For one who had often said, 
“T would rather wear out than 
rust out” it is an almost comfort- 
ing coincidence that death should 
come on the last day of owner- 
ship of his life’s primary object. 
The Freeman Courier was to 
transfer to the new owners the 
next day, after Mr. Mendel died. 
J. J. Mendel was laid to rest at 
the Hutterthal Cemetery on Fri- 
day, Dec. 2, 1960, Rev. A. Wiebe 
conducted the services at the 
Hutterthal Mennonite Church. A 
group of Freeman businessmen 
and friends were given a special 
place among the mourners. We 
were particularly impressed in 
the following observations: 1. 
The large number of elderly 
people present. 2. The number of 
people, obviously from many 
different communities and des- 
cent who regarded Mr. Mendel 
a friend. 3. The love and regret 
and yet the peace reflected in 


the faces of those who viewed 
the body and must have thought 
of his full, rich life, his work 
finished and his tasks accom- 
plished. 

Mr. Mendel came to Freeman 
as a farmer in 1901. During the 
winter he taught school. The 
Freeman Courier was started 
that same year, but the founder 
decided to quit. A group of 
businessmen who wanted the 
paper to continue prevailed on 
Mr. Mendel to take over pub- 
lishing the paper which he con- 
tinued to publish till his death. 
Mr. Mendel has been active in 
many community projects. He 
operated the Telephone ex- 
change which was first located 
on the site of the Freeman 
Blacksmith Shop. Later the Ex- 
change was moved to the space 
above Schambers Store. Mr. 
Mendel, with several others, 
purchased an early electric light 
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plant for furnishing electricity 
to the people in town. This was 
a direct current plant with wet 
batteries. He was a member of 
the Freeman College Board of 
Directors for 28 years—longer 
than any other member on this 
Board. He was always boosting 
for the things he believed to be 
good for the community. 


“Come in without knocking— 
Go out the same way.” 


Nearly everyone’ walking 
through this door has been 
amused and inspired by this sign, 
so characteristic of the forth- 
rightness and friendliness of J. 
J. Mendel. In this building the 
Courier has been published for 
59 years coming out on time no 
matter what obstacles by way of 
mechanical emergencies, or how 
late the hour of labor required. 
How much influence has been 
exerted on the community in 
this building can be only a 
matter of conjecture. How many 
friendly greetings, business of- 
fers and ventures, social news, 
tragedies and drama have been 
relayed here from the visitor to 
the publisher, and then to the 
community, we will never know. 
But we do know that the mem- 
ory of J. J. Mendel and the 
Freeman Courier he published 
will be cherished by our com- 
munity for many, many years 
to come. 


Jacob J. Mendel, Freeman’s 
oldest business man and most 
widely known resident, was born 
in South Russia on the 18th 
day of March, 1875, the son of 
Jacob and Sarah (Tschetter) 
Mendel. When he was. six 
months old, his parents emi- 
grated to America, where his 
father filed on a homestead 7 
miles Northwest of Menno on 
the James River, where J. J., as 
Mr. Mendel was usually known, 
grew to manhood. He was bapti- 
zed by Rev. Paul Tschetter on 
April 1, 1898, and became a mem- 
ber of the New Hutterthal Men- 
nonite Church. Later he trans- 
ferred his membership to the 
Hutterthal Mennonite Church of 
which he was a member at time 
of his death. 


His early desire to obtain an 
education was perhaps the mo- 
tivating force that resulted in 
his very active and useful life. 
Educational opportunities were 
very meager in those days, and 
only those with strong determi- 
nation and will power were able 
to obtain an education. Mr. 
Mendel had such determination 
as is evidenced by his school 
record. After attending the 
usual country school of his day, 
he attended the school at the 
Preparatory Mennonite School at 
Mt. Lake, Minnesota, also at 
Sioux Falls Normal School, and 
at Bethel College at Newton, 
Kansas, and at Des Moines, Iowa. 
How much time he spent in each 
of such institutions we cannot 
tell, but undoubtedly it was for 
only short periods. The impor- 
tant fact however is that Mr. 
Mendel was eager to prepare 
himself for life and its opportu- 
nities. As further evidence of 
his great interest in education, 
it might be mentioned that he 
was a great booster of Freeman 
Junior College, having served 
as board member for some 28 


years during the trying years of 
that institution. 


For several years he taught 
school in country schoo! dist- 
ricts. When on December 4, 1898, 
he was married to Mary Klein- 
sasser, the couple took up farm- 
ing. But tragedy struck early in 
his life. His wife, Mary, died on 
May 26, 1906, leaving him and 
his small children, Mary aged 3, 
and Jacob Jr. aged 1% years old. 
On December 16, 1906, he found 
a new helpmate in Mary Mendel 
who became the mother of those 
small children rearing them as

though they were her own flesh 
and blood. He was privileged to 
share wedded life with her for 
nearly 23 years, until on Sep- 
tember 2, 1929, she died a victim 
of cancer. But the Lord was good 
to him and gave him a third 
wife in Katharina Gross with 
whom he shared 29 years of 
wedded life which was broken 
by his death on Wednesday at 
4:45 o’clock in the morning by 
reason of pneumonia. He had 
been admitted to the hospital 
six weeks prior for observation 
and treament. He attained the 
age of 85 years, 8 months and 12 
days. 


In 1902 he became the owner 
and publisher of the Freeman 
Courier for nearly sixty years. 
His newspaper attained a sub- 
scriber list of over 2,000 rarely 
attained by a weekly newspaper. 
The Freeman Courier was found 
in many states besides South 
Dakota, and even in Canada, 
bringing news to the subscribers 
from their home community. He 
also authored and published a 
“History of Freeman,’ and a 
second book entitled “History of 
the People of East Freeman, 
Silver Lake and West Freeman” 
which was nearly ready for the 
printers at the time of his death. 
Only time will tell what an in- 
fluence Mr. Mendel exerted, and 
service which he rendered in 
his long and active life. He was 
a great friend of man and he 
loved to visit and chat with 
people, always taking time for a 
friendly greeting and a hearty 
handshake with those whom he 
came into contact. One can 
truthfully say that Mr. Mendel 
died in his boots, being active 
until his death; there was no 
retirement for him at 65 or any 
other age. 


He leaves to mourn his de- 
parture, his beloved wife, Kath- 
arina, with whom he shared the 
joys and sorrows of life for 29 
years, one daughter, Mary, Mrs. 
John L. Hofer; one son, Jacob 
Mendel Jr.; one son-in-law, John 
L. Hofer; and one daughter-in- 
law, Katie Mendel; his foster 
daughter, Rachel Regier; six 
step-children of whom Anna 
Wahl was practically raised in 
the Mendel home from childhood 
up; six grandchildren; two 
brothers, David and Peter; two 
sisters, Anna Hofer and Maggie 
Hofer; one brother-in-law, D. S. 
Wipf; two sisters-in-law, Mrs. 
David Mendel and Mrs. Peter L. 
Mendel; and innumerable rela- 
tives, acquaintances and friends.

The first thing on the program upon arriving at Yank- 
ton was to look for an ox team or a team of horses, After 
he had a team he slowly wended his way north through 
the tall grass. Sometimes a horse and an ox were hitched 
together. The future was dark. There were hopes and 
anxieties about the qualities of the land, and it took much 
courage to undertake building up and developing of a new 
and untried region, but all were embued with ambition 
and enthusiasm. 


After reaching this locality and picking their home- 
stead, some kind of a home was needed. The sod house 
or shanty was put up and some mud houses were built. 
Along the Jim River some had log cabins, They had the 
timber. Soon small claim shacks began to dot the prairies. 
For the wall sod or mud was used and over the planked 
roof loose earth or sod was spread. A little later the 
thatched or straw roof was used on some buildings. In some 
cases planks of native timber were used, As poor as these 
old timers were, they had to face blizzards, prairie fires, 
grasshopper plagues and other ravages of nature. Snow- 
storms blew snow through the key hole into the room and 
piled up inside. There were no plowed fields to stop a 
prairie fire. 


The people were industrious and soon these shacks 
were replaced by better homes and family life changed. 
The home was arranged similar to the homes in Russia. 
The house had only a dirt floor. A brick kiln separated 
the house into two rooms, This kiln was called a Russian 
stove and served them for heating and cooking. The bread 
was baked in the oven, in long pans; borst, sauerkraut, 
baked potatoes, roasted meats, etc. The oven was heated 
with straw or hay. There was very little furniture in the 
house and often when visitors came boxes had to be used. 


FAMILY LIFE 


People were simple but sociable. In Russia they lived 
in villages and the change here made them feel very lone- 
some. To break lonesomeness they hitched up a team and 
the whole family would drive to neighbors to spend Sunday 
afternoon or evening. The homestead bride was a modest 
damsel, No formality on their wedding day. Nobody dream- 
ed of a honeymoon trip or a long writeup in a newspaper. 
Hand in hand they proceeded to their plain home to share 
life’s joys and sorrows. A rolling pin, a potato masher and 
some plain pieces of home made furniture was all the 
newlyweds expected — and they were satified because 


they knew only simplicity of life. Women used a piece of 
red handkerchief for a hair ribbon, no face powder decora- 
tions, simple clothing, no white and brown shoes, a pair of 
boots (Rohrstiefel) for men, The shoes were bought big 
enough to save the search for a corn cure, High heels were 
not known. The stockings mother knitted, did not have all 
kinds of colors, like Jacob’s coat. The home was illuminat- 
ed with tallow dips or candles. The water was pulled up 
in a bucket from a well. In case of sickness the neighbors 
were very helpful and accommodating, not only in helping 
with the work but also in suggesting treatments. They 
would come and sit up through the hours of the night with 
the afflicted one. It was neighborly duty with them to 
render this service, which is being done today by a special 
nurse. In case of death undertakers were unknown, The 
neighbors would continue their service sitting up with the 
departed, digging the grave and performing other acts of 
helpfulness. To charge for this service would have been a 
disgrace. The coffin was homemade by some local carpen- 
ter. Flowers for the coffin were absent. The doctor in 
those days had to be a real hero to respond to a call 30 or 
40 miles away. 


The Christmas spirit moved quietly in those days. A 
cheap doll for a girl and a cheap toy for a boy. In those 
days holidays were not as much commercialized as today. 
The “why” was more impressed on the children. On Sun- 
day morning the whole family drove to church, some by 
horse, some by ox team drawing a lumber wagon, Services 
were much longer than today. 


A party who has been a clerk in a Freeman store for 
almost fifty years says in the old days women came to town 
twice a year, spring and fall, Store conditions have chang- 
ed and so have the customers, The customers are harder 
to satisfy than they used to be because there are so many 
varieties to select from. 


Parents living on the farm who had children of school 
age found it inconvenient here compared to Russia where 
they lived in a village. At first the school term was only 
three months but soon the school year was much longer. 
Dressing was very simple, Evening were spent at home by 
young and old. Fathers were busy making some homemade 
articles and mothers kept their spinning wheel running. 
Youngsters were busy making some playthings at home, 
yet those pioneer children and grandchildren enjoyed life 
just as much, if not more, than many today who are spoiled 
by their indulgences. 


In those early days people believed in going to bed 
early. They believed in the saying, “Early to bed, and early 


to rise, makes a man healthy, wealthy and wise.” When 
one borrowed money from another, the man who borrowed 
the money took the money and the note so he would know 
when the note is due. That shows their honesty and con- 
fidence in each other. 

The children were always under home influence while 
today so many are under outside influence, The auto con- 
tributes much to this change. We do not want to be a 
calamity howler, but it’s an actual fact, in pioneer days, the 
people young and old were more content and more grateful 
than now with all our modern conveniences and the highest 
standard of living in the world, and possessing the highest 
degree of intelligence attainable. This “push button age” 
is not enough appreciated by our present generation, A 
person must go through hardship before he can appreciate 
good days. Too many are born today with a golden spoon 
in their mouth. 


PIONEER FARMING 

Early day farming was a matter of hard work and very 
limited return for your sweat, just barely sufficient for 
food supply and a few dollars in cash. These settlers were 
all farmers in the old country and they were determined 
to stick to that occupation here in America, They knew 
how to operate a farm in the old country but it was like 
an experiment station to them here. No county agent could 
be consulted for advice. The government had three methods 
of granting land. The government was very anxious to 
have the land settled. A man or woman had a chance to 
file on a homestead, filing fee was $14.00 and you had to 
live on the land. You could also file on a timber claim and 
plant 10 acres of trees. You could also file on a preemption 
after you filed on a homestead. It cost $200.00 to prove 
a timber claim. If one could prove that one did not live 
on his homestead, he could contest the title. They were 
called “claim jumpers” and were very unpopular. In the 
early days when land was opened for settlement people 
rushed for land like thirsty cattle to a pond. 

The first thing a farmer needed was a walking plow to 
turn the sod. The power to pull the plow was usually an 
oxteam, Today if you want more power you give more gas, 
At that time they used a bigger whip or twisted oxtail for 
more power. Other machines needed were a seeder and a 
drag. Much sowing was done by hand, They also needed 
a grass mower, rake and harvester for cutting the grain. 
For the binding straw was used as long as the binding was 
by hand. In a few years the self-binder was invented, At 
first wire was used for binding but they changed to twine

binding because cattle died due to wire in the straw. Mice 
and crickets liked the change, For corn planting the hand 
planter was used and some elaimed to plant as many as 9 
acres a day. They worked long hours in the early days. 9 
acres meant walking many miles in plowland. 

Threshing seemed to have a social side for the young 
people because there was a crew of some 20 people. If not 
enough beds some slept in the haymow. Mother had to 
work hard to feed the crew. The machine was driven by 
horsepower, 5 to 7 teams walking in a circle. They protect- 
ed gardens by a ditch around the garden to keep livestock 
out. Labor was paid 75c a day or $15.00 a month. To geta 
supply of flour, wheat was taken to the mill and exchanged 
for flour. 

In the early days people cooperated without a Co-op. 
Co, organization, If a building was lost all the neighbors 
helped to build it without pay. The winter of 1880-1881 had 
many snow storms and the snow on the flat roofs of the 
barns of mud and sod caved in and the cows had to be 
taken out of the barn through the roof. 

The closet market was Yankton and produce was 
hauled to Yankton by ox team and wheat sold for 40c a 
bushel, eggs 6c, butter 6. But the time from 1890 to 1900 
improved much, Old homes and barns were replaced by 
new ones, more modern machinery was used. Steam en- 
gines were being used, and gasoline engines came in for 
threshing and other purposes. More buggies and carriages 
were bought. Salaries for teachers varied from $16 to $50 
a month, Close to 1900 land price raised to $50 an acre 
and many went north to file on land. What would the old 
pioneer, who went to his eternal resting place some 65 years 
ago say if he would see the present conditions:—airplanes 
flying, autos moving 90 miles per hour, combines cutting 
and threshing the grain, when he had to cut, bind, shock, 
stack and thrash his grain. Or compare the tractor plow- 
ing to oxteam plowing or take the conveniences in the 
house:—the electric washer, ironing, etc. Hauling the 
grain to Yankton at 40c a bushel seems trouble enough. 

The year 1879 when the first train whistle was heard 
in Freeman ended much trouble, and developed many 
wonderful improvements, The first train whistle in Free- 
man was sweeter music to the old timers, than anything 
that was ever sung here since that time and we know how 
much good singing is heard in Freeman.

FOREWARD 


The large volumes of details in the Hutterite Church 
Chronicle will interest historians but not the average 
man, that is the reason why the average Hutterite knows 
so little about his history, as interesting as his history is. 
Reading these large volumes is to them like looking for 
needle in a hay stack, and he finds not enough interest. 
We shall try and relate their history very, very, briefly. 
and present it as simple as possible, also their contacts with 
the Swiss and Low German Mennonites, the early days 
and now. 


Several incidents in my life induced me to study the 
Hutterite history from the days when I was a young boy. 
My parents lived close to Wolf Creek Colony, and the 
elderly people of the colony called me a “Little Bohemian” 
just to tease me. I did not like that and complained at 
home to Grandma, who lived with us, and my parents, all 
told me there is nothing wrong about that, the Mendel’s 
are Bohemian. Then also when old folks from the neigh- 
borhood gathered at our home, I so often heard the state- 
ment in their conversations that our people (Hutterites) 
come from all corners of the world, etc. And we are 
fully justified, telling those who do not know where these 
four corners are: Some of our information is from a book 
written by Rev. Jacob Wipf, who died at the Elmspring 
colony over 60 years ago. When the Hutterites moved to 
South Russia from North Russia in 1842, he was the first 
one prepared for a teacher and was sent to High School at 
Halbstadt where the low-Germans lived. He was one of 
the school teachers of Hutterite villages. He no doubt 
knew all the Hutterite people personally. The book he 
wrote was never printed consequently there is only one 
copy and we are in possession of this copy. Many years 
ago it was handed to us as a gift through circumstantial 
developments, due to the fact that we were always in- 
terested in Hutterite history. 


We never thought of writing this short history but took 
an interest in the history only to satisfy our own desire. 
But after publishing the Freeman Courier for many years 
and many far away reading the paper and noticing in 
some articles that we know the history quite well, were 
asked by quite a few to write them a short history of the 
Hutterite people but our time is too limited to write each 
one something so we conceived the idea of printing a very 
brief history. It seems a person gets more interested in his 
people when he gets older. His birthplace becomes inter- 
esting spot and the place where he spent his childhood 
days he can never forget. We were only three months old 
when our parents left Russia, yet we take special interest 
in Russia. This book is dedicated to the Pioneer Hutterites 
of America.

HOW CHRISTIANITY SPREAD AND THE FIRST 
HUTTERITE COLONY STARTED 

The Christian History begins after Christ ascended to 

Heaven and soon the Jews and Gentiles told the young 


Christian generation that Jesus was stolen from the grave 
that is why the grave was empty. This made many of the 
young Christians doubt whether that resurrection story 
is true and the Christian Church worried about their 
young generation. So the Christian generation sent a 
delegation of Christians to Rome to see the Emperor. The 
Jerusalem country belonged to Rome and when they ar- 
rived in Rome and they asked the Emperor what Pilate 
of Jerusalem wrote about Jesus, and the Emperor handed 
Pilate’s letter to them and the letter written by Pilate to 
the Emperor said this: Something happened here that 
we cannot figure out. We crucified the man Jesus because 
there were so many complaints against him. He was 
buried, the grave sealed, yet after three days he walked 
around with his friends for 40 days, then ascended to 
heaven. So Pilate became the biggest witness. The dele- 
gation went back home to Jerusalem and this report 
wiped away all the doubt about the resurrection. But 
Rome kept on persecuting the Christians and many were 
killed during Emperor Nero’s reign and his wife was 
blamed because she belonged to the Jews. For many years 
the Christians went through terrible suffering until Con- 
stantine came Emperor of Rome, and he was good to the 
Christians, helped them, appointed them to office in many 
cases, etc. This ended their troubles and Christianity 
spread all over and that became the Catholic Church. The 
Church located one Bishop in Rome and one in Con- 
stantinople to do mission work in Austria and he spread 
the gospel over a large field in Austria but the highest 
authority was still in Rome. In the course of time the 
Bishop in Constantinople did not agree with Rome on 
some questions and they separated. The Bishep in Con- 
stantinople worked north into Russia and this is called 
the Greek Catholic Church. This makes the Catholic 
Church the oldest Christian Church in the World, The 
next important religious move was the Reformation by 
the Great Man of God Martin Luther. His father intend- 
ed to prepare him for a lawyer but Martin’s choice was 
church work. 


In 1725 Felix Mants, Conrad Grebel, George Blauck- 
rock and Balthaser, Hubmeier started the Anabaptist 
move, and the move soon spread all over Europe. They 
opposed child baptism and the first that were baptized 
in Switzerland are: Mants, Grebel, Blaurock and Balt- 
haser and they started the Anabaptist Church move and 
the move soon spread all over Europe. 


The birthplace of the Mennonite Church was in 
Zurich, Switzerland, where the above four were baptized 
first and started the Anabaptists. This history is dedi- 
cated to the pioneer men and women who did so much to 
pave the way for the community and we reserve the deeds 
of these pioneers, both living and those who are gone to 
the great beyond. Today we are on the threshold of a 
new era and we must have the same foresight which 
brought pioneer men and women to this community. Let 
us move forward with steadfast purpose and confidence, 
only then will we be worthy of the trust which was left 
to us by those pioneers. 


GENERAL INTRODUCTION 

When this was written in 1959 the Hutterite history 
covered a period of 430 years. The first 240 years they 
lived in Austria, Hungary, Marovia and other localities 
and is a story of persecutions. From 1552 to 1592 was a 
peace period and 50 colonies established with a population 
of about 15,000 souls. The first communistic colony was 
established in 1528, 20 miles north of Pressburg in Austria. 

When they immigrated to North Russia in 1770 their 
number of souls was iess than one-hundred-thirteen 
families.. In 1842 when they moved to South Russia from 
North Russia they again counted 69 familes, 205 male and 
210 female. When they immigrated to America in the 
1870’s, they numbered 169 families. This gives you a 
superficial picture. 


CHURCH CONDITIONS IN 1500 


To understand the Hutterite history you must go back 
to the Reformation time and look at the church conditions 
of those days. It reminds you of what Provhet Isaiah said: 
Chapter 60, Verse 2: “For behold, the darkness shall cover 
the earth, and gross darkness the people: but the Lord 
shall rise, thee and his glory shall be seen upon thee.” 

The enemies of the Christian Church at first were the 
Jews and the Gentiles, but many years after the ascension 
of Christ, Emperor Constantine was the ruler of the Ro- 
man Empire and he was very friendly to the Christians 
and counted himself as one. 

But this condition created political influence in the 
Christian Church and ultimately formed and developed the 
Catholic Church as a state Church had absolute control 
of church problems until the great man of God Martin 
Luther, started the Reformation in 1517. All those with 
Luther protesting against which rules were called pro- 
testants, and people were either Protestants or Catholics. 

This divided the labor group working for Lichtenstein 
Brothers, one faction said it was wrong from Lichtenstein 
to tell Ahnly not to touch anybody because the. Emperor’s 
instructions were not carried out and the other faction said 
the instructions were good and they kept on to argue the 
question. Lichtenstein listened for a while then said he 
does not want two factions on the place and all those who 
think he has done wrong by telling the Emperor officer to 
not to attack any of his workers to leave the place, he and 
190 left the Lichtenstein place with Jaccb Wiedeman as 
their leader and he had four assistants and one happened 
to be Bohemian by the name of Jacob Mandel. 

The instruction from the Emperor was that all those 
working for Lichtenstein Brothers must be Catholics or 
they will be punished. 


Soon these Protestants were divided on the question 
of baptism, one group believing in baptizing only adults 
and the other group believeing in infant baptism. This 
former class was called the Anabaptists (Wiedertheufer) 
which means rebaptizer. The leaders of the Anabaptists 
were Felix Mantz, Conrad Grebel, George Blaurock, and 
Balthouser Hubmeier, they were the first rebaptized. 
These Anabaptists were persecuted and many fled to 
Moravia, a province in Austria and now, Czechoslovakia 
and other countries. 

Because of its religious liberty, Marovia became the 
asylum of the persecuted in Switzerland, Germany, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Austria and other countries where Ana- 
baptists were found. The birthplace of the Mennonite 
Church is in Zurich, Switzerland. 

The big land owners in Morovia were glad to have 
these persecuted people on their estate to build up the 


country, especially the two Lichtenstein brothers, John 
and Leonard. 

They controlled a big tract of land and they also 
respected the Anabaptists church questions and Leonard 
Lichtenstein was baptized by Hubmeier. The name of 
this place. was Nickelsburg. 

In a short time many hundreds of Anabaptists gathered 
at this locality, and Emperor Ferdinand watched develop- 
ments at Nickelsburg and one day sent Prosus Ahnly, an 
officer with authority to execute all those at Nickelsburg 
who refuse to go back to the Catholic Church. 

When Ahnly approached at Nickelsburg, Leonard 
Lichtenstein sent a special messenger to meet Ahnly and 
tell him, if he wants to save his life to go back home and 
Ahnly returned. Because a war broke out with Turkey, 
the Emperor had his hands full, nothing was done to punish 
Lichtenstein for his defiant act or Ahnly to neglect his 
duty. 

This divided the Anabaptists at this place into two 
groups, one group contending that it was wrong from 


Lichtenstein to threaten Ahnly with killing and the other 


group opposed this contention and said it was not wrong 
in this case. Lichtenstein then advised the group that 
disagreed with him to leave the place because there will 
be no harmony with two groups opposing each other on 
the same place. 


HOW FIRST COLONY STARTED 


In the Spring of 1528 a group of about 190 disagreeing 
with Lichtenstein left the place with Jacob Wiedeman as 
their leader and he had four to assist him and one hap- 
pened to be a Bohemian by the name of Jacob Maendl. On 
the way they were camping at a certain place, at that 
camping place Jacob Wiedeman spread his coat on the 
ground in their presence and said: “Let us do like the 
Apostles have done Acts 2” and he and everyone laid his 
possessions on that coat. Some needed help and those that 
had possessions were willing to sacrifice. This was the 
beginning of the first Hutterite Communistic Colony. The 
motive was to help those that needed help and take care 
of them. Their circumstances developed in such shape 
to convince them to see that the best move is to do like 
the Apostles have done and eliminate the question how 
much to donate by donating all to help your brother. And 
up to this day, 430 years later, not one of their members 
was taken to a poor house, to a feeble minded institution, 
Home for the Aged, etc., they take care of all of them 
whether he is strong as a giant or helpless as a invalid. 


Many of the present day political and economic com- 
munists tell us if communism works out successfully with 
the Hutterite Colonies why will it not succeed in the state? 
Theoretically it seems that way but not in practice. When 
people from research department come with this question 
our simple answer is: “If you take the religious back- 
ground away from these Hutterite Colonies that will be 
the beginning of the end of all the Hutterite Colonies. 


Some years ago a chain of colonies called the Llano 
Colonies were established in the southern states for 
economic purpose only. All died a natural death, not one 
is left today. At Jamesville south of Freeman a few years 
ago South Dakota spent over $41,000.00 in less than a 
year to establish a colony to help poor people to live 
cheaper. A little later the place was sold to the present 
Jamesville Colony and they are prospering. The con- 
science of the religious communist is trained to say what 
is mine is also yours. I am my brother’s keeper. The 
political and economical communist sees the question 


from a different angle, and says what is yours is also 
mine. Modern political communism is the biggest question 
this world is facing today. 


THE FIRST HUTTERITE COLONY ESTABLISHED IN 
MOROVIA, AUSTRIA 1528 

The group of people that left the Lichtenstein place 
with Wiedeman as their leader, had now organized as a 
Communistic organization. They were invited by land 
owners at Austerlitz, Marovia and here is where the first 
Communistic colony was established 1528, 20 miles north 
of Pressburg, later called Hutterite Colony. Land Owners 
furnished them with buildings and anything they needed. 

About two years after the founding of this colony 
Jacob Hutter came up from Tyrol, about 200 miles away 
where the Anabaptists had much opposition. He visited 
the colony and joined it. He was a hat maker by trade. 
He was a very active and influential man and before long 
the colony was named after him. The Hutterite Colony, 
Hut means in German hat. So the name Hutterites really 
means hatmaker. A few more colonies were soon organi- 
zed and established and after 50 years they had some 50 
colonies with a population of 15,000, writes Wiedeman 
in the Rechenschaft, a book that contains the articles of 
faith. 


OCCUPATION, SCHOOL, CHURCH 


The heavy land owners were glad to have the Hut- 
terites on their estate because they were honest and in- 
dustrious and helped to build up their country. They had 
full confidence in them and paid no attention to those 
who hated them, mocked and dispised them, laughed when 
they saw them pray before eating, etc. All that made no 
impression on the land lords. They listened more to state- 
ments like the Lutheran Church historian Professor J. H. 
Kurtz made when he wrote about the Hutterites and 
said, “They are noted for their sincere piety, exemplary 
discipline, strict industry, fair and conscientious dealing, 
unexamplory patience in suffering and martyr courage 
and martyr joy.” Some of the men were tilling the soil 
and many were working at different trades like black- 
smith, mason, watchmaker, tanner, furrier, shoemaker, 
potter, doctor, etc. Everyone worked for the common good. 

They paid much attention to their schools, believing 
that home, school and church are responsible for the 
young generation. The teachers were ordained for their 
work like ministers. After children were through school 
every boy and every girl took an occupational training 
course which prepared everyone for some kind of work 
which helped the colony much in a material way but 
conditions became more unfavorable. 

At first Morovia was tolerant, but in 1622 the Hutter- 
ites were forced to leave and went to other places. They 
asked Mennonites for support and received help from 
them. 1760 Empress Thersa asked that all children must 
be baptized by a Catholic Priest, their books were taken 
from them, their ministers were thrown in prisdn. Catho- 
lic Priest brought the message and Hutterites were com- 
pelled by soldiers to attend service. Community of goods 
was given up for 14 years but was later introduced. 


THEIR NATIONALITY 
The Anabaptist people and Lichtenstein brothers were 
persecuted people coming from many countries in Europe 
and that is why the old Hutterites so often said our 
people came from all four corners of the world. 
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242 YEARS IN AUSTRIA 


They lived 242 years in Austria and during their stay 
in Austria they made their home in several provinces and 
also a short time they were under Turkish control. So 
many died as martyrs. They were never persecuted for 
Communistic living. Infant baptism, not swearing and the 
non-resistant doctrine were the three causes for per- 
secutions by the state church. Thousands died but re- 
mained faithful. It’s undescribable how they were tor- 
tured, burned, torn with irons, roasted on beams, locked 
up in a house and all burned together, hanged to a tree, 
beheaded, gags put into their mouths, so they could not 
testify before dying and killed in many other ways. Whole 
colonies just disappeared during these prscutions days but 
many found each other again. The methods of persecution 
were beyond description. The persecution leaders, aimed 
for the leaders first and after they had the leaders and 
the prominent members of the colony, others left in dis- 
couragement. Young men they offered prominent govern- 
ment positions and easy living, if they give up their faith, 
but many young men sooner died as martyrs then accept 
a prominent position and a good time. 


MOVE TO RUSSIA 


After going through many storms and much distress 
during the 242 years in Austria and over 3 years in 
Hungary, a door opened in Russia. The heart of a promi- 
nent Russian war general, Samitin, was touched and he 
had sympathy with them when they had fled to the 
Walachi in Turkey. This general advised them to im- 
migrate to Russia where they will find religious freedom. 
He gave them a wagon and a team of oxen, also necessary 
papers to cross the line into Russia. He also advised them 
to see the field Marshall of Russia, Count Romanzof. They 
accepted this advice and started on their journey to Russia 
with five oxteams, some cows and some sheep. On their 
journey they went through many hardships and often 
prayed for a time when they could eat enough bread to 
satisfy their hunger. Russia and Turkey were at war and 
many times they were robbed and mistreated by soldiers 
on the highways so they left the main roads and traveled 
through valleys and hills without a road so as not to be 
seen by Turkish soldiers who followed the main roads to 
destroy towns. 


ARRIVED AT WISCHENKA, RUSSIA 1770 


Wischenka in North Russia was their destination and 
when they came closer to Wischenka Count Roman- 
zof sent 10 Cossack soldiers to meet them and take care 
of them. Some left wife and children in Austria and they 
were brought later where it was possible. 


THEY LEFT WISCHENKA 


They left Wallachi, where they had stayed about two 
years, in Hungary about that long and the other years to 
make up the 242 years, were spent in Austria. They ar- 
rived in Wischenka April 10, 1770. They entered into 
contract with Romanzof and had a home again. Count 
Romanzof was very good to them and advanced them 
money to start. Less than 100 souls made up the group, 
13 families. When those still in Austria heard the good 
news that they have found a home and are enjoying a 
religious liberty, many more came to Russia and joined 
them. It might be mentioned why Russia was so tolerant. 
When Catherina the II ascended the throne in Russia she 
was convinced the people of Russia will never build up 
Russia. She was looking for German settlers. She cannot 
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be admired as a character, but she was a shrewd ruler. 
Large tracts of land were not developed. Europe was 
always in a turmoil of war just like today. Catherina II 
was shrewd enough to know that the common people never 
want war, the rulers cause the wars. She was looking 
for settlers that would build up her country. The best in- 
ducement she could think of was to offer exemption from 
military service for 100 years to all the Germans that 
came to Russia to live. They were also granted full re- 
ligious liberty. When this news spread German people 
from Germany, Switzerland, Netherlands, Austria flocked 
to Russia and met a warm reception in Russia. All the 
Germans coming to Russia to live had to promise to do no 
mission work in Russia. The people of Russia belonged 
to the Greek Catholic Church and should not be disturbed 
in religion. 


WISCHENKA COLONY A BUSY PLACE 


There was a great activity at Wischenka Colony. 
The men folks were well trained in their trades and 
were busy at work early and late in the fields or in the 
shop. They were also very particular about their school. 
They even had a kindergarten department where children 
were admitted at the age of 3 years. They soon had their 
own doctor, Dr. Wurz, but he left the colony with 3 chil- 
dren and went to Moscow. After Dr. Wurz left, Dr. Sam 
Wipf was their doctor. Later Dr. Ephrahim Gross, grand- 
father of Rev. Paul F. Gross of Freeman, S. Dak., was 
the colony doctor and he left the colony also, but his 
wife and three children remained in the colony. 

Two other young men prepared for the doctor pro- 
fession, but they left the colony when they were ready to 
practice. There were no medical schools like today. They 
took a course at the office of Count Romanzof’s family 
doctor. 


NEW MEMBERS JOINED THE HUTTERITE COLONY 


While at Wischenka the colony received new mem- 
bers. When the forefathers of the East Freeman people, 
the Swiss Mennonites, left Switzerland and moved to 
Northern Austria they stayed there only about 7 years, 
then moved to Russia and settled down in Russia, Poland 
in 1797. 

Several stayed with the Hutterite Colony for some 
time but nearly all left again to join their people. Four 
brothers were Millers: John, Jacob, Joseph and Peter, John 
and Jacob went back to their people in Poland, Russia 
but Joseph and Peter stayed in the colony. Joseph Miller’s 
children were all daughters. Peter Miller was the grand- 
father of the late Jos. A. Miller in Freeman, father of 
Mrs. John J. Tschetter, the banker in Freeman, S. Dak. 
And a cousin to the late Rev. Christ Mueller, in East 
Freeman. Mathias Hofer came to Wischenka after he was 
in prison for 16 years. The Gross family comes from 
Andrew Gross of Hungary and he joined the colony in 
1781. Jacob Walter went back to Hungary to get his fam- 
ily. 

The Deckers are decendants of two Prussian widows 
who came with their children and joined the colony. We 
made a special search for our own forefathers and find 
that Paul Mandel, a Mr. Tital and a Mr. Wollman, every 
one single, joined the colony in 1780. The name Tital dis- 
appeared because his children were all daughters. Joseph 
C. Kleinsasser and Peter C. Kleinsasser were grandsons 
of this man Tital. Tital’s daughter Mary was married to 
Math Kleinsasser, grandfather of Jos C. and Peter C. Klein- 
sasser. 
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From this man Wollmann all the Wollmann’s came. 
These three men came from Austria. Paul Maendl was a 
Bohemian, was baptized by Rev. Kuhr, Dec. 10, 1783, and 
died in Hutterthal in 1846. We often heard our grand- 
mother say he had a Bohemian tongue and could never 
talk the Hutterite language right, he always had that 
Bohemian sound. 

It was in the latter, 1790’s that the three Schrag 
sisters, Anna, Maria, and Katharina joined the Hutterite 
colony. They had made their home with their brother 
at the Swiss Mennonites, East Freeman people. There 
brother had no children. These three sisters were very 
conscientious in church matters. The Swiss Mennonites 
practiced feet washing after Lord Supper was served, but 
the Hutterites did not practice feet washing, so these three 
sisters went into a room alone to do it because their con- 
science was trained to practice feet washing. 

Maria Schrag was married to Rev. John L. Wipf’s 
father Johann Wipf. Anna Schrag was married to George 
Waldner, father cf John W. Tschetter’s mother, Katherina 
Schrag was married to George Waldner’s brother Johann 
Waldner, who died and his widow with two sons and one 
daughter went back to her people in Poland. One of these 
boys was the grandfather of the late Peter M. Waldner, 
father of Professor Ben P. Waltner, former Freeman 
College teacher. All the East Freeman Waltner’s are 
descendents of these two boys but the name was changed 
to Waltner from Waldner. 

The second husband of Maria Schrag was Enoch 
Kleinsasser. Her first husband died and left her with 
two sons and three daughters. The son John was the 
father of the late Rev. John L. Wipf and the son Josepn 
was the father of the late Dr. A. A. Wipf’s father. One 
daughter was married to Abraham in Canada, one daugh- 
ter was married to Peter Entz and the descendents are all 
members of the Elmspring colony. Maria, the third 
daughter, was the mother of Joseph Pullman, father of the 
late Jake J. Pollman of Freeman. 

The second husband of Maria Schrag was Enoch 
Kleinsasser. The writer knew him personally and caught 
many frogs for him for fishing. This may sound like a 
fish story but is a fact. This man Enoch was close to 90 
years old and we were a kid of some 4 years. Enoch was 
an uncle to our grandmother and she was staying at our 
home near Wolf Creek Colony now called the Wolf Creek 
Colony place by the public. 

This Maria Schrag had two daughters with her sec- 
ond husband, one was the first wife of Rev. John Wald- 
ner who died in Freeman after he left Jamesville Colony. 
The second daughter was the first wife of M. Hofer who 
at the age of 103 years died. The Rev. John Waldner was 
the step-father of the late Dr. J. H. Wipf of Freeman. 

Another party joined the colony at Wischenka is Mrs. 
Anna Witte of Danzig. Her husband, a merchant died and 
her son disappeared so she and her daughter joined the 
colony. Her daughter was married to John Waldner and 
this Waldner was the grandfather of the late Mrs. Rev. 
John L. Wipf mother of Mrs. John K. Hofer (Druggist). 


COLONY WAS PROSPERING 

The colony was prospering at Wischenka and their 
membership increased wonderfully. Church work received 
much attention. Under the pressure they have passed so 
many years, there was a danger for some to become fanatic 
and radical and some prominent members were affected. 
A Hofer contended that Jesus never ate breakfast and 
followers of Christ should not eat breakfast. He also in- 
sisted that all prayers should be loud so all can hear the 


prayers. When the colony declined to obey his advice he 
left the colony and stayed with a Wiebe family in Prussia 
and never came back. His wife remained in the colony. 
A Kleinsaser insisted to have prayer meetings at 12 o’clock 
in the night because of Psalm 119 verse 62. And they had 
a few similar cases where members went to extremes. 


THE GOOD DAYS ENDED 


The good days ended when Count Romanzof died and 
his son took affairs into his own hands. His aim was to 
reduce the Hutterite Colony to serfdom. To avoid that the 
colony petitioned the Czar. John Waldner and Jacob Wal- 
ter personally went to St. Petersburg to present a petition 
to the Czar Alexander I in 1801. The Czar offered them 
crown land 15 miles from Wishenka near the river Desna. 
During their 32 years stay in Wishenka 172 died and are 
buried at Wishenka. When Romanzof heard about the 
name he threatened them with trouble and told the Czar 
about it but the Czar said no worry, I will protect the 
colony. 


30 YEARS AT RADITSHAWA 


In 1802 they left Wishenka and moved to the other 
place. The crown advanced them $4,000.00 to build the 
new place, the money to be paid back in 10 years. In this 
place the Hutterites made poor history. The trouble is 
mostly attributed to a certain extent to conditions there. 

The influence of a small Russian station next to their 
door caused trouble. How far to keep away from outside 
influence and how tolerant to be is a delicate question. 
The conservative class and the liberal class disagreed on 
the question how far to go in the association with outsiders 
and in this case with Russian outsiders. To go to extreme 
is a human weakness and it was the extremists that divid- 
ed the people into two groups, the liberals and the con- 
servatives. In a divided house there is no cooperation. 
The constant friction between the two groups, the Rev. 
John Waldner group, the liberals, and the Rev. Darius 
walter group the conservatives ended in disbanding and 
was caused by trouble within their own gates and they 
discontinued community life in 1819 of their own volition 
and lived in two small villages privately. Another cause 
for disbanding just at this time was a fire that destroyed 
their buildings. This Rev. Walter was the grandfather 
of the Darius Walter who was the leader in establishing 
the Wolf Creek Colony west of Freeman in 1874. The small 
Russian station close to the colony caused their trouble 
and they now lived in a timber country chopping wood. 

When we visited Mr. Zimmerman, general manager 
of the Amana Society at Amana, Iowa, for a week he told 
us in 1922, that a colony should never be located close 
to a town. They felt the influence from Cedar Rapids, a 
city close to the seven Amana Colonies. 


HUTTERITES CONTACTS WITH SWISS AND LOW 
GERMANS 


The Hutterites, the Swiss Mennonites in Poland and 
the Low German Mennonites in South Russia were always 
in touch with each other. The Hutterites knew that the 
Low Germans in South Russia were prosperous and the 
Low Germans in South Russia knew that the Hutterites 
were poverty stricken, and have a hard stuggle some 600 
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miles north. John Cornies wrote the Czar about their con- 
dition. John Cornies of South Russia was a very infiuen- 
tial man at home and with the government. He was sent 
to Raditshawa with a government man to see what can be 
done. A trip of 650 miles in a buggy to see if they can do 
something for the Hutterites. 

Michael R. Hofer, who died at Freeman, South Dakota 
on October 25th, 1932, at the age of 103 years, was born 
in Raditchawa on August 4th, 1829, and was 13 years old 
when Cornies and the government man came to Radit- 
chawa and Hofer always enjoyed telling us how it hap- 
pened. The government man gave orders that every 
family go out to the front of their home. When they were 
all out Cornies and the government man drove through 
the street slowly to take a good look at ell the faces and 
when they came to the end of the street the government 
man said to Cornies, “They look like a group in good 
health. If you are willing to assume the duty of managing 
people, let them move down to South Russia into the 
Molatschna district.” Cornies said he would, that closed 
the deal. In 1842 the Hutterites, 69 families, 205 male and 
210 female, moved to South Russia. 


IN SOUTH RUSSIA 1842 TO 1874 


The first village they built in South Russia was Hut- 
terthal 1842. The second village they built was Johannish- 
ruh in 1853 and was two miles away from Hutterthal, In 
Johannesruh all were brick buildings. 

The third village was Hutterdorf, started in 1859 and 
located 130 miles away on the west side of Duieper River. 
In 1868 about 200 miles away New Hutterthal started on 
the west side of the Duieper. Just before immigrating to 
America people from Hutterdorf started a village called 
Shermet in 1874, but very little was done there. The crown 
advanced the Hutterites 15,000 rubel to start in 1842. but by 
this time all was paid back to the crown. 


CORNIES HAS DONE MUCH WORK FOR HUTTERITES 

Cornies helped them in many ways. He started even- 
ing schools for those not able to read or write because in 
Raditchawa schools were neglected. The regular school 
work during the day was in charge of able teachers from 
Malotschna. In the course of time the village sent young 
men to the Malotschna high school in Halbstadt. Two of 
the young men sent were Peter Gross, a brother of the late 
George Gross who is the father of John G. Gross. He died 
northwest of Bismark, N. Dak., some 40 years ago. The 
other young man sent to the high school in Halbstadt was 
Jacob Wipf, known to old people by the name of Jacob- 
lehrer (Jacob Teacher) he died at the Elmspring colony 
some 60 years ago. 


LIVING IN SOUTH RUSSIA 


While living in South Russia the Hutterite people 
were more or less divided in church work. Conscience can 
be trained and many were still communistically minded 
or inclined despite the fact that they disbanded in 1819 and 
had no common ownership since that time. In their read- 
ing service in church some sermons were strong in favor 
of common ownership and some ministers struck out the 
clauses that emphasized common ownership, which suited 
the group not in favor of common ownership, but the 
conscience of the older people was trained from common 
ownership. More than one attempt was made to organize 
part of the village as a colony and leave the others in the 
village in private ownership but it turned out to be a 


failure. But be that as it may, the people were very pros- 
perous during their stay in South Russia and the time 
came when the two groups could separate with less trouble 
and that was when the Russian government withdrew the 
exemption of military service which all the Germans 
enjoyed for 100 years, regardless of church affiliation, and 
the Hutterite now looked for a location in America. Then 
each one had his choice. The Hutterite in favor of private 
life located on the farm, those in favor of common-owner- 
ship could join a colony here in America. 


NOW MOVING TO AMERICA 


A delegation was sent to America by the Swiss Menno- 
nites, the Poland Mennonites living in South Russia and 
the Hutterites decided to send 2 delegates. The delegation 
consisted of 12 men: Wm. Ewert, Jacob Buller, Tobias 
Unruh, Jacob Peters, Henry Wiebe, Cor. Baur, Cour. 
Taews, David Claasen, Leonard Suderman, Andrew 
Schrag, Rev. Paul J. Tschetter, Lorentz Tschetter. The sec- 
ond last named was Rev. D. W. Tschetter’s father and the 
last one named was our grandfather. 

They sailed from Hamburg, Germany, May 14, 1873. 
After seeing Minnesota, Canada, Dakota Territory, Neb- 
raska and other states, the Tschetters picked Red River 
Valley, in North Dakota as first choice. On the way back 
home they stopped in Elkhart, Indiana and other Menno- 
nite settlements. Mr. Hiller was the N. P. Railway land 
agent at an annual salary of $5,000.00, and he was the 
man who introduced them to President Grant. 

When the two Hutterite delegates returned to Russia, 
they reported conditions here and it was decided to sell 
out and immigrate to America. Hutterdorf and their 
branch Colony Sheremet were the first to leave and left 
in the spring of 1874. Another group left in 1874 were 
five families of the New Hutterthal village, namely Rev. 
Paul J. Tschetter, Joseph Tschetter, Jacob Tschetter, 
Josua Hofer, Joseph Hofer. They came as far as Elkhart, 
Indiana, where they stayed over the winter. 

The land agents here got busy and met the Hutterdorf 
people in New York, and instead of going to the selected 
land in Red River Valley, N. Dak., the delegates had 
selected, they went tc Lincoln, Nebraska. It was very 
hot and dry at Lincoln that summer in July and during 
July 36 children died also Darius Stahl who was born in 
Wischenka in North Russia 

They all got discouraged and left for Yankton. They 
knew Daniel Unruh came here in 1873 and settled in 
Dakota. He met our 2 delegates in New York, so they 
decided to leave for Yankton and left. When they arrived 
in Yankton they could not take out their baggage, it was 
garnishee $500.00 to pay their boarding place at Lincoln. 
They used the money and paid it. The land agent at 
Lincoln had premised them everything free but they 
learned now that was conditional, in case they locate at 
Lincoln. 


JUST 2 COLONIES ESTABLISHED 


This Lincoln group established the first two Hutterite 
Colonies in S. Dak., the Bon Homme Colony and the Wolf 
Creek Colony. Rev. Michael Waldner was the leader of 
the Bon Homme Colony. Rev. Darius Walter was the 
leader of the Wolf Creek Colony. The Bon Homme Colony 
bought the Burleigh ranch, their present location, for 
$25,000.00. The Wolf Creek Colony settled down east of 
Silver Lake on 29 quarters at the present Schartner place. 
After spending one winter at Silver Lake in the spring of 
1875 they bought the present Wolf Creek Colony place 
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for $750.00 and moved on the place the same spring. The 
Jim River was the inducement where they could operate 
a mill by water power. 


In 1877 another group of MHutterites came from 
Russia with Rev. Jacob Wipf and Rev. Peter Hofer as 
leaders and established Elmspring colony. These are the 
three original colonies. 


SEPARATION TIME FOR HUTTERITES 


The Hutterites now had a good chance to decide on 
private homes or colony homes. Upon arriving from 
Russia those favoring colony life joined a colony, those 
favoring private life settled down on a farm. The groups 
settled about 50-50. From 1874 to 1879 some Hutterites 
arrived from Russia every year, but in 1879 the last group 
arrived. Rev. Michael Waldner and Joseph Waldner of 
the Bon Homme Colony were sent to Russia and their 
mission was to induce new comers to join the colony. The 
men and women who married Low Germans remained 
with them. 


CONTACT WITH LOW GERMANS IN SO. RUSSIA 


During their stay in South Russia near the Low Ger- 
mans who were there since 1790 and were wealthy, many 
of the Hutterite girls worked for the German families 
and some were married to Low Germans. These two 
classes of people associated more or less. Some young 
men were married to Low German girls, etc. The father 
of the late Elias G. Wipf had a brother, he was married 
to a Low German lady and this family located at Inman, 
Kansas, and one of their daughters was married to Rev. J. 
J. Esau, and one of the Esau daughters is the wife of Dr. 
Paul Hofer of Hutchinson, Kansas. Rev. John L. Wipf’s 
sister Elizabeth was married to Mr. Goosen and one of 
their daughters became the second wife of Rev. Paul F. 
Gross. When Dr. A. A. Wipf’s grandfather died in Russia, 
the widow married a Stahl. This was the father of Mrs. 
D. R. M. Hofer’s father George Stahl, who died in Free- 
man. Their children are Stahl’s and live in South America. 


When Dr. A. M. Lohrentz was in South America he 
met one of these Stahl’s, a sister of Elias A. Pullman’s 
grandfather, Paul Pullman was married to a George Janzen 
and they lived at Mt. Lake, Minn. Their daughter Mary 
came over to Freeman on a visit and while here was 
married to Jake Tschetter, brother of the late Math J. 
Tschetter. A. W. Fast was married to a Hutterite girl and 
when she died the children were adopted by Hutterites in 
Russia. Daniel Wurz adopted Jake Fast, Andrew Miller 
adopted John Fast, Paul Hofer adopted Mary Fast, 
Jacob Jenzen married a sister of Rev. M. Waldner of Bon 
Homme Colony and the family stayed with the Hutterites. 
They were the parents of the late C. J. Janzen of Parkston 
and Joe A. Glanzer’s mother. In 1932 when we were in 
Alberta, Canada we met an Unger and he happened to be 
the son of Mr. Unger who married our mother’s aunt 
Barbara Tschetter. At Saskatoon, Canada we happened 
to meet a man by the name Boldt who was a cousin to the 
late Mrs. John M. S. Hofer. Millionaire Wollmann married 
a step daughter. This millionaire Wollmann was a brother 
to Franz Wollmann who settled down northwest of the 
Wolf Creek Colony when he arrived from Russia. The 
late Franz Wollman of Beadle was his grandson. 


NOW ALL IN AMERICA 
The later part of 1879 all the Hutterites were here in 


America, settled down either in one of the colonies or on 
a farm. In Russia they lived in the following villages. 
Hutterthal founded in 1842 had 32 families as follows:

When the Hutterites moved to Russia in 1770 they 
counted 13 families, less then 100 souls. In 1842 when they 
moved to South Russia they had 69 families, when they 
moved to America in 1870 ties, 152 families. 


The ministers of Hutterdorf and Sheremet were Rev. 
William Tschetter, Rev. David Waldner, Rev. Darius 
Walter served the part of the village organized as a colony 
and Rev. David Waldner served the part of the village 
that lived privately in Russia. 


THE THREE COLONIES AFTER 30 YEARS 


The statistical report of the three organized colonies: 
Bon Homme, Wolf Creek, and Elmspring shows great 
prosperity. The first 30 years their number increased to 
242 families, living in 12 different colonies. The Bon 
Homme group included Milltown, Rosedale, Maxwell, 
Beadle. The Wolf Creek group included Spink, Tschetter, 
Jamesville, and the Elmspring group included Rockport 
and New Elmspring. 


Moving to America was separating time of those 
favoring colony life, and those favoring private owner- 
ship were: Bon Homme and Wolf Creek settled in 1874 
and Elmspring in 1877. Wolf Creek settled just east of 
Silver Lake where they owned 29 quarters, but stayed 
there only one year then moved to Wolf Creek Colony 
place in 1875.

SOME MOVE TO PENNSYLVANIA 

We shall give a brief account of some of the moves 
made by the colonies. In 1884 several families of the Bon 
Homme Colonies moved to Economy, Pennsylvania where 
the Roppish communistic colony was located but after 
staying there for two years, they returned with the ex- 
ception of Sam Kleinsaser, who died a few years ago. 
When these families came back from the Roppish colony 
they bought the Milltown place in 1886. Four young men 
west of Freeman namely, Geo D. Hofer, Sam Wipf, Paul 
F. Gross and Jacob J. Wollmann, also went to the Roppish 
Colony. After staying there for sometime all four re- 
turned. That colony was founded by O. Rappe in 1730 
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but at this time was in charge of Henritz and Lentz. They 
were very strict in church regulations. If a member slept 
during service he was called by name and he sure re- 
mained awake after that. The colony owned oil wells and 
was worth 80 million. Only single persons could be mem- 
bers. Their will stipulated, if only 6 members are left 
one third goes to the United States, one third to friends in 
Germany and the rest to the six members left. 


A COLONY AT TRIPP 


Just before 1880 fifteen men of the Bon Homme colony 
filed on land at Tripp at two places to start a colony but 
after about two years sold out to Tiedeman and Taylor and 
moved to Economy, Pa., for two years then bought the 
Milltown place. 


A COLONY IN CANADA 


In 1898 the Wolf Creek Colony started a Colony at 
Dominion City, Manitoba, Canada but later sold out and 
bought the Lake Byron place in Beadle in 1905. 


CONTACT WITH AMANA IOWA COLONIES 


The colonies here were in close touch with the seven 
Amana, Iowa colonies. Mr. Hofer, brother of Jacob Hofer, 
the Wolf Creek Blacksmith, joined the Amana Colony in 
1880 and was married to Miss Metz. The Amana Colony 
people came to America and lived at Buffalo, N. Y., but 
in 1854 moved to Iowa. Two Lutheran Ministers are the 
founders of the Amana Colonies. They started in Germany 
and Mrs. M. Hofer’s grandfather Christ Metz was the 
leader when they moved to Iowa, a girl from Bon Homme 
Colony also joined the Amana’s. 


Our three original Hutterite Colonies kept on spread- 
ing out and today we have over 100 Hutterite Colonies in 
Canada and the United States. Canada has some colonies 
that are not Hutterite Colonies. 


ARTICLES OF FAITH 


The articles of faith of the Hutterites and the Menno- 
nites were the same with the exception of communistic 
living. Both coming from the Anabaptists, both believing 
in baptism upon confession of faith, both believing in the 
non-resistant doctrine, also not swearing but only affirm 
and live a single life etc. From 1842 to 1870 the Hutterites 
lived as neighbors with the Low German Mennonites. Low 
German teachers were teaching the Hutterite children. 
Low German ministers were called to officiate at occasions 
where a minister was needed. They started to use Low 
German song books often called, “The Luther Song Books”, 
instead of using the old Hutterite song books. This chang- 
ing of song books and church customs divided people. 
Conscience can be trained and with two different factions 
confusion is caused. 


HUTTERITES ALL IN AMERICA 


When the Hutterites arrived here in America some 
joined the colony and some moved on private farms and 
the division was about 50-50. The division was made by 
families. With Mennonite churches in East Freeman and 
at Silver Lake, it helped them to feel more at home as 
far as church work was concerned and they stayed in- 
dependent churches until later some joined the General 
Conference, some the K.M.B. Conference and others. But 
at first these independent Hutterites on the farm felt 
lonesome on the farm after living in villages in Russia 
for many years. That was the social side of their troubles. 
Some even talked about going back to Russia, but not 
one left. 


NOT MANY SEE RUSSIA 

Only very few Hutterites have seen Europe since they 
left there. Rev. D. M. Hofer and wife visited Russia when 
he was sent over to distribute food in 1935. Rev. M. Wald- 
ner of the Bon Homme Colony and Rev. David Hofer of 
the Starbuck, Manitoba Colony visited Europe but not 
Russia. They visited many places where the Hutterites 
spent their first 242 years in Austria, Hungary, and other 
places, and met people that still speak the Hutterite dia- 
lect, Rev. David M. Waldner and Joseph Waldner of the 
Bon Homme Colony went back to Russia on a mission to 
visit the Hutterites still in Russia to join the Bon Homme 
Colony after arriving here but that was in the 1870’s. 


LAST YEARS IN RUSSIA 


We might also mention that the last years in Russia 
teachers had to be able to teach the Russian language 
besides the German. School age was 7 to 14 years. School 
term was 6 months. School had a very large attendance 
and advanced scholars were used to assist the teacher. 


IN 1879 ALL HERE 


In 1879 the last Hutterites arrived from Russia and 
they were mostly from Johannesruh and Hutterthal. The 
Hutterdorf people arrived here in 1874 and the New Hut- 
terthal in 1875 with the exception of the 8 families arriv- 
ing here in 1874 and staying in Elkhart, Ind., over winter. 
At first services were held in the homes. 

The New Hutterthal Mennonite Church—their worship 
services in the years of 1874 to 1888 were conducted in 
the homes. Ministers serving were: Paul Tschetter 1874- 
1919, John D. Hofer 1884-1914, David J. Wipf 1910-1937, 
Paul J. Tschetter 1910-1945, Albert Ewert 1947 and is the 
present minister in 1961. 

The New Hutterthal Church also had the following 
members in the Jim River, in the south, first was Rev. 
David Gross and George Gross south of Olivet, and north 
of Olivet Dave L. Tschetter, Paul Tschetter, Paul J. Hofer, 
Rev. Joseph Hofer, Andrew Wollmann, Jacob Mendel, 
Martin Waldner, John Tschetter, his father John Tschetter 
sr., and John Decker near Milltown. At first the Neu 
Hutterthal minister served them but later they elected Rev. 
Joseph Hofer for their minister. Rev. Paul J. Tschetter 
was elected minister in Russia when only 21 years old. 


Salem K.M.B. Church was organized in 1884. Meet- 
ings were held at Silver Lake Church nov. 12, 1886, 
Dieterich Goosen and John Tschetter were elected as 
ministers of the group, and meetings were held in a school 
house. The following ministers were elected in course of 
time and served gratuitously! Dieterich Goosen, John 
Tschetter, John Z. Kleinsasser, Jacob J. Hofer, Joseph J. 
Glanzer Sr., Joseph W. Tschetter, David W. Tschetter, 
Jacob I. Walter, and these ministers served till 1952. Since 
then Rev. J. J. Kleinsasser served and is still serving at 
this tirhe 1959. 

The oldest church is the Hutterdorf Church. In the 
early days Hutterdorf members held services south of 
Freeman and their ministers were David Waldner and 
Rev. Elias Wipf. Later all attended the Hutterdorf Church 
west of Freeman. Rev. P. J. Stahl was the last minister. 


The first Hutterthal Church was located one mile south 
of the present Hutterthal location. In 1898 a building was 
erected on the present location by Zacharias Kleinsasser 
and Peter C. Kleinsasser as carpenters, and the old build- 
ing was moved on the Henry Adrian place near Silver 
Lake. The first minister of the Hutterthal Church, Rev. 
John L. Wipf and Rev. Paul Hofer, both were elected in 
Johannesruh, Russia. The other two ministers of the 
Hutterthal Church were Rev. John Waldner who came 
from Hutterthal Russia in 1879 and Rev. John Kleinsasser 
also a minister of the Hutterthal Church sold his farm 
here to John Tschetter and joined the colony and died in 
New Elmspring Colony, Alberta, Canada. Rev. John Wald- 
ner joined the Jamesville Colony, but later left the colony 
and died in Freeman. 


THE SOCIAL PROBLEM 
j Living together so long made quite a melting pot and 
it took years for those on the farm to separate from some 
of the customs. Those on the farm still had the colony 
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style of dress, the cooking was on the same order and they 
talk the same dialect till today. Some of the church 
customs were not changed for many, many years, the 
custom of the congregation to rise when the text was 
read, and knelt down for prayer etc. For many years 
girls on the farm were married to young men in the 
colony. 


THE SCHOOL PROBLEM 


One big problem soon faced the Hutterites on the 
farm and that was the school problem. At first they were 
teaching only German. Some of the first teachers were: 
Jacob Jeremias Wollman, John L. Hofer, Rev. John L. 
Wipf, Rev. John Z. Kleinsasser and Paul Decker. These 
teachers were able to teach in German language, but were 
not able to teach in the English language and the first 
young men going away to attend college were: D. M. Hof- 
er, Rev. John . Kleinsasser, D. J. Mendel, Dr. A. A. Wipf, 
Druggist J. W. Wipf and others. 


SCHOOLS IN RUSSIA 


In the old country they had parochial schools and 
taught Bible in school and had no Sunday school, but here 
in the United States teaching Bible in the Public School 
is against the law and Sunday Schocls were organized 
some 60 years ago. 


Some 60 years ago quite a number of young men 
attended different colleges preparing for teaching because 
religion was not allowed in Public Schools like in Russia. 
So the Mennonite congregations in East Freeman, West 
Freeman and Dolton had a meeting and started a drive to 
locate a college in Freeman so that young people can pre- 
pare for the profession of teaching here at home, this 
would save expense and keep the young people under 
home influence, under the parental roof. West Freeman 
was not much interested in this drive at first with the 
exception of Rev. John L. Wipf and D. J. Mendel. These 
two men took big interest right from the start, and their 
field was West Freeman. When we think of the conditions 
of the early days and the school question in those days, 
our heart is filled with gratitude that we had men who over 
on other side visualized the future and realized the neces- 
sity of opening a school, namely Freeman Junior College, 
an institution that is credited by the State since 1914. The 
school opened in 1902. The school, Freeman Junior Col- 
lege was not opened as a conference school, and is not 
a conference school today. 


The school was founded by the leaders of different 
Mennonite Conferences in this part of the state and be- 
longs to members of these conferences and the Board 
Members are always of one of these Mennonite Confer- 
ences, the General Conference, the Krimmer Mennonite 
Conference, The Mennonite Brethren Conference, The 
E. M. B. Conference, etc. Its an interdenominaticnal In- 
stitution. They found enough common ground to make it 
such, and it belongs to the members of these conferences. 


Its an accredited institution and has prepared hun- 
dreds of young people for their desired profession and 
ex-students are in mission fields, on the pulpits, in school 
rooms, and all kinds of church work. Teaching seams to 
bea stepping stone to other professions in so many cases. 
By this arrangement that it belongs to members of different 
conferences, the smaller conference members feel more 
at home as members. 


When we study the mission work of Freeman Junior 
College, it makes us think of 1898 when we attended 
Augustana College: in Sioux Falls. In physical science we 
came to pages where science explains how this world 
came into existance, “The Nebular Hypothesis.” It ex- 
plains all was vapor and gas, and started to rotate. Solids 
were formed, pieces flew away, one was earth and the 
other pieces were the planets, etc. Our teacher said I 
believe this world was created the way the Bible tells us. 
The professor emphasized how important it is to have a 
teacher who believes the Bible. Some time ago a mother 
called us and told us her daughter is attending Freeman 
College and they have a book which it talks about that 
Nebular Hypothesis and this mother was disturbed about 
it, and I told her my experience at Augustana College, and 
she saw how important it is to attend a Christian School 
and have Christian teachers. 


SOME MOVE TO CANADA 

Several years after the West Freeman settlement was 
started some moved to Canada to look for greener pas- 
tures. Those leaving first in 1888 namely Franz Wollmann 
near the Wolf Creek Colony and his sons Andrew, Paul 
and Joseph. His son Franz Wollmann went to Russia in 
1886 to get financial help from his uncle Mr. Wollmann, a 
millionaire, operating a factory under the firm name of 
Lepp and Wollmann. On his return he dissappeared in 
New York said a report. His wife and three children joined 
the Wolf Creek Colony. 

In 1890 a second group left for Canada consisting of 
Mike Wollman, Mike Wurtz, and Jake Wurtz. 

In 1891 the third group moved to Canada constisting 
of Joseph J. Gross, Joseph J. Walter, John Janzen, Josua 
Wollmann, Jacob Walter, Wm. Janzen, John S. Wipf, Jake 
Wurtz, Rev. David Waldner and sons John and David, 
Andrew J. Kleinsasser and Henry Walter. 

In 1895 Joseph Kleinsasser and Joseph Waldner moved 
to Canada. 

In 1901 another group left for Canada, namely Andrew 
Stahl, Peter A. Miller, George.G. Waldner, Christ G. 
Waldner, Jacob Tschetter, Joseph J. Waldner, Mike G. 
Waldner, Jake J. Wollman. These settled at Langham. 

In 1902 another group left for Canada, namely Christ 
Wurtz, Paul Decker, Paul J. Waldner, Jake J. Waldner 
and Joseph J. Waldner all settled at Langham. 

In 1904 the following moved to Langham, Canada, 
Paul A. Miller, Mrs. Andrew Miller, A. A. Miller, John J. 
Hofer and Jacob G. Gross and his sister Mary and Rebecca. 

In 1888 a group settled in Manitoba at first then 
moved to the Guernsey country Sask. 

The 1890 and 1891 group settled mostly at Yorkton, 
Canada. Later some families moved to Langham from 
Manitoba, Yorkton to Guernsey. In all about 45 Hutterite 
families then lived at Langham. 


SOME MOVED TO CHASELEY, N. DAK. 


When the West Freeman settlement was about 25 
years, old and young couples found it hard to get a home 
of their own because land prices raised every year so 
they looked for a new location and started a settlement 
at Chaseley, North Dakota, in the latter 1890’s. Those 
locating were: Paul W. Tschetter, Paul D. Wipf, Joseph J. 
Kleinsasser, Christ Kleinsasser, Jacob B. Hofer, M. J. 
Hofer, Rev. Paul F. Gross, Wm. Kleinsasser. Not all came 
the first year. 


BEADLE AND SPINK SETTLEMENT 


This settlement was started in 1901 when David M. 
Waldner moved on a farm in Spink County. In 1902 the 
first settlers from West Freeman located in Beadle County, 
half a dozen families. The first settlers, all coming from 
West Freeman were: Math E, Kleinsasser, Paul Stahl, 
Rev. John Z. Wipf and a few others. Soon many more 
sold out in West Freeman and moved to Beadle to double 
and treble land acreage. Today its settlement of 30x30 
miles, has nice churches in the country and several in 
Huron besides the Huron Rescue Mission Station in Huron, 
founded by Rev. Joe E. Wipf. 


DINUBA, CALIFORNIA SETTLEMENT 
In 1909 several families in Beadle County moved to 
California and located at Dinuba. Their leader was Rev. 
John Z. Kleinsasser. 


SULLY SETTLEMENT 


In 1919 a number of families moved from Beadle to 
Sully County and also some from West Freeman. 


MORA, MINNESOTA SETTLEMENT 


In 1934 a small settlement was started at Mora, Minne- 
sota by some Beadle County families that left Beadle 
because of the drought years, but when the drought years 
were over they returned to Beadle. 


IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


We said that the last Hutterite people arrived here 
in 1879. The migration time was separation time for the 
Hutterite people. Those favoring colony life joined a 
colony and those favoring te live on private farms settled 
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down on farms. Whether on the farm or in the colony, 
the big question now was to foster a spirit of loyalty to 
their faith with the young generation. The book ‘“Mar- 
tyr’s Mirror “Martarer Spiegal’” was in many homes. This 
book was written by Van Brecht in Holland and Peter 
Miller transulated it from the Dutch to the German. 
Fifteen men after fasting and prayer, worked for three 
years to complete the work. Some 60 years ago this book, 
was sold in some Freeman stores, a quite a number of the 
old folks in the community had it. Mennonite History 
tells us there was a time when close to 75 percent of the 
Mennonite denominations left the church caused by liber- 
ality and compromising with other movements. At first 
the Hutterite Churches on the farm existed as independent 
Mennonite denominations but for many years now be- 
long to different Mennonite conference but mostly to 
General Conference and K.M.B. Conference. We stated 
that at one time the Mennonite Church lost many mem- 
bers by extreme liberality and compromising with other 
movements. 


We are inclined to belive that the Hutterite Churches 
are facing that situation now. Much of this is caused be- 
cause they prepare for the ministry and church work in 
schools that do not know anything about our heritage. 
They come back with new ideas and customs. Conscience 
can be trained and if training is in different directions there 
is no harmony, only confusion. The Hutterite Mennonites 
belong to several different Mennonite conferences. Let 
the young people prepare themselves in their respective 
conference schools as much as possible. 


The different conferences have enough common ground 
to cooperate. Freeman College is a good proof. Members 
of five different conferences keep the institution on the 
map. Members of these different conferences serve on the 
Board of Directors. Personally the Mennonites believe 
in the non-resistant doctrine. They believe you are per- 
sonally doing the killing and are responsible for the death 
and other churches believe the state is doing the killing 
and you are not responsible for the death. All churches 
believe in the 6th Commandment “Thou Shalt Not Kill.” 


Since the West Freeman people, the East Freeman 
people and the Silver Lake people were always more or less 
in contact with each other in the past and more so now, 
program was as follows for the 50th Anniversary and was 
held in the South Church.

EAST FREEMAN 


The East Freeman people came from Switzerland and 
when persecuted moved to Austria near Russia but stayed 
there only 7 years, then moved to Russia and settled down 
in Poland, Russia, not very far from the Hutterite Colony 
that had located in Russia in 1870, at Wischenka. After 
suffering for generations the Hutterites had now found a 
place where they could enjoy religious liberty. These 
Swiss or East Freeman people established a village at 
Edurdsdorf. The second village was built at Haridischa and 
the third at Waldheim in Poland. When compulsory mili- 
tary exemption was announced in Russia in 1773, that in- 
duced them to move to Russia and when the exemption 
expired in 1873, they looked towards America and sent 
Andrew Schrag with a deputation as a delegate to in- 
vestigate. When Schrag returned with a favorable report 
preparations started to immigrate to America. The first 
10 families left in 1874 and arrived here in Yankton with 
Schrag as their leader. During the month of August 


1873 Daniel D. Unruh came with his family and a few 
others and arrived in New York, Mr. Unruh was a native 
of Cremia, Russia, and a member of the Mennonite Church. 
They came as far as Elkhart, Indiana. He looked at land 
west of Menno, but he with his group decided to spend 
the winter in Yankton. He later founded his home in 
Childstown for the rest of his life. 
SILVER LAKE : 

The Silver Lake people, like the Hutterites and East 
Freeman people came from the Anabaptists. Their home 
was in Holland. Many years ago we were presented with 
a book hy the late Rev. Henry P. Unruh, of Avon. This 
book is a history of the Low German Mennonites of Silver 
Lake. This book is a source of most of our information. 
We learn from this book that the Low German forefathers 
came to the United States from Russia but before coming 
to Russia lived in Prussia, and before coming to Prussia, 
Holland was their home. They belonged to the Anabap- 
tists in Holland. About 1580 many moved to Poland. King 
Sigermund welcomed them and promised religious free- 
dom. In Poland were many swamps and they drained the 
low lands and their work of building up that country 
was much appreciated. They liked it in Poland but after 
a war Poland was divided, Russia took one third, Austria 
took one third and Prussia took one third and that was 
where they lived. Their liberties were infringed more and 
more and they faced many restrictions. Now they were 
not allowed to preach their church services in Low Ger- 
man language on the pulpit, they had to preach in High 
German Language etc. Their good days ended to get 
relief they sent delegates to Russia to see what induce- 
ments they would be offered. These delegates returned 
with good news, Russia offered each family 175 acres of 
land free by the government provided no land would be 
sold without the consult of the government. They will 
also be allowed to operate industries or factories and no 
war operation will be allowed on their land and no saloons 
without consent. They will be exempt from military 
service and soldiers will not be allowed to quarter in the 
villages, but they must keep roads and bridges in good 
shape, etc. In 1789 the first group of over 200 families 
arrived in South Russia from Danzig, Prussia, started the 
Chorititz settlement adjoining Duieper River. From 1803 
to 1805 other groups arrived from Prussia, over 340 fami- 
lies. This new group established the Malotschma settle- 
ment on the Malotschma River about 100 miles east of 
the Alt Kolonier settlement at the River Duieper. The 
second group had more money but the first group helped 
them just the same. All were prospering in their new 
localities. But the good days ended when the government 
withdrew their military exemptions in 1873. A delegation 
of delegates, accompanied by others, were sent to America. 
Among them were: Wm. Ewert, Jacob Buller, Tobias 
Unruh, Jacob Peters, Henry Wiebe, Cor. Bour, Cor. Toews, 
David Claasen and Leonard Schroeder. When the delegates 
returned they had good news they decided to move and 
the first ones arrived here in 1874 and started the Silver 
Lake settlement. 

TROUBLES OF ALL KINDS 

After reading how much our forefathers had sacri- 
ficed for their religious convictions to question parents 
itself how much would their great-grandchildren now be 
willing to sacrifice for their religious convictions? How 
many would sooner sacrifice their home and their posses- 
sions acquired by the sweat of their brow than their re- 
ligious convictions? If not, who is responsible that the 
heritage of their forefathers is not appreciated? Goethe, 
the poet says: “Was du erebst von deinen vaetern erwer- 
bes um es zu besitzen” (what you inherit from your fore- 
fathers work diligently to possess it). The best medium 
to accomplish this depends on the home, the church and 
the school. Do not neglect these three institutions. Several 
years ago we opened a Lutheran Church paper and we 
found on the first page a picture that was instructive to 
us. There were three pictures on the page, a house, a 
school building and a church. In front of the building a 
child was standing and a superscription read, “These 
three institutions are responsible for this child and the 
young generation.” Home, School, and Church are re- 
sponsible for our young generation and they can ac- 
complish the most if all three institutions co-operate. At 
the 100th Anniversary of the Missouri Lutheran Synod in 
1947 in Freeman, ample procf was produced to show that 
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their many Parochial Schools are the cause to a great 
extent for the wonderful growth of the Synod during the 
past 100 years. The Hutterite Colonies after 428 years, 
is proof that there is co-operation between home, church, 
and school and the heritage of their forefathers is im- 
pressed indeligbly upon the young generation. The con- 
science is trained in the younger years. How many revivals 
would have to be conducted to induce young people to 
join the colonies. Colonies have no trouble, generally 
speaking, to keep their young people in the Colony because 
they believe its the place God wants them. How fortunate 
people are if they have faith in God. When the Freeman 
people moved here from Russia they had faith that 
Divine Providence will shape their destiny. Their dele- 
gates from Russia to this country to find a location in 1873 
had picked the Red River Valley country in North Dakota 
but unexpected developments brought them to this locality 
here, with East Freeman and Silver Lake as neighbors, 
belonging to the same church and the whole community 
is a strong church community and that means much. When 
the Christian Church was less than 100 years old the 
enemies of the church were so loud in their claim that 
the resurrection report is only a story, Jesus was carried 
away. A few leaders of the Christian Church went to 
the office of the Emperor in Rome and they found a letter 
which Pilate wrote to the Emperor and stated that some- 
thing has happened at Jerusalem that is beyond conception. 
We crucified the man Jesus, we buried him, sealed the 
grave but after a few days he was again living and associ- 
ated with his friends for 40 days. The Pilot letter settled 
the question. Our generation is in danger today because 
there are so many conflicting movements. Some say if 
my conference does it, its right. Some say break with 
your organized body and be independent, some are for a 
one church move, some for non-denominational, etc. The 
Bible is the Word of God and is not changing. Corrective 
actions are needed even 1n a conference. We find in Men- 
nonite history, there was a time when they lost more than 
half of their membership and the cause was the conscience 
was trained in several directions and resulted in con- 
fusion caused by all kinds of spiritual moves, they came 
in contact with. Today one big danger is to compromise 
with the word on some questions. 

People who study our troubles and crime wave claim 
this condition is chargable largly to the breakdown of the 
American home because the home has less hold upon 
children than in any other generation of the past. The 
reason for this is because children come in contact with 
outside influence so much that this outside pressure wields 
a bigger influence on the child than the influence by home. 

The home, the church and the school are responsible 
for the child and these three must co-operate. When our 
people lived in Russia the preachers as a rule was the 
teacher, Bible history was studied in school but when 
the people arrived here they found it against the law to 
teach Bible in public school and Sunday schools were 
started and some churches opened Parochial schools and 
the people have confidence in Parochial schools even if 
they have never attended one. Years ago a man represent- 
ing the Chicago Herald, arrived in Freeman to look for a 
boy to sell papers. We told him we do not know the boys 
in town to give a record of the boys, but he should call 
on the teachers of our two schools, the Public School and 
the Parochial school. Well, he said, if you have a Parochial 
school that is the place where I will call on the teachers. 
The boys in that school all come from Christian homes 
generally speaking and I have confidence in them, and 
will go and see them. 

The East Freeman people, the Silver Lake people and 
the West Freeman people always co-operated on different 
undertakings. When some of them moved to Freeman 
these three churches felt responsible for these Freeman 
people and every Sunday a minister of one of the three 
churches spoke. They had no church building and had 
services in a school and other places. In the course of time 
they decided to build a church in Freeman. The following 
people met to discuss the question of a church building: 
George Gross, A. Gering, Paul R. M. Hofer, A. D. Schmidt, 
John Borman, John W. Tschetter, Sam Walter, Jake M. 
Wollman, Joe C. Graber, Joe A. Miller, Joe L. Wipf and 
Jake J. Graber. They elected a committee of 5 trustees, 
namely: A. Gering, Chm.; Jacob M. Wollman, Sec.; Sam 
Walter, Treas.; and George Gross and John Borman. 
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The present site was bought from A. Gering at $15.00 
and a building was erected in 1898. The three carpenters 
were: Joseph C. Gross, Peter C. and Zacharias Klein- 
sasser donated labor. The amount of $2,000.00 had been 
accumulated and it was decided to build. The size was 
28 feet wide, 48 feet long. John Schroeder of Dolton was 
the contractor to take charge of the construction with the 
brethren donating their labor. The building was completed 
the same summer and dedicated with Rev. Christian 
Kaufman and Rev. Christian Mueller in charge. These 
two ministers with Joseph Kaufman and John L. Wipf 
occupied its pulpit until joined in 1902 by Rev. H. A. Bach- 
man, who came to Freeman to assume his duties at the 
new college. 

Rev. Wm. Unrau is the present minister in 1961. They 
have a new church building which was dedicated May 11, 
1952 and a new parsonage was erected in 1953. 


THINGS OF INTEREST 


Be sure to read this if you are interested in East 
Freeman and Silver Lake and West Freeman. These three 
groups have many things in common, like Freeman Col- 
lege, Home for Aged, M.C.C. Work, etc. East Freeman 
people came orginally from Switzerland. Because of their 
persecution they moved from Switzerland to Austria in 
1790 but the new location was not liked so they moved 
from Austria to South Russia in 1797. The Silver Lake 
people come originally from Holland. Persecution caused 
the move to Poland in 1580, where King Siegmund wel- 
comed them and they enjoyed religious freedom for many 
years, but later this locality became part of Prussia and in 
the course of time their rights were infringed, they were 
not allowed to preach in Low German dialect, they had to 
use the High German language in the pulpit and they met 
other infringements so in 1789, the first group of 200 
families moved to Russia and started the Molotschna 
settlement in South Russia. The West Freeman people 
came from almost every nationality in Europe but organi- 
zed their first Hutterite Colony in 1528 in Austria. They 
moved to Russia in 1770 and settled down at first in North 
Russia, but in 1842 moved to South Russia. These three 
groups immigrated to America in the 1870’s. They were 
always in contact with each other because all three groups 
came from the Anabaptist move. The trouble of the Low 
Germans in Poland started in 1772, when after a war 
Poland was divided, part of it was annexed to Austria, 
some to Russia, some to Prussia.

We say on another page that circumstantial develop- 
ments caused us to write this short history, but we feel 
we ought to be more specific. It was in 1914 when our 
wife’s father was on his death-bed and we visited him, 
Banker Anderson of Bridgewater happened to be there 
and told us he has asked so many of our people about our 
early history but not one could give him an answer. So 
we told him a short history of the Hutterites. Grandpa 
told our Mrs. to hand us that short Hutterite history book 
written by his sister’s husband Rev. Jacob Wipf in 1840 and 
it was presented to him before he died. Rev. Wipf and 
Rev. Peter Hofer started the Elmspring Colony in 1877. He 
wrote this short history in the early 1840’s the Hutterites 
moved from North Russia to South Russia in 1842. The 
village had sent this Wipf and Peter Gross to a high school 
in a Low German village so our village could have their 
own teachers instead of getting one from the Low Germans. 

Our new comers met trouble they never expected and 
that was the language question. They were all German, 
but made an effort from the time they arrived to learn the 
English language. The changing of language in the home 
and church made them meet many unpleasant conditions. 
Its only several years ago that they changed the English 
language in church. Many a grandmother cannot talk to 
her grandchild because some grandchildren cannot talk 
German, our own experience is quite a lesson to us. We 
have published an English paper since June Ist, 1902, and 
in business and politics we prefer to use the English 
language, but when it comes to the Bible we are thinking 
in the German language. The many verses we learned 
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to remember in our younger days and Bible History all 
was in the German language. There is such a thing as 
thinking in a language.

MENNO SIMONS 

Menno Simons joined the Mennonite group in Holland 
11 years after the first church was organized in Zurich, 
Switzerland in 1825. He was a Catholic Priest, but when 
he joined the Mennonite he became a leader and those 
with him were called Mennonites. Just like when Jacob 
Hutter joined the colony, two years after the colony was 
founded they called them Hutterites because he became 
their leader.

THINGS OF INTEREST TO THOSE INTERESTED 

When the old timers came from Russia they appealed 
for Divine help and had the faith that Providence will 
guide their destines. They had faith in God who can raise 
the dead, calm the storms, stop sun and moon from mov- 
ing, can make lions live with sheep, can conquor giants. 
The Hutterite delegates selected the Red River Valley in 
North Dakota for the settlement but circumstantial de- 
velopments brought them here close to East Freeman and 
Silver Lake people.

We have three original colonies in the United States, 
Bon Homme established in 1874. Wolf Creek established 
in 1874, Elmspring established in 1877. Each one of these 
three original colonies and its branches belong to one 
conference, the Bon Homme Conference, the Wolf Creek 
Conference and the Elmspring Conference. In 1950 when 
this report was made Wolf Creek had 26 branch colonies. 
Elmspring 24 and Bon Homme 38, nearly all located in 
Canada. When they moved to Canada Wolf Creek and 
Elmspring colonies located in Alberta and the Bon Homme 
Colonies located in Manitoba. 

A report taken in 1904 of the three original Hutterite 
Colonies, Wolf Creek, Bon Homme, and Elmspring gives 
them as owners of 320 quarter sections of land, 242 fami- 
lies, 36,000 head of cattle, 10,700 sheep. They lived in 12 
colonies. In 1950 another report was taken and over 80 
colonies were reported. Wolf Creek had increased to 20 
colonies, Elmspring to 24 colonies, and Bon Homme to 38 
colonies. All the colonies settling in Alberta, Canada were 
from Wolf Creek and Elmspring, all the colonies settling 
in Manitoba were from Bon Homme. Today we have 
over 100 colonies in the United States and Canada.

Remember the birthday of the Christian Church was 
at Pentecost and the New Testament Days began in Pale- 
stine. The Church of Christ is the Salvation Institution, the 
Guardian Tutor in the Holy Spirit, the Word of God 
is the medium. So many Christians died as martyrs for 
their faith. One Bishop of the Catholic Church was in 
Rome and one in Constantinople. About 500 A.D. the 
Bishop in Constantinople had a big mission field in Austria 
and gained a large membership and became a question 
wheather this new field should belong to Rome too and 
resulted in a split and after that we had the Greek Catho- 
lic Church and the Roman Catholic Church, the Greek 
spread into Russia.

The Hutterites prospered for a time in Monrova and 
Hungary, had some 50 colonies with a population close 
to 15,000 people, the colonies were prosperous, filled 
prominent positions, had good schools etc., but when 
prosecutions started they left the country and not even 
100 entered Russia at first, but some came later.

To show you how strict and particular people were 
with their children in the old country village listen to this. 
“Gluecksthal with population of 2000 people. They had 
one Reformed and one Lutheran Church and the churches 
were always on very friendly terms. The young people 
had to attend Sunday School until they were 20 years old. 
If one missed Sunday School he had to pay 5c fine. If that 
fine was not paid by the time he was married the minister 
was not allowed to marry him. All people had to attend 
church services on Sunday. Church members were not 
allowed to attend Markets on Sunday, but were expected 
to visit the neighbors and friends. In case an article was 
stolen and the party that stole it was discovered, the party 
with the stolen article, had to carry it through the street, 
and hold it up high, stop at every crossing for a while, 
the schultz, (Mayor) and the school children marched 
along with the offender. At every crossing where they 
stopped the Mayor made a short speech telling the chil- 
dren how important it is to live right and be obedient to 
home, church and school. At the end of the march the 
offender received five lashes on the back. All this left 
indellible impression on the children who saw it. A per- 
formance like that in our country would decrease the crime 
wave. People who make it a study claim reaction of 
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children to pictures is about 8 times greater to children 
than to adults. That gives movies and TV a great re- 
sponsibilty.

The first Mennonite settlement in the United States 
was established in 1662 in Deleware but they were not 
welcome by the other settlers and left the place. The 
first permanent settlement by Mennonites was located at 
Germantown, Pa., in 1683 where 13 families settled down. 
Here they came in contact with the quackers and con- 
ducted church services together. This happened where 
the present Philadelphia is located. Here is where the first 
protest against slavery was presented to the government 
signed by three Mennonites and several Quakers in 1688.

When the West Freeman people left Russia and im- 
migrated to America a few remained in Russia like the 
Millionaire Wollman family, a Stahl family and others and 
their children and grandchildren met a lot of trouble when 
Russia turned over to the Communists. We have a letter 
from two sisters who are now in Canada.They are dis- 
tantly related to us. Their grandmother was an aunt to 
our mother. We received a letter from them and it breaks 
your heart what they write. Their grandmother Barbara 
Tschetter was married to Mr. Unger. Barbara was a sister 
to the father of the late Paul J. Tschetter who served 
the Neu Hutterthal church as elder for about 50 years. 
Another brother of Barbara is Peter Tschetter who is 
the founder of the Tschetter Colony and another brother 
was John Tschetter, a half mile east of the Tschetter 
Colony. These two Unger sisters are granddaughters of 
Mr. and Mrs. Unger. Their picture will be found on 
another page.

When the first East Freeman, West Freeman and Silver 
Lake people arrived here in Yankton in 1874 a charter of 
about 25 frame buildings and shacks was all that you could 
find in the Mother City of Yankton, yet it was the State 
Capitol. Many houses were built of sod. Houses, Schools 
and Churches were kept warm by Buffalo chips or twisted 
hay. Ox team was used for traveling in a sled or wagon. 
Farmers in those days were neighborly and helped each 
other.

Jacob Knels died in the Yankton State Hospital. He 
was born in 1862 and died in 1942. He was a promising 
young man, Jacob was baptized March 21, 1880 and was a 
member of the Neu Hutterthal Church, In 1884 a cyclone 
passed their place when he was plowing and the fear caused 
mental derangement, and he was taken to the State Hospit- 
al where he died January 26, 1942. 
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EARLY DAYS PLOWING 


The people worked very hard, most work was done by 
hand, not much machinery, They had very far to go toa 
railroad town. The nearest town was Yankton. Women 
often walked to Yankton with a basket of eggs to buy 
groceries and returned home the next day, a 30 mile trip.

Jacob Graber Post hauled mail from Yankton to Silver 
Lake in 1870 to 1878 at $200.00 a year. Two trips a week 
were made with one horse and a buggy.

Wm. Kleinsasser bought the Freeman Livery barn 
from Jake Weber in 1896 and sold it to Jake Weber in 1898 
and moved back to North Dakota,

When the two delegates were sent by the Hutterite 
people to America to look for a location in 1873 they met 
Mennonite people over east who complained that they 
commence to use the English language more or less in the 
church, and our delegates said that will never happen with 
our people, we will stick to the German language. But 
they were poor judges. The sermons in every West Free- 
man church are in English language every Sunday, because 
so many of the young generation cannot understand 
German,

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OLD TIME MUD HOUSE 


When the pioneers arrived here from Russia in the 
1870’s nobody dreamed of a modern house. They erected 
a mud house like the one above, one end was used for a 
house, the other end was used for a barn. The walls were 
more than two feet thick, mud walls, a mud oven about 
seven feet long and a stove room about 10x10 feet at the 
bottom tapering to a outlet on the roof about 2x2 feet. All 
houses had the same plan. One end had two rooms, a large 
and a small, in the center a hall and the kitchen and the 
other end had a room, then a 3 foot walk out in the barn, 
then the pantry room, The oven was heated with straw, 
hay or manure and later at some places they used wood. 
But their Grandchildren today use oil stoves that regulate 
itself, all you need today is to set the thermometer at 75 
degrees or what ever temperature you want, and if gets 
below it will start alone and when it gets up to 75 it will 
stop alone.

Hieb Store 

One of the first establishments in Marion was the 
Jacob Hieb Store. The Marion Junction was started in 1879 
when the Milwaukee road built a line to Mitchell. The 
town was named after Marion Merrill, the daughter of 
General Lawler of Milwaukee.

February 1957. Purchased by Mr. and Mrs. Keith Robbins 
January 1, 1958 and they took over management February 
1, 1958, and still there in 1961. 
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A fatal day-on January 12, 1888, is a day that will not 
be forgotten by the pioneers of Rosefield Township, when 
five boys froze to death in a snowstorm, The victims of 
the storm were: Peter Graber, John Albrecht, John Kauf- 
man, Elias Kaufman, and Henry Kaufman.

To get an idea what father and mother went through, 
read about Mrs. David Kleinsasser. He filed on the 160 
acres that is now part of Freeman.

He died in 1879 and Mrs, Kleinsasser, was 
the mother of Mrs. John K. Hofer, then homesteaded on 
that quarter. She planted 3 acres of flax which was sown 
by hand. The yield was 8 bushels per acre and when ripe 
was pulled out and threshed with a hand flail. The yield 
was 8 bushel per acre and the whole crop was sold for 
$20.00. Today this would barely pay for an auto license, 
but at that time many little necessities for life were bought, 
We might also mention tha Mrs. Kleinsasser was later mar- 
ried to George Gross in 1881, but he died in 1894 and her 
third husband was Rev. John L. Wipf and he died in 1922.

These Two Amish Mennonites Wear Plain Garb 
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NAMES OF FAMILIES 


Decker (Dekker) is a Mennonite and Hutterite family 
name of old Flemish background in West Prussia. It was 
first mentioned at Schonse in 1695. From there it spread 
to Poland and Russia. In 1783 Elsi Decker, a widow with 
five children from Prussia, joined the Hutterite Community 
at Vishenka, Russia. 

When the Hutterian Brethren began their emigration 
to the United States in 1874, a John Decker is named 
among the first group to leave Russia. These people settled 
in Dakota and established the Bon Homme Colony, the 
first Hutterite Brudehof in America. 

Today—1958, five grandsons of John Decker live at 
the Tschetter Colony, Olivet, South Dakota. 

Another Decker family was among the pioneers of the 
Old Elmspring Colony. 

There are also Decker families in Freeman, and Beadle 
County, South Dakota and Alberta, Canada. 


2. Glanzer, a family name found among the Hutterian 
Brethren, which stems from Carinthia, Austria, was among 
the exiles who were expelled from Carinthia and taken 
to Transylvania because of their refusal to return to the 
Catholic fold was Christian Glanzer, who was settled in 
Romos, a village west of Hermanstadt. In 1755 from here 
the group went to Alwinz, where they joined the Hutterian 
Brethren. From then on the Glanzer family name was 
among the Hutterian Brethren and Mennonites ever since 
they came to America in 1874, 


3. Gross, Jacob (Jacob von Waldshut) a furrier, South 
Germany a very successful Anabaptist leader 1525. On 
September 15, 1527 he was seized with Hans Hut at an 
Anabaptist meeting at Augsburg. Almost four years he 
languished in prison until he recanted June 22, 1537. The 
“Klein-Geschichtbuch der hutt. Bruder” reports, in 1781 
Andrew Gross with his wife and son joined the Hutterian 
Brethren in 1874 this family name was among the Menno- 
nites and Hutterian Brethren that came to Dakota. 


4. Hofer, Ulrich was chosen (Diener der Notdurft) 
steward of the Hutterian Brethren, in 1542, (Geschichtbuch 
der Hutterischen Brueder.) being the first time the Hofer 
name is mentioned among the Hutterian Brethren. Hofers 
were also among the Lutherans in Carinthia, who joined 
the Hutterian Brotherhood in 1756. Since then to our 
ayn time, 1958, the Hofer family name was always 
with us. 


5. Kleinsasser, a common family name since 1756 
among the Hutterian Brethren, of Amlach, Carinthia, 
Austria. The name is now found in South Dakota, Mont- 
ana, Manitoba, and Alberta, Canada. 


6. Knels, we know only of two families among the 
Hutterian Brethren at this time, 1958. According to the 
“Klein Geschichtbuch der Hutt, Brueder” it states in 1783 
Liset Knels, a widow with 2 children from East Prussia 
from the village of Franztal, came to Wischenk, Russia 
and joined the Hutterian Brethren. 


7. Mendel, (Jacob) in 1529 was “Diener der Notdurft” 
with the Hutterian Brethren formerly an administrator 
of the Lord of Lichtenstein, at Nicholsburg, Moravia. His 
birthplace is not known. 

(2) Hans Mendel, “Diener des Worts”’, Hutterian 
Brethren died a martyrs death 1560. “The executioner 
bound Hans Mendel to a ladder and threw him alive into 
the flames.” He was from Tyrol from the village of Albuns, 
near Gufidaun. 

The name is found among the Mennonites and Hutt. 
Brethren in South Dakota, Montana, Alberta, and Manitoba, 
Canada. 


8. Mueller, Peter from Unter-Amlach, Carinthia. He 
was a Lutheran before he joined the Hutterian Brethren 
1756 in Transylvania. This family name is no more among 
the Hutt. Brethren at this time 1958. 

9. Pullman, Andreas with his wife and 6 children 
came from Hungary to Russia and joined the Hutterian 
Brethren at Wischink 1784. This family name to date is 
still among the Mennonites, but is extinct among the 
Hutterian Brethren. 

10. Stahl, (John) Zobelhof, Hungary was taken into 
captivity by the invading Turks. He never again returned. 
In 1766 another John Stahl with his wife and four children, 
was with the Hutterian Brethren at Alwinz, Transylvania. 
From then on the Stahl family name was always with the 
Mennonites and Hutterian Brethren to this day—1958. 
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11. Tschetter, (Abraham) Sabatish, Hungary 1760. He 
boldly opposed the Jesuit Catholic priest, who was by 
government order preached in the community prayer 
house. Shortly after he was arrested and taken away fifty 
miles to the town of Erlau, and kept in a covent with the 
Jesuits, where he forsook his faith and became a Catholic. 

(2) A Lorenz Tschetter in 1766-67 fled with the 
Hutterian Brethren from Transylvania to Walachia, then 
to Russia. In 1874 this family name was among the Hut- 
terian Brethren who came to America. 


12. Waldner, (Joerg) a wide spread family name among 
the Hutterian Brethren. It dates back to 1756 from Amlach, 
Carinthia. Joerg Waldner was also among the Hutterian 
Brethren who fled from Transylvania to Walchis, then to 
Russia. In 1874 this family name was among the Hutterian 
Brethren who came to America. Michael Waldner estab- 
lished the Bon Homme Bruderhof at Tabor, S. Dak., 1874. 


13. Walter, (Franz) was chosen Diener des Worts, 
1597 at Pribitz, Moravia. This is the earliest date on 
record in “Geschichtbuch der Hutt. Brueder’”, where this 
family name is mentioned. 

In 1783 Jacob Walter and his wife and two sons came 
from Sabatish, Hungary to Russia and joined the Hutterian 
Brethren. 

In 1874 Preacher Darius Walter came from Russia 
with several families and established the Wolf Creek 
Colony ten miles west of Freeman. 


14. Wipf, (Michael) was Elder—(head Preacher) at 
Alwinz, Transylvania, (Siebenburgen) likely from 1694 to 
1717 from now on to this year the Wipf family name was 
oe the Hutterian Brethren until they came to America 
in 1874. 


15. Wollmann, a family name among the Mennonites 
and Hutterian Brethren since 1784. A Jacob Wollman came 
from Sabatish, Hungary and joined the Hutterian Brethren 
at Wichenk, Russia in 1874. They still were with the 
Brethren when they came to America. 


16. Wurz, (Joseph) was “Diener des Worts”’ (preacher) 
at Neumuhl, Moravia, Austria- 1611. This family name 
was among the Hutterian Brethren 347 years. It can now 
pe fOEe in South Dakota, Montana, Alberta, and Manitoba, 
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COMMUNAL FARMERS—THE HUTTERITE BRETHREN 
by Marvin P. Riley 


The Hutterites are farmers living in small agricultural 
villages commonly referred to as “colonies.” There were 
91 Hutterite colonies in North America in 1950 with a 
total population of 8,500 persons. Fifteen of these colonies 
were located in South Dakota and had a population of 
slightly over 1,200 members. The total acreage owned by 
the South Dakota colonies in 1950 was approximately 
54,00 acres, or an average of about 3,600 acres for each 
colony. 

Renewed interest in the Hutterites has been stimu- 
lated in South Dakota by the location of colonies in Beadle, 
Faulk, Hand, and Spink counties in recent years. This 
article is the first phase of a study designed to provide 
information on the organization of Hutterite Colonies and 
communal farming. Among the questions many South 
Dakotans are asking about the Hutterites are: Who are 
these people? Where do they live? What do they believe? 


WHO THEY ARE 


The answer to this question is not as simple as one 
might think. As a religious group the Hutterites are not a 
new sect but a very old one. They originated in Moravia 
in 1528. An offshoot of the Swiss Brethren, they are one 
of the many Anabaptist groups that arose directly out of 
the Protestant reformation struggles of sixteenth century 
Europe. 


The founders of the Hutterian Brotherhood subscribed 
to the Anabaptist beliefs of adult baptism and the separa- 
tion of church and state. Like the Swiss Brethren, they 
were strongly opposed to war. In addition, the Hutterites 
interpreted the New Testament literally, insisting on the 
complete sharing of worldly possessions. Many of these 
beliefs ran counter to those held by the established 


churches of that day; and, as Europe was in an almost 
constant state of war, the rulers were not tolerant of 
pacifists. Consequently, the Hutterites as well as other 
Anabaptist groups were often the object of severe perse- 
cution. i 

Jacob Hutter. In 1533, Jacob Hutter, the Anabaptist 
preacher from whom the sect derives its name, joined the 
group and became their pastor. Through the efforts of 
Hutter and his assistants a well defined communal pattern 
was established which has continued to the present. Hutter 
was burned at the stake in 1536 for his convictions. 

Hutterites in Europe. The history of the Hutterites 
in Europe includes three periods: almost a century was 
spent in Moravia, approximately a century and a half in 
Hungary, Transylvania, and Wallachia, and a little more 
than a century in Russia. ; 

In Moravia the nobles considered the Hutterites good 
tenants and protected them from attacks by the Catholic 
Church and the Emperor as long as possible. However, 
the power of the nobles was broken in 1620, and the 
Hutterites were forced to flee Moravia. For more than 
150 years they wandered through Hungary and nheigh- 
boring countries. Although often close to extinction, a 
small group always managed to survive and carry on the 
faith. 

Finally, upon invitation of Catherine the Great, the 
surviving Hutterites moved to Russia in 1770 to settle the 
Ukraine frontier. There they were given refuge and al- 
lowed to practice pacifism. An edict nullifying their grant 
of exemption from military service was issued in 1871. 
After an appeal to the crown failed, their nonresistance 
policy demanded they emigrate. 


WHERE THEY LIVE 

Settlement in Dakota Territory. Approximately one 
hundred Hutterite families arrived in Yankton from Rus- 
sia between 1874 and 1879. These families divided about 
equally, one group choosing to establish colonies, while 
the other families chose to settle on private farms. Many 
of the later group have become affiliated with the Menno- 
nite Church. 

The Hutterites established their first colony in Dakota 
Territory about 18 miles west of Yankton in 1874. The 
Colony was named Bon Homme. Because the leader of 
this colony, Michael Waldner, was a blacksmith (Schmied) 
by trade, these people and their descendants were called 
Schmieden Leut (the Smith’s people). 

Later in 1874 another group of Hutterites arrived and 
settled about 12 miles west of Freeman. Under the 
leadership of Darius Walter, they established Wolf Creek 
colony. Their descendants are called Darius Leut (Darius’ 
people). New Elm Springs colony founded by the third 
group coming in 1877. Led by two teachers, this group 
settled northeast of Parkston. Descendants of this group 
are referred to as Lehrer Leut (Teacher’s people). 


Early Daughter Colonies. The period from 1878 to 
1913 was a time of increase in the number of colonies in 
South Dakota. By the process of branch colonization! the 
three mother colonies established daughter colonies along 
the James River. 

By 1913, Bon Homme had placed three daughter colo- 
nies—Milltown, old Maxwell, and old Huron (see table), 
Milltown colony had two daughters of her own—old Rose- 
dale and James Valley. Wolf Creek (mother colony of the 
Darius Leut) had produced five daughters by this time— 
old Jamesville, old Tschetter. old Spink, and Richards. Old 
Jamesville had a daughter of her own—Yale colony. Branch 
colonies of Old Elm Springs (Lehrer Leut) included old 
Rockport, New Elm Springs, and Milford. Thus, in 1913, 
there were 17 Hutterite colonies in South Dakota—6 were 
Schmieden Leut; 7, Darius Leut; and 4, Lehrer Leut. 


Migration to Canada. Strong sentiment against the Hut- 
terites’ German culture and conscientious objection to war 
along with proceedings to annul their corporation charters 
created a difficult situation for the Hutterites in South 
Dakota during World War I. Asa result, 12 colonies left 
the state for Canada in 1918. Four more colonies had fol- 
lowed by 1934. Only Bon Homme colony remained. 


Present Colonies. In 1934 Bon Homme started Rock- 
port Colony near Alexandria on the site of a vacated 
colony. The 1935 Legislature passed a law allowing com- 
munal societies to incorporate, and in 1936 a colony re- 
turned to South Dakcta from Canada. 
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Contrary to a common conception, only six of the 
present South Dakota colonies have come from Canada. 
The first one to come was New Elm Springs2, a grand- 
daughter of Bon Homme, which settled near Ethan. 
Another granddaughter, Jamesville, returned from Can- 
ada in 1937 to its present site near Utica. Tschetter, 
founded in 1941, is a great granddaughter of Bon Homme 
which re-occupied an old colony site near Olivet when 
it came from Canada. Spink, from Bon Homme, and 
Huron, from Jamesville, were started in 1944 on old 
colony sites near Frankfort and Huron, respectively. 

In 1945, Rosedale was established near the Rockport 
colony from which it came. During 1948, Glendale, a third 
Bon Homme granddaughter, came from Canada to locate 
near Frankfort, Pearl Creek came from Jamesville and 
settled near Iroquois, and Maxwell, from New Elm Springs, 
located near Scotland. 

Four colonies began in 1949—Bon Homme started 
the Platte colony near Academy; Rockport began River- 
side north of Huron; Tschetter started Gracevale near 
Winfred; and Millerdale, a granddaughter of Bon Homme, 
came from Canada to a site southwest of Miller. Blumen- 
gart, a great-granddaughter of Bon Homme from Canada, 
settled north of Wecota the following year. The most 
recent colony was started in 1955 when Jamesville bought 
land near Raymond to begin the Clark colony. All of the 
present 17 South Dakota colonies belong to the Schmieden 
Leut group. 

WHAT THEY BELIEVE 

The Hutterites are readily distinguished from their 
rural neighbors by their garb and mode of life. The men 
have full beards and black denim clothes; the women 
wear dark full skirts and headscarves; the colony as a 
machine shop, communal dining hall, and plain church. 
All these attest to a people living an unusual life. Why do 
these people live as they do? To understand the Hutterian 
way of life it is necessary to know what they believe. 

Central Beliefs. Dr. Lee Deets, in his study of Hut- 
terite communities in the 1930’s, found that all sanctioned 
activity within the community is ordered around central 
beliefs. 3Any consideration of their central beliefs would 
undoubtedly include the following: 

The Hutterian way of life is God-sanctioned and God- 
commanded. Relation to the Diety is governed by the 
belief that God is the creator, the supreme all-powerful 
being to whom all else one should give obedience. For 
them, the Hutterian way of life is sanctioned by an in- 
finitely wise Deity who must be obeyed even to martyrdom. 
Their beliefs are regarded as expressions of the will of God 
as revealed through a literal interpretation of the scrip- 
tures. 

The principle of communal living. The Hutterites 
believe in and practice communal living, holding their 
goods and property in common. Bassic to their principle 
of communal living is the concept of Christian love. They 
believe that the highest expression of the Christian ideal 
of brotherly love is possible only through the self-denial 
and sacrifice that is involved in communal living. The 
idea constituting the principle of communal living is re- 
vealed in a statement from their petition to President 
Woodrow Wilson in 1918: 

“Our community life is founded on the principle, 
“What is mine is thine,” or in other words on brotherly 
love and humble Christian service, according to Acts 2:44 
and 45; “And all that believed were together, and had all 
things in common; and sold their possessions and goods 
and parted them to all men, as every man had need.’ ”’4 

The importance the Hutteries attach to the principle 
of communal living is indicated by another statement from 
the same petition: 

“Our community life is based on God’s Word, and we 
could not serve God according to the dictates of our con- 
science if we were not permitted to live together in our 
communities. Our members would, by the help of God, 
suffer what He may permit, rather than consent to leave 
the community life.’’5 


The principle of nonresistance. Their interpretation 
of Christianity is that Christians are not to serve in war 
nor are they to take revenge. The principle of nonresi- 
stance is not unique to the Hutterites as it is practiced by 
other religious sects such as the Quakers and the Amish. 
Biblical admonitions cited to support the belief in non- 
resistance include: Luke 2:8-20; Isaiah 2:1-4; Micah 4:1-4; 
and Romans 12:14-21. 
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Avoidance and nonconformity. Hutterites desire, as 
is also true of such groups as the Amish, to remain as far 
as possible from the influences of the outside world. 
Worldly pleasures are to be avoided, the plain, simple 
life preferred. Christians, according to their belief, should 
not be conformed to the world (Romans 12:2). Noncon- 
formity is expected in those things in which standards of 
the world conflict with Bible standards. Their occupation 
of farming and location of their communities in relatively 
isolated rural areas help to maintain their principles of 
avoidance and nonconformity. 


Other Related Beliefs. The preceding enumerated be- 
liefs of the Hutterians are not to be considered all-inclusive. 
Growing out of and in many ways supporting the central 
beliefs are many other doctrines which help cement their 
religious and social structure. Among these are admonitions 
against pride, patterns of discipline, and restrictions on ap- 
parel and ornamentation. These more specific teachings also 
have Scriptural basis and are just as binding as the 
central beliefs. They help to translate the central beliefs 
into rules for practical living.

HUTTERITE HEAD DIES IN 1960 


Bishop John Wurz, 81, recognized as the world spirit- 
ual leader of the Hutterites, died in his home at the 
Wilson Hutterite Colony, 20 miles from here. He had 
been ill for several months. He has held his position, 
through consent of the preachers and congregations of 
the sect, since April, 1944. The Hutterian brethren now 
number about 12,000, some 5,000 in Alberta and another 
2,700 in Manitoba. A meeting of the preachers from all 
the Hutterite colonies will be called soon to elect a 
successor, to the office of bishop. In the meantime, Rev. 
John Wurz Jr., son of the late bishop, his assistant for 
a number of years, will carry on as acting head of the 
sect.

John J. Waltner, son of Johann 
and Mary Krehbiel Waltner was 
born in Volhynia, Russia in 1864. 
At the age of 11 years he came to 
America with his parents and the 
rest of the family of 8 other children. 
Upon arrival at Yankton, Dakota 
Territory in 1875, his father bought 
a farm about nines miles northeast 
of Yankton. Here he grew to man- 
hood, helping with the farm work on 
his father’s farm. John was one of 
ten children, six boys and four girls 
who grew up on the Waltner farm 
in Yankton County. 


As each of the children grew up 
and married they settled on the East 
Freeman prairies to establish their 
homes. The parents never moved 
to the East Freeman community but 
remained on the Yankton County 
farm until the death of the older 
Johann Waltner, after which the 
farm was sold. After the marriage 
of John to Catharine Mueller, oldest 
daughter of Rev. Christian Mueller, 
they established their home about 
one fourth of a mile south of the 
Christian Mueller home. After a few 
years they moved a half mile east to 
the James A. Childs farm. The Childs 
farm was one of the first homes es- 
tablished in Childstown Township 
after whom the township was named. 
And Mr. Childs was also the first 
Post Master in whose home the post 
office of Childstown was located. On 
this farm Mr. Waltner lived all his 
life until his retirement, and here 
the family of eight children grew up.

AI- 
though Mr. Waltner was never act- 
ively engaged in the banking business 
he was president of the corporation 
for many years. His two sons, Jona-

Until his retirement 1n recent years 
Mr. Waltner continued extensive 
farming operations, specializing in 
raising and fattening Hereford Cat- 
tle.

Realizing that the responsibilities exceeded our vitality and strength we 
terminated our work to partially retire from active service and settle down 
in Freeman. But as the Lord had some more work for us He led us into 
mission work with the Cheynne Indians at Hammen, Oklahoma for 10 
months. Leaving Oklahoma we now have settled in Freeman serving the 
Lord as the work for us to do. 


We rejoice in the Lord for the privilege to labour in His vineyard. Many 
have been the blessings, we have seen souls saved in every station, many have 
entered Christian service and are in preparation for Christian service. God 
gave health and strength to meet every appointment with exception of a 
few due to other circumstances. 

He always opened doors more than we could enter. Visitation in homes, 
sick beds, hospitals, and places of need were our delight. We had many 
weddings, funerals, and evangelistic meetings. Our work led us into over 
120 different churches for one or more services. The Lord gave us two 
children, Vernon and his wife who are now affiliated with Grace Bible 
Institute School as evangelist and deputation worker. Dallene and her 
family are about to sail for New Guenia with the Wycliffe Translators. We 
praise God for all His benefits and pray that much fruit will continue to 
bear for eternal value from the humble efforts in His name. 


We are still in pretty good health and ready to be used as the Lord 
desires our service. We regret the many shortcomings but praise God for His 
Sufficient grace and mercy. To Him be all glory and honour.

About 1900 he 
moved to Freeman and was in busi- 
ness besides preaching.

Rev. Kaufman was active in the 
founding of Freeman College .

He died at the house of 
his oldest son, Peter, on March 18, 
1926 at the age of 75 years and 6 
months.

Jacob J. Waltner 


Jacob J. Waltner, oldest son of 
Johann and Maria Krehbiel Waltner 
was born in Volhynia, Russia, July 
4, 1858. At the age of 17 he came to 
America with his parents in 1875. 10 
children were in this family, all of 


them born in Russia except the 
youngest son Andrew. 

When the largest immigration of 
Swiss Mennonites {from Volhynia 
began in 1874, his father Johann 
Waltner decided to wait one year 
longer because everybody was sell- 
ing out their property, land and 
personal propetry became very cheap. 
A year later property could be sold 
to much better advantage. The first 
part of the trip from Volhynia to 
Germany was made by horses and 
wagon. There was father, mother, 
an aunt, 9 children and an extra 
passenger, a young girl going along 
to her brother in America, all piled 
high on their belongings in a Rus- 
sian wagon. In Germany there was 
a good market for horses so they 
were sold, the wagon dismanteled 
and shipped to America. Grand- 
father Waltner had heard in America 
that the wagons were of poor quality, 
so he took along his favorite Russian 
wagon. 


When the family arrived at Yank- 
ton, then Dakota Territory, Grand- 
father Waltner, bought a farm nine 
miles northeast of Yankton, where 
he continued his farming operations 
until his death in 1898. He was the 
only one of all the Swiss-German 
settlers that did not come to East 
Freeman. The family, however, kept 
their connections with the Salem- 
Zion Church and the community, and 
as one after another of the ten 
children grew up they all made their 
homes in the East Freeman com- 
munity. 

In 1879 Jacob was married to 
Freni Mueller and made his home 
with his wife’s parents, later taking 
over the farm where he lived until 
his death in 1941. He experienced 
much of the pioneer life on the 
prairies. In the blizzard of 1888, the 
morning looked as if it would be a 
nice balmy day. The cattle were 
turned out to forage in the corn 
stalks, but suddenly the storm came. 
Mr. Waltner sensed the danger to 
the cattle in the field and mounting 
his best riding horse started for the 
field to bring the cattle home. But 
before he could round up the cattle 
the storm was upon them in its fury. 
The cattle stampeded and went with 


the wind. He turned his horse to 
the southeast and went with the wind. 
His only hope was to reach the near- 
est neighbor to the south-east about 
a mile away. Fortunately he found 
his way to this neighbor and was 
taken in for the night. The storm 
raged furiously all night, and it was 
a long and terrible night for mother 
and the grandparents to worry about 
father out in the storm. The bliz- 
zard raged over the entire north- 
west. It has been estimated that two 
thousand lives had been lost during 
this blizzard, nearly four hundred 
in Dakota, and more than a dozen 
in Turner County alone. 

Another incident that nearly cost 
his life. One spring day, when he was 
on his way to his parents in Yankton 
County. It was a warm spring day 
and the snow that had piled high on 
the prairie and in ravines was melt- 
ing fast. Every creek and river was 
running bank full. About ten or 
fifteen miles south of his home he 
had to cross the Clay Creek. He was 
driving a team and wagon. When he 
came to the creek, it was running 
bank full and too deep to cross with 
the wagon. He decided to unhitch 
the team and swim across on horse- 
back, riding one horse and leading 
the other by the bridle strap. In the 
struggle with the turbulent waters 
he lost his hold on the horse and was 
soon afloat in the raging stream. He 
could not swim but fortunately he 
had on a heavy sheepskin coat which 
kept him from drowning until he 
managed to reach the South bank of 
the stream. In the meantime the 
horses had become separated, one 
horse landing on one side of the 
stream and the other reached the 
other side of the stream. What now? 
He must get his team together, so 
he decided once more to swim across 
on horseback where his wagon and 
horse was. This time he got safely 
across. He now hitched up his team 
and drove several miles up stream 
where the water was low enough 
to cross in safety, and proceeded on 
his way to his parents. There were 
other instances of this kind in pio- 
neer days. Another East Freeman 
pioneer, lost his team and wagon as 
they broke through the ice on the 
Missouri River near Yankton. He 
and his small son were saved on the 
ice. 

Mr. Waltner was an_ extensive 
farmer and cattle feeder. He owned 
several farms, comprising 1100 acres 
of good Turner County soil. Hardly 
a winter passed but what a couple 
carloads of cattle were not on 
feed. He was not only interested in 
farming, but in other enterprises as 
well. He was one of the founders 
and president of the First National 
Bank of Freeman and was also much 
interested in education, and one of 
the first directors and president of 
the board of Freeman Jr. College. 
When the Salem Mennonite Church 
of East Freeman was organized he 
was on the first committee named 
to draft a constitution or set of rules 
for the new church. 


After the Russian revolution he was 
also much interested in relief for 
refugees from Russia to Canada. 
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Emil J. Waltner 


Happy are the people who can re- 
turn to hobbies upon their retirement.

Benjamin P, Waltner was born on 
on a farm 2 miles southwest of 
Freeman, S. Dak. Being the oldest 
boy in the family of 12 children he 
was initiated at an early age into the 
rigors of farm life and very often 
his early schooling was interupted 
by pressing farm work, at home. 
After going through the grades at 
Diamond Valley rural school, Hutch- 
inson County, he attended Freeman 
Academy and graduated with the 
class of 1907. Desiring to continue his 
education Ben went on to attend 
Redfield College, S. Dak. State Col- 
lege at Brookings, Iowa State at 
Ames and the University of S. Dak., 
at Vermillion, thereby earning the 
degrees of AB, BS, and MA. He 
chose teaching as his career and 
taught rural school for 2 years, and 
then high school at Big Stone City, 
S. Dak., and at Jackson, Minn., for 
4 years. World War I interupted his 
teaching when he was drafted to 
serve for his Government and for 
14 months he did what he could in 
the Division provided for Conscien- 
tious Objectors at Camp Dodge, Ia. 
Immediately after the close of the 
War was called to join the faculty 
of F.J.C. to teach Agriculture and 
Biological Scienecs. At this institu- 
tion he remained in service until his 
retirement in 1951. However, for 
several years thereafter he was called 
upon to help out with part time 
teaching during a teacher shortage. 
During the years of his active teach- 
ing he twice served as Acting Presi- 
dent of the school. He was Principal 
of the Academy, Dean of the Col- 
lege, and Registrar for many years. 
The best years of his life he devoted 
to F.J.C., and the cause of Christian 
Education, which he firmly believed. 
His interest and concern for the 
school has not waned through the 
years. As a member of the Salem 
(South) Church he took an _ active 
part in all its activities and served 
as Sunday School Superintendent, 
Sunday school teacher and on the 
Board of Deacons. Benjamin was 
married to Adina Graber, and they 
established and built up their home 
on a bare 40 acre field near the 
College, where they still reside. Two 
children were born to them. After 


his final retirement in 1957 Ben still 
was not ready for the ‘Rocking 
Chair.”’ And so he keeps tinkering 
on his country plot which provides 
plenty activity and exercise to keep 
him nimble and going. His most 
enjoyable hobby and pass time is 
taking care of 25 to 30 hives of bees 
which he shelters in his woods and 
which receive his very careful at- 
tention, as well as a goodly share 
of his time.

Joseph P. A. Stucky 


Joseph P. A. Stucky was born 
May 4, 1886, Freeman, S. Dak., to 
Mr. & Mrs. Peter and Katie Schrag. 
He was married to Carry Graber 
July 16, 1907 and died Jan 13, 1924, 
Pretty Prairie, Kansas. One son was 
born to them in 1911, (Phillip) he 
was married to Lorie Gering. 
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Elder Christian Kaufman was born 
in Russia, March 14, 1840, and came 
to America in 1874. He was chosen 
Elder of the Salem (now Salem-Zion) 
Church on March 30, 1879, which 
also was the first Mennonite Church 
to be erected on Dakota Territory 
Soil in the year of 1880. Besides serv- 
ing this church, Elder Kaufman also 
helped in the capacity of Elder in 
other churches of this locality, as 
well as neighboring States, Nebraska, 
North Dakota and Minnesota. With 
Elder Kaufman’s suggestion, the 
District Conference met in the First 
Mennonite Church at Mountain Lake, 
Minn., on October 12-13 in 1891 
which brought the beginning of the 
Northern District Conference. Elder 
Kaufman also saw the need for a 
Christian Educational Institution in 
this locality, and under his leadership 
a meeting was held March 11, 1900 
which resulted in the founding of 
Freeman Junior College. 


Elder Kaufman was married to 
Anna Stucky. Eleven children were 
born to this union, of which five 
died in infancy. The others were 
Tobias, Jacob, (Rev.) John, Elizabeth 
(Mrs. Peter Jos. Schrag) Carolina 
(Mrs. Daniel H. Unruh) and Freni 
(Mrs. Jacob J. Preheim). Elder 
Kaufman passed away Aug. 16, 1906. 
Mrs. Christian Kaufman passed 
away Sept. 20, 1913. 


THE AVON, SOUTH DAKOTA COMMUNITY 
OF MENNONITES é 

Among the Mennonite people of the Freeman-Marion 
area in South Dakota, may also be counted the Avon 
Mennonite Community. This rightly so because from 
the beginning of the pioneer days of the 1870's there 
were constant contacts between these various groups 
as well as intermarriages. To be exact, it is easy to show 
that there existed a status of friendship and contacts, 
even intermarriages, between these same groups before 
they came to America Nn 1874 and 1879. 


The Begining ; 

The Avon community had its beginning In 1874. 
Landing in the United States, on September 2nd, 1874, 
were some twenty-odd families from the village of 
Heinrichsdorf near Berdichev, Volhynia in the Ukraine. 
This group came on the Steamer Colina From Philadel- 
phia they proceeded by rail to Yankton, Dakota Territory. 
Tt was late in the season and so before a suitable area for 
homesteading could be located they decided to spend the 
winter in Yankton, however a few located on homesteads 
some forty miles west of Yankton and the following 
spring the main group also homesteaded where the first 
few had located. 


Groups and Their Leaders ads 

The Avon group had as their leaders Rev. Benjamin 
Schmidt assisted by Cornelius Ewert and Tobias Ratzlaff. 
None of these ministers served as an Elder, which was 
also the case with the group in the old country where 
Elder Tobias A. Unruh from the church in the village of 
Karlswalde served them as Elder. It is also a known 
fact that this group had contacts with the Michalin 
groups and some Swiss groups beside Karlswalde. These 
contacts were maintained with the Freeman-Marion 
groups from the beginning here in Dakota. It was during 
this time that when they were in need of the services of 
an Elder they called on such leaders as Peter Becker, 
Christian Kaufman and Christian Miller to help out. 
Other ministers of the gospel that served at Avon were; 
Henry P. Unruh, David A. Schultz, Henry U. Schmidt 
(now retired in Meno, Oklahoma), Edward Duerksen 
(now retired living in Freeman, S. Dak.), Emil Krahn 
(now serving a church at Butterfield, Minn.), and the 
present leader is Henry Siebert who came to serve the 
church early in 1960. 


Early Church Activity 

The Avon group came from Russia more or less 
organized as a congregation and immediately upon 
homesteading organized more fully as permanent con- 
gregation. And while they had no House of Prayer, they 
at first met in the homes for their Sunday services. But 
is was not long before a church was built, namely, in 
1877 they began to build and dedicated it in 1878, having 
called Rev. S. F. Sprunger from Ohio for the dedication 
services. From all appearances this was the first Menno- 
nite church in the Dakota Territory. A new church was 
built in 1898 which has been remodeled. And so continued 
services have been maintained regularly since their 
arrival and in the fall of 1959 they observed their 85th 
anniversary. 


Their Ancestors 

Reports from historians such as Walter Kuhn, Her- 
bert Wiebe, Dr. B. H. Unruh (the latter active at Karls- 
ruhe, Germany until 1959) and others reveal that this 
segment of Mennonites lived in Prussia, mainly in the low 
lands of the Vistula Delta and in the Vistula Valley. 
Within these areas are named such places as Graudenz, 
Schwetz, Jeziorken, Konopot, Brenkenhhoffswalde and 
others, where their forebearers had lived for centuries, 
in fact since the time Anabaptists fled from the Nether- 
Tands to Prussia before 1550. 

The reports of these historians become very in- 
teresting to this group when it is discovered that a goodly 
number of the family names appear in groups which 
are identical to those of our group in question here, such 
as: Ewert, Schultz, Unruh, Schmidt, Ratzlaff, Boese, 
Buller, Becker, Koehn, Dirks, and others. 


Church Records Reveal 
These family names recorded in Old Church Records 
are the “strings” that tie us to the past. Some of these 
families can trace back their forfathers for hundreds of 
years as they are found in the oldest church records 
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such as those of the Alexanderwohl Church at Gossel, 
Kansas. 


More Recent Records 

Old records of the Avon group indicate that they 
left Prussia and came to Volhynia less than twenty years 
before 1800. The group at Avon was formerly known 
as the Loretta Settlement, because that was their post 
office address and their grocery trading place. However, 
since the coming of automobiles and good roads Loretta 
disappezred and the town of Avon became their trading 
point, so the community is likewise called by that name. 
Modern ferming can no longer be successfully operated 
on small family farms, as a result bigger farms have 
become bigger and small farms have disappeared from 
the scene. The result of this is that the Avon community 
having been a rural one, has sustained a great loss in 
numbers and churca membership has likewise suffered. 
All in all, areas and their people are represented in 
business and professions much the same as any other 
group. —Contributed by Mrs. J. A. Bose

Rev. Derk P. Tieszen, Pioneer 1874 - 


One of the groups of the Mennonite settlers who 
came to Turner County in 1874 was under the leadership 
of Derk Tieszen, who later won considerable renown as 
a bonesetter. Out on the frontier where physicians were 
few and far scattered he rendered an important service 
in adjusting dislocations and reducing fractures. He was 
known for his extremely small charges for his service, 
which seldom exceeded 25 cents for fixing a dislocation 
and never accepted a fee for service rendered on Sundays. 

Two of his sons, Peter D. Tieszen and Dirk D. Tieszen 
who were assistants to their father continued the work 
after his death and are still carrying it on. They are now 
located in Marion, having built large hotels and office 
buildings and are visited by large numbers of patients 
from many states of the Union.

FIRST LOW GERMAN CHURCH 


In September, 1874 some of the Low German people 
arrived in South Dakota. The following winter was cold 
with much snow. They had no religious gatherings until 
in Spring when the second group arrived. Those who had 
been here during the winter months felt an urgent need 
for Christian fellowship. It was arranged to have re- 
ligious services in their simple homes, which consisted 
mostly of one single room. Here they conducted cate- 
chetical instruction, baptism, and communion. 

“At the close of the first summer many of the early 
settlers had become a little better established and plan- 
ned to form a congregation. All of us: those from Chil- 
dstown and from the “Groszen Flusz” (north of Parker), 
as well as the two groups here, the Molotschna and 
Karolswalder, agreed to organize one congregation.” 

“At first, the main meetings were held in the home 
of Peter Fast. After that the meetings were held in the 
Henry Schmidt home, until the spring of 1878 when they 
met in the large barn of “Onkel Derk Tieszen’”? which 
was large enough to accommodate all the members.” 

In 1879 they built the first church. This church was 
located five miles west and one-half mile north of the 
present town of Marion. This was the first established 
Mennonite church in the Dakotas. This building had a 
thatch roof and was called, by one of the pioneers,, “Die 
Grosze Kirche.” If all the Low German people had 
remained united, they would have had a large congre- 
gation. But there were differences in their dialect, in 
their background and also in Biblical interpetation . 
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PIONEER LIFE 


Pioneer Life on the Dakota prairies was not easy, 
especially for those who had experienced the luxuries 
of their Russian homes. ; 


When the early settlers came there were no land- 
marks to designate where one section ended and another 
began. “They had to take a surveyor along to locate the 
sections of land, for as far as the eye could see there was 
nothing but tall grass and no sign of any road. That is 
why the fathers had to take a surveyor along to mark 
the corners of the sections by little mounds of dirt and 
numbered poles. 


Supplies had to be gotten from Yankton, fifty miles 
away. There was no city or village any closer, except 
perhaps the one at Swan Lake. Sioux Falls did not 
exist. The trip to Yankton had to be made with horse 
and wagon or possibly oxen. It took a day to drive to 
Yankton, a day was spent in making the purchases and 
then another day to return. 


Water also was a big problem. It had to be hauled 
sometimes a great distance. 


“They plowed up the sod and with the sod they 
layed up the walls of their homes, even the ends were 
layed up into the gable. This was covered with boards 
and sod placed on the roof, which would not permit the 
heat to escape in the winter, for these houses did not 
have a floor, only a roof. They were warm homes for 
the winter, but they were built no larger than necessary. 


The sod had to be broken with horses or oxen. Then 
came the task of removing the many rocks, both large 
and small. For years one could see large piles of rocks 
on every farm. Tons of rocks had been laboriously 
gathered, hauled on a stone boat, and then dumped on 
these piles. Now with the advent of the bulldozer, many 


of these piles have been deeply buried to make room for 
better farming. 


_ Then there was the great scourge of prairie fires. 
Fire guards had to be plowed around homes and feed 
stacks. One old grandmother, who as a girl went through 
these experiences, tells how one day a fire was seen 
approaching. Hurriedly the valuable things, like bedding 
and chairs, were put into the well, hoping to save them, 
even if the house would be consumed. The house was 
saved, but a spark landed in the well and the valuable 
possessions therein were destroyed. 


Fuel also was hard to get. Some was found along 
the river, but that involved hard work and hauling. “Hay 
was made not only for feed, but also for fuel, for this 
took the place of coal for the winter.” “Buffalo Chips” 
or cow dung was also gathered. The old Russian stoves 
were so built that prairie hay and marsh grass as well 
as straw could be burned to heat the homes and to cook 
the meals. In the upper part of the cavernous chimneys, 
almost a room in itself, were hung the hams and bacon, 
to be smoked. Within the chimney was found a smaller 
stove on which the food was cooked. 


Blizzards also added to the dangers of early pioneer 
life. One old pioneer tells how during the blizzard of 
1881 he was caught out in the pasture. It was futile to try 
to drive the cattle or to find his way home. He got down 
on his hands and knees and with his bare fingers felt for 
the depressions made by the cattle going to and from 
the creek to the barn. Thus he found his way back to 
the barn and safety. 


Being a religious people, determined that their 
faith should be preserved for their children, the Russian 
Mennonites organized churches and established schools 
from the start. We began our day school immediately, 
November 1875. This school continued until 1879. Peter 
Goertz was teacher. Teacher Goertz also started a Sun- 
day School in 1878. The Sunday School met on Sunday 
afternoon during the summer months. The sessions lasted 
about two hours.” Some of these children, now grown, 
tell of how they were taken to certain homes for their 
instruction in the fundementals of learning. Some were 
left in the home of the school teacher to board with him 
for the school term. These early settlers clung tenaciously 
to the German language. It was used both in school and 
church, but the daily language was Low German. 


LOW GERMANS 


THE STARTING BASE OF THE RUSSIAN MENNONITES TO THE UNITED STATES 


Cornelius Jansen, a far-sighted man was one of the 
first to realize that emigration would be the only alterna- 
tive for individuals who could not accept the terms of- 
fered by the Czar’s government. 

Mr. Jansen a merchant and at one time Prussian 
Consul at the Seaport at Berdiansk, a city not far from 
the Molotschna, Lo-German speaking people, no doubt 
through his official position and intimate knowledge of 
political affairs, was better able than his brethren to re- 
alize the condition of this issue. 

As early as 1871 Mr. Jansen began a correspondence 
with J. F. Funk of Elkhart, Indiana, who as editor of the 
“Herold der Warheit’” was known among the European 
Mennonites. Mr. Jansen inquired as to resources and 
industries of different sections of America, but above all 
he wanted to know about the laws regarding military 
services. 

During the early 1872 four young men from the 
Molotschna people had set out on an adventure of their 
own, to America and traveled through a number of the 
frontier states, the middle west and Pennsylvania, then 
returned to Russia and reported what they saw. Their 
favorable report evidently added to the emigration move- 
ment, for in the spring of 1873 such communities who had 
become interested to emigrate for freedom of religion, 
chose official delegates to make a tour through western 
America, with a view of finding a suitable place for a 
large settlement. 

Twelve delegates, representing various villages and 
different speaking languages, set sail for America in 18783. 

The Molotschna group, living around 500 miles to the 
Southeast of Volhynia, district where the “Sweitzers” 
lived, chose as delegates; Leonard Suderman and Jacob 
Buller. 

The Karlswalder living in Volhynia near Ostrog, 
chose Tobias Unruh as their delegate. 

The Schweitzers also living in Volhynia, in “Horo- 
disch” “Waldheim” Kotosufka and other villages, chose 
as their delegate Andrew Schrag. 

The Hutterites, living in the neighborhood of the 
Molotschna group chose as their delegates Paul and Law- 
rence Tschetter. 

Other delegates were: Heinrich Wiebe; Jacob Peters; 
William Ewert; Cornelius Toews; David Klaasen and 
Cornelius Buhr. 

These delegates spent some three months, touring 
Canada and United States investigating lands offered for 
settlements and making preliminary arrangements for 
the emigration of their people. 

Emigration of Low-German People to America began 
1873-1874-1875-1876. Settlements were made in Childs- 
town, North and East of Parker. East of the Vermillion 
River, and between Marion, Dolton and Freeman. 

Under the leadership of Derk Tieszen (bone-setter) 
came this group from the Molotschna district, September 
5, 1874.

The group of Low-Germans coming from the Molo- 
tschna district had no pastor with them in the South 


Dakota settlement. For this reason some united with the 
Karlswalder group and some with the Schweitzer group 
as church members, taking active part in their church 
worship. 


The Molotschna boys who intermarried with the 
Schweitzer girls not only joined the Swiss Church, but 
also began speaking the Swiss dialect, but with High- 
German words mixed with Schweitzer dialect. Today 
many Schweitzers, are by names such as Dirks; Tieszen; 
Unruh; Schmidt; Franz. 


Historical Incidents of the Early Low-German Settlement 


Some of the early Low-Germans settlers came to 
America in September 1874. They came by train to 
Yankton, which was the nearest town to this area of 
South Dakota and there is where they had to go for all 
their lumber and whatever supplies and provisions they 
needed. At first this was done by oxen team, which em- 
ployed the time of three days a round trip. It took one day 
to drive to Yankton, the next day the oxen had to rest 
and be fed and the third day to come home. But within 
a year or so, they were able to buy horses and then they 
could make the round trip in two days. At that time they 
had no thought that after 85 years we would be enjoying 
a SCHMECK-FEST like we are these days of March 25 
and 26, 1960. Let us remember that because of these dif- 
ficult times in the pioneering days, we are enjoying Many 
privileges and pleasures these days. 


My grand-parents settled in the area three miles west 
of what is now Marion, South Dakota. In preparation 
for winter they built sodhouses and gathered feed for 
the little livestock they had. It had been a dry summer 
and a specially dry fall making it difficult to find water. 
However, it was possible to haul water from Silver Lake 
about seven miles northwest of where they settled. So 
Grandfather sent my uncle Peter and another companion 
to Silver Lake to get water. One day it got dark and they 
had not returned. As there were no roads at that time, 
Grandfather feared they would not find their way back 
that dark night. So Grandfather split some boards and by 
means of a bon-fire he got a flaming fire at one end of 
these split boards. My father had to get up on the roof of 
the sod-house and hold up the flaming stick one ofter 
another. The boys on the wagon saw the flaming stick and 
in that way were directed home. 


Now I wish to relate the incident which happened 
to Dr. Derk Tieszen, Sr., grandfather of Dr. Isaac Tieszen. 
It was a beautiful calm morning in the late fall of 1875, 
when Dr. Tieszen Sr. and a companion started on a trip 
to Yankton for provisions. There was snow on the ground 
and they went by sled and horses. The next day as they 
started the return trip it began to snow and turned into 
a severe snowstorm. They could follow the road fairly 
well over the prairie, but it was not so easy through the 
low places where the snow was deeper. They realized 
that if they could make it through the next low place 
they should be within one-half mile of a shack which was 


next to the road. As they got into this low place, the 
horses were unable to pull the sled, so they unhitched 
and left the sled. Tieszen’s companion was so cold and 
exhausted that he was ready to give up but Tieszen said, 
“No we are going on. I have brought my wife and chil- 
dren out on these prairies, and I must get home to my 
family.” So they tied the horses together and he helped 
his companion onto one of the horses. Then leading the 
horses he would try to find the road in which he succeed- 
ed. He had become very tired by this time, so he mounted 
the other horse, and by bending over and watching the 
road closely they moved on. Suddenly he could not see 
the road anymore and the horses stopped and could not 


be urged on, so he dismounted and wanted to brush the — 
snow from the horses’ nostrils. When he was doing that | 
his hand touched the shack which they expected to find. — 
All they found in the shack was a cow and nothing with © 
which they could start a fire to get warm by. Tieszen — 


kept moving around all night to keep awake and keep 


his companion from falling asleep. When daylight came, ~ 


the wind had calmed down and they made their way to 
the Unruhs in Childstown, from where they finally started 
the rest of the way home. Tieszen had no bad effects of 
the ordeal but his companion lost nearly all his toes be- 
cause of freezing. 


Another very deeply touching incident was the flood | 
of the Little Vermillion River which took place the night | 


of July 23 to 24, 1878. Some of the people had settled in 
the valley of the river, about six miles northwest of Ma- 


rion. One night a very heavy rain came down, with pos- | 


sibly a cloudburst farther up the river, which caused some 


terrifying experiences to the people, when they realized | 


the water coming into their homes and by the lightning 
flashes they saw the valley filling up with water and they 
were being surrounded with water. Some hitched oxen 
teams to their wagons to flee to safety but the raging 
water-flood caused the oxen to lose their footing. The 
people on the wagon were soon all separated by the rag- 


ing currents. One mother tried to save herself and two | 
children, the smaller one being wrapped in a pillow. Sud- | 


denly she realized the babe had been taken from the 
pillow by the current and the other child also and she 


reached the shore with the aid of the pillow. In another — 
family a mother and three children drowned, another | 


son could swim and the father swam over a mile on a 
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feathertick and was saved. The next morning a Jacob 
Goosen came by foot to spread the report that there was 
dire need for help, to save some people who were in 


) danger of the flood. His parents-in-law were on top of 
their sod-houses calling for help, one wall already washed 
away. Those were terrifying moments for both, those 
calling for help and those who wanted to help and did 


not have a way to help. One man volunteered to go by 


to lead the horse into the water, lost his footing and being 
exhausted was carried away in the current and lost. This 
Goossen was the father of the late Jacob Goossen of Ma- 
rion, S. D. Then finally Fred Buller, father of Abe F. 
Buller succeeded in rescueing the family by horseback 
before the house was destroyed. When the water receded 
the search for the lost began, which took a time of at 
least eight days. 


At other times there were severe losses caused by 
praire fires. Not only that some families lost all their be- 
longing but some lost a dear one in the family. One moth- 
er, who was trying to escape from the fire had to crawl 
through a barbed wire fence. Her clothing got caught in

horseback but his horse shyed the water and Goosen tried 
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the wire and the burns from the prairie fire were so severe 
that it caused her death. This mother was the grandmoth- 
er of Ben Ratzlaff. 

A very discouraging incident the early settlers had 
to endure was the invasion of grasshoppers. These pests 
came down in clouds which even darkened the sun, and 
chewed away all the green growth there was, leaving the 
poor people with no crop and no feed for their livestock. 

At the close I will relate an experience of my own 
life. When I was about seven years old we Still lived in 
a house built of yellow clay bricks and part of the house 
had a yellow clay floor. These floors got holes from con- 
tinous hard use and sweeping, but they were economi- 
cally repaired. My father put some yellow clay and water 
into a box and I had to turn up my pants, step into the 
box and knead it with my bare feet until it was the right 
consistency. Then he filled the holes in the floor with this 
and I tramped it in so it was solid. He smoothed it with 
a trowel and in a day or so we had a nice hard floor. 

We asked Mr. A. V. Tieszen for the 
above historical incidents and he kindly 
consented. We wish to thank him for 
the same.

Farm living certainly has changed since Mr. and Mrs. Jacob L. Thomas, 
now living in Marion, set up housekeeping on 20 acres of land soon after they 
were married 67 years ago in June 15, 1958. 


The Thomas’ are one of the oldest couples in Turner County community, 
and Mr. Thomas is one of the few still living who remember the rough 
crossing from the old country, when he came as a lad with his parents to 
make his home in the newly established community. 


In those first years lumber and supplies were scarce. The first home 
was built of sod, but the roof was a thatch type of praire grass—much better 
than some of the sod roofs, for it did not leak. The prairie grass grew to a 
height of three to four feet. It was cut and gathered into bunches. Lacking 
rope for tying, the pioneer twisted strands of the grass together to make a 
rope which was used for tying the bundles of grass to the rafters. They were 
laid much as shingles are put on today. Going barefoot is a luxury for to- 
day’s children, but Mr. Thomas recalls that they did it of necessity as 
youngsters. The only shoes they had were made by his father. A crudely- 
shaped piece of wood formed the sole. To this were fastened leather straps 
to hold on the “shoe.” In winter, burlap was wrapped around the feet for 
added protection. Since the railroad had not yet come through, trips had 
to be made to railroad towns for supplies. The trade town was Yankton, 
because Sioux Falls then had only one store. It was a two day trip by oxen 
to Yankton to purchase the few necessities which they could afford; flour, 
salt, coffee, and spools of thread for patching. 


The Thomas family, like most other pioneers, wasted little time bemoan- 
ing their few possessions but busily devised means for making do with what 
they did have. His mother’s watermelon sirup is a case in point. 


“We always had lots of watermelons,’ Mr. Thomas recalls. ‘Mother 
would cook them some way to make sirup. It was really sweet, and so good! 
What a treat it was for us children to dunk our bread in it.’”’ And the bread 
he remembers as much better than that nowadays. It was baked in a small 
outdoor oven, from which it came out crusty and fragrant. One winter, he 
recalls, even this pleasure was denied them. They were reduced to eating 
mush made from wheat which the boys ground in the coffee mill. 


“Roasted barley coffee was good when you got used to it,” Mr. Thomas 
says. When young Mr. Thomas grew tired of bachelorhood, he courted his 
neighbor’s daughter, Susanna Nachtigall. The wedding date was set for 
June 15, 1892. Since there was no mail route and no telephone, an open 
invitation was issued by sending a written invitation to the nearest neighbor. 
It was read and passed on to another neighbor. By the time the wedding 
day rolled around, quite a group of relatives and neighbors gathered at the 
Nachtigall home to get the young couple started right on the road toward a 
longer married life than any of them probably anticipated. 

The next year the young folks decided to strike out for themselves and 
“so west” as far as Chamberlain. But they found the place so dried out that 
there wasn’t even drinking water except in a few muddy sloughs. After 
straining out the visable impurities through their handkerchiefs to get a 
drink, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas decided this country was not for them and 
turned their covered wagon back toward the Marion settlement. 

Here they established their new home on 20 acres. They built a small 
house, half of which was used for grain storage, and a shed just big enough 
to shelter their two cows and their two horses. 

“Tt wasn’t much,” Mr. Thomas admits, but it was home and their own, 
and they were vastly proud of it. They liked it so much they spent 53 years 
on the same farm before retiring to Marion. The Thomas clan is a large one, 
with eight children, 30 grandchildren, and 39 great-grandchildren.

He was baptized upon the conf- 
fession of his faith in June of that same year by Elder Peter Adrian and 
accepted into the Mennonite Brethren Church.

DR. DIRK D. TIESZEN 

The history of the Bonesetters, Dr. Derk D. Tieszen 
and his father, Dr. Derk Tieszen and the following 
generation has been written by the son of Dr. Derk D. 
Tieszen, namely Dr. Edward, as follows: 

Among the newcomers coming to Dakota Territory 
in 1874, was a group of people from Southern Russia 
called Mennonites. One of these Mennonite leaders was 
a middle-aged man named Derk Tieszen Sr. In 1870 the 
privileges of the Mennonites in Russia were taken away, 
because of this and economic reasons, the Tieszens and 
several hundred other Mennonite families sailed for 
America on the “Cimbria.”’

On board ship, a girl, whose identity has been lost, 
dislocated her elbow while playing. The mother asked 
Derk Tieszen to see what he could do, and his effort was 
successful. Where Derk Tieszen learned the art of bone 
setting is not known, but the incident on the “Cimbria” 
is the first on record. 

During the summer of 1875, after the immigrants had 
been settled, Heinrich Schmidt dislocated his shoulder 
and went to Derk to have it adjusted. The farmer’s 
fame spread rapidly, and after the coming of the rail- 
road which increased the number of patients, he began 
to devote more and more time to bonesetting. 

Two sons, Peter D., and Derk D., also learned the 
art of setting bones and carried on the work after the 
death of their father in 1913. By 1927, Derk Tieszen, Jr., 
found his business so increased that he found it necessary 
to leave farming and to build a clinic in Marion. The 
Clinic and hotel building was completed in 1928. 

Following the family tradition, one son, Edward D., 
began practicing with his father in 1930. In 1936 he went 
to Lincoln Chiropratic College for additional training. 
In 1939 he graduated from college and after the death 
of his father, on March 21, 1939, continued setting and 
adjusting bones and relieving pressure on the nerves. 
Soon people were coming from all sections of the U.S. 
to receive help. 

Recently in 1952, Dr. Edw. Tieszen built a new modern 
clinic building. “Doc Eddie’, as he is popularly known, 
also has complete x-ray and fluoroscope facilities to help 
diagnose the cases of broken bones and dislocated joints. 

In October 1958, Dr. Robert J. Schmidt, son in law of 
Dr. Edward Tieszen joined in working with Dr. Edw 
Tieszen Clinic. Dr. Schmidt is a graduate of North- 
Western College of Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

Thus the Tieszens have been one of the building 
blocks of Marion for the past 85 years, and will continue 
to thrive with Marion in the years to come.

THE TIESZEN TECHNIQUE 


The Story of the Tieszen Clinic of 
Marion, South Dakota

How The Tieszens Began Their Practice 


Dakota Territory, in 1874, was a vast, treeless empire 
of grass. The Indian, who for centuries had roamed the 
trackless pairie, had already been swept westward by the 
white man in his relentless conquest of the continent.

Though they pros- 
| pered in Prussia as they had in Holland, Mennonite 
| in keeping with the 
| militaristic spirit of the Prussia of Frederick the Great, 
) and when in 1786 Catherine of Russia invited the Menno- 
nites to settle in Southern Russia, they gladly accepted. 
Thousands of them migrated to Russia early in the 
nineteenth century. 

The father of Derk Tieszen, Sr., lived in Pordenau, 
) one of the villages of the Molotschna Cclony. The Ties- 
zens were farmers, and Derk Tieszen, Sr., himself took 
| over management of his father’s estate when the elder 


| Tieszen died. 


In 1800, Czar Paul promised the Mennonites that 
| they would be exempted from bearing arms in Russia 
forever. In 1870, however, the government of Alexander 
II adopted a strong Russification program, and took these 
privileges away from the Mennonites. This, together 
with economic reasons, prompted many of the Menno- 
nites to leave Russia, including Derk Tieszen, Sr., and 
his family. 

There was some delay in getting started, because the 
Government did not like to see these enterprising 
In 1874, however, the Tieszens, 
with several hundred other Mennonite families sailed 
| for America on the “Cimbria.” It was while on board 
| ship that an event occured which changed the course of 
| Derk Tieszen, Sr.’s life. A girl, whose identity has been 
/ lost, but who was a member of the immigrant group, 
accidently dislocated her elbow while playing about on 
| the ship. The mother, knowing that Tieszen had some 
ability to set bones, asked him to see what he could do. 
| His effort to set the elbow was successful. Word of his 
)/ success spread among the passengers. Just where Derk 
| Tieszen, Sr., had learned the art of setting bones, history 
does not tell us. Some of those who knew him, say that 
his attempt on board the “Cimbria” was his first. Others 
| offer what is the more probable explanation, that he had 
| gained a little bonesetting experience in Russia, having 
| had opportunity to watch Dr. Wiebe, the famous bone- 
) setter of southern Russia at that time. Whatever Ties- 
/ zen’s previous experience was, is was not much. The 
incident on the “Cimbria” is the first of which there is 
definite record. 

The “Cimbria” docked in New York, late in the 
summer of 1874. The immigrants immediately took a 
train for Dakota Territory. They arrived in Yankton on 
September 5, 1874. 

The first task confronting the pioneers was to secure 
land. After having explored the territory in a large 
portion of southeastern Dakota, they finally determined 
to settle about fifty miles north of Yankton, a few miles 
west of where the town of Marion now stands. Claims 
were filed, rude sod shelters were thrown up, hay was 
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gathered, food was obtained from Yankton, and the 
pioneers thus prepared for their first Dakota winter. 
Until wells could be dug, water was secured from Silver 
Lake and the West Vermillion River, both which were 
a few miles distant. The hardships of the first winter 
were survived surprisingly well, and spring found the 
pioneers ready to begin their task of subduing the prairie. 

During the first summer in Dakota, 1875, one of the 
settlers, a man named Heinrich Schmidt, dislocated his 
shoulder while making hay. Schmidt remembered the 
episode of the previous year when Tieszen had been able 
to help the little girl on shipboard. He went to Tieszen, 
who was able to adjust the shoulder. The fame of Derk 
Tieszen, Sr., spread rapidly after that, first locally, 
then in wider circles. The coming of the railroad in 1879 
increased his clientele. and more and more Tieszen left 
farming to devote his time to bonesetting. 

Tieszen was certainly no profiteer. His services 
were entirely free at first. When patients began taking 
too much of his time, he accepted voluntary contribu- 
tions. Later a price of twenty-five cents per patient was 
fixed. When called away to work with patients too 
badly hurt to be moved, if the trip consumed a whole 
day, he charged a dollar for his work. The explanation 
for the unusually low prices charged is simply that 
Tieszen, sincerely and deeply devout, felt his ability as 
a bonesetter a gift of God, and that it would be abuse of 
a trust if he used this gift to profiteer from suffering 
humanity. 

His practice was carried on in his home, three miles 
west of Marion. The story of Derk Tieszen, Sr., would 
be incomplete without the mention of the work of his 
capable and ready assistant, his wife. This pioneer 
Dakota mother went with her husband in horse and 
buggy under the most trying weather conditions to the 
homes of patients. Through helping their father, Peter 
D., the oldest son, and Derk D., the youngest, learned the 
art of setting bones. 


Dr. Peter D. Tieszen 


Peter D. Tieszen married and moved to his own 
farm, one-half mile southwest of the original homestead. 
As long as his father practiced, he remained affiliated 
with him. Derk Tieszen, Sr., died in 1913. Following that, 
Peter D. Tieszen began to practice in his own home. 

Under Peter D. Tieszen the work of the Tieszens 
advanced greatly. Thirty-eight years of experience with 
his father had given him an invaluable background. 
Peter D. Tieszen developed the Tieszen Techinque of 
adjusting the vertebrae. The elder Tieszen had been 
concerned mainly with dislocations and fractures. Peter 
D. Tieszen carried on this work, but made adjustments 
to relieve nerve pressure more than his father had. 
Patients now began to come from all parts of America. 
One or more of his sons constantly had to help him, as 
there was too much work for one man. In this way, the 
third and present generation of Tieszens received train- 
ing. 


Dr. Isaac Tieszen 


Isaac was the first of Peter D. Tieszen’s sons to go to 
a professional school for additional training. As a young 
man Isaac engaged in farming and business interests, 
including the operating of an oil business and a well 
drilling outfit. Early in 1924 he began to devote his full 
time to aiding his father. In the fall of that year he 
enrolled in the National College of Chriropractic in Chic- 
ago. Henry, an older brother, who had been engaged in 
farming, became his father’s assistant when Isaac went 
to school. Educational opportunities, even for a secondary 
education, had been meager during Isaac’s boyhood 
days. Therefore he first needed to make up his high

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school credits. This he did, receiving his high school 
certificate in November 1925. During this time he had 
enrolled in the National College. He succeeded in finish- 
ing the three-year chiropractic course March 31, 1926. 
Following graduation he returned to South Dakota. He 
received his license to practice in South Dakota on June 
llth, thereafter resuming practice with his father and 
brother, Henry, both of whom had been licensed to 
practice August 27, 1925, under the provisions of Chapter 
143, Laws of 1921 as Amended by a Special Act of the 
Legislature of South Dakota in 1925. 

To secure better accomodations for patients in was 
felt advisable to move the practice to Marion. In 1926 
the three Tieszens began active. practice in Marion in 
the building formerly occupied by the Marion State Bank. 
The need of a registrar and corresponding secretary was 
also realized, and at this time, John Verhoef, one of the 
patients, was employed. After proving his ability and 
interest in the work, he was also trained to assist in major 
adjustments, the reducing of fractures, or where added 
assistance was required. 

Dr. Isaac Tieszen, feeling the necessity of better 
clinical facilities, began construction of the new Tieszen 
Clinic early in 1927. There was a definite need for a 
better hospital accommodations for patients and room 
was needed for office space and equipment. The build- 
ing venture was entirely Dr. Isaac Tieszen’s at first, 
though the others joined him somewhat later. The build- 
ing was first occupied in September, 1927. The Clinic 
is a modern, two story brick structure. 

The Tieszen Clinic was formally incorporated April 
2, 1928. The Tieszen Clinic is controlled exclusively to- 
day by the children of Dr. Peter D. Tieszen. Active 
clinical work is done today by three brothers, sons of 
Dr. Peter D. Tieszen. Dr. Isaac Tieszen, founder of the 
Clinic. Dr. Henry Tieszen, who has been with the Clinic 
since its founding, is secretary of the Clinic Corporation. 


Dr. Joseph Tieszen 


Dr. Joseph Tieszen is the youngest of the three 
brothers, and the latest to join the Clinic staff. October 
3, 1927, he enrolled in the National College of Chiroprac- 
tic in Chicago, graduating on March 29, 1929. June 6, 1929, 
he secured his South Dakota license to practice, and 
entered into the active work of the Clinic. August 5-6, 
1932, received his license for national practice. 


Dr. and Mrs. Henry P. Tieszen — Marion, S. Dak. 


50th Wedding Anniversary 


Dr. Henry P. Tieszen and Miss Aganetha Ewert 
were married on February 27, 1908, but they celebrated 
their 50th wedding in June 1, 1959 instead of February 
1959. They have four daughters: Ida Rose (Mrs. John W. 
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Hofer), Arpa Ruth (Mrs. Jake H. Tschetter), Johanna

HISTORY AND EXPERIENCES OF GRANDFATHER 
JOHN SCHRAG IN RUSSIA 
by Julius Miller 
(Translated from the German by Mrs. E. P. Graber) 


This family dates back one hundred and two years, 
jwhen grandfather John Schrag’s first son was born. This 


I can vividly remember grandfather standing behind 
the pulpit. He always had a text so I want to choose one 
jto his memory. 

Let us go back to the Eighteenth Century, when the 
iChristians suffered persecution because of their faith. In 
|Switzerland lived John Schrag in whose memory we are 
jgathered. This John Schrag left Switzerland and fled to 
/Austria. He had five sons. One of them was Joseph, the 
father of my grandfather, John Schrag. 

In 1797, one hundred forty years ago, Joseph Schrag 
imigrated to Poland, and lived there eighteen years. Here 
}grandfather, John Schrag, was born in 1813. He had one 
‘Wbrother, Joseph, and four sisters, Maria, Elizabeth, Freni, 
jand Kathrina. 

In 1815, at the age of two, grandfather with his parents 
}went to Eduarsdorf in Russia. Here grandfather grew in- 
to young manhood. At the age of twenty-three the family 
‘moved to Waldheim, Russia and lived there for thirty- 
sfeight years. His father Joseph died on August 19, 1859, 
eighty-two years ago. 

During the same time there lived a certain Peter 
'Graber who had married Freni Goering. She died, and 
‘his second wife was Elizabeth Ries. To this couple were 
s)} born three sons and two daughters. The youngest was 
Anna who became grandfather John Schrag’s bride in 
/1836 on Pentecost, one hundred five years ago. 

In the year 1840 when grandfather was twenty-seven 
jyears of age, the church at Waldheim elected him as their 
}elder. His brother-in-law, Christ Graber, assisted him 
‘faithfully as pastor. These servants of God served that 
'church in love and sacrifice for thirty-four years. 
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A great sorrow befell grandfather when God took his 
wife from him on January 21, 1865. He was fifty-two 
years old and had many burdens to bear. His youngest 
daughter, Katherina, who is still with us today, was only 
one and one-half years old and her sister, Maria, was but 
a few years older. Thus grandfather, with faith in God 
took the place of father and mother in the family, and 
also as shepherd of his church. Grandfather wore linen 
for clothes and spun wool for stockings. He could ply the 
needle like a tailor, and his swiss cheese was of the best. 

Because ministers received no salary, he was de- 
pendent upon his farm but the Lord led and provided. 
Often he took cheese and butter to the cities of Kief and 
Odessa. It is interesting to note that these cities are in 
the midst of the combat zone in the present war. 

The question of emigration arose. To leave the home- 
land and venture to a foreign and unknown land was a 
difficult decision to make, especially in the face of pover- 
ty. The farewells were sad beyond description, as in July 
1874, fifty three families embarked.with complete trust 
in God’s guidance and protection. This was the third 
group to leave the homeland. This step was taken by 
grandfather because of the concern he had for his child- 
ren and their future welfare. We, as a family, can enjoy 
ee present day the blessings and liberty of our dear 
land. 

After they came to this land of freedom, their trou- 
bles began. Here on the open prairie they had no homes, 
no money, and no shelter, but they had brave hearts, 
love and a faith such as we of the younger generations 
have not known. These were their real wealth. . 

It was decided to send grandfather back to the East 
to secure money with which necessities could be bought. 
The people were friendly and willing to help. Money was 
loaned on interest, and some was donated. It was divided 
among the families according to their needs. Grandfather 
took all his problems and troubles to the Lord. 

John Schrag died on February 21, 1898, old and 
tired of life. He attained the age of eighty-four years, 
eight months and twelve days. He was ill only three days 
prior to his death. “Soon I will be with my Savior” were 
his last words. 

Rev. Schartner, Rev. Christian Kaufman, and Rev. 
Christian Mueller conducted the funeral service. Four 
gonon ane three daughters survived him to mourn his 

eath. 


HISTORY AND EXPERIENCES OF 
REV. JOHN SCHRAG AND FAMILY 
IN THE U. S. A. 


Compiled and written by E. P. Graber 


Upon arriving at Yankton, South Dakota (the end of 
the railroad track at that time) in 1874, Rev. Schrag and 
his family of seven, moved north into the present East 
Freeman Community. Rev. Schrag was a widower when 
he came to America. Five of his children were married in 
Russia. The two youngest girls, Mary and Katie, were still 
single and thus homesteaded with their father on a farm 
about one and a half miles east of the North Church. The 
farm was later owned by his son-in-law, Mr. Jacob P. 
Kauffman. 

Rev. Schrag was a very busy man, doing his daily 
tasks on the farm besides touring the country collecting 
money and necessities of life for the local poor of that day. 
He also did considerable bone-setting, and helped his 
friends faithfully until his death at the age of 84 years. 


Food was rather scarce during pioneer days. Towns 
were distant. A trip to Yankton required two or three 
days. Money was scarce. Few crops were raised because 
the sod had to be broken and the fields were small. Meals 
were very simple. Our forefathers did not have as many 
varieties of food spread before them as the present gener- 
ation is used to seeing. Children often stood around the 
table while eating. Reports are that some families might 
have actually starved if they had not received donations 
from the Eastern states. The lack of proper foods caused 
eye trouble, resulting in partial blindness. Roasted barley 
often served as coffee. Some soups had very little nour- 
ishment. Our parents tell us of making burnt flour 
soup, pouring the burnt flour into water, and then adding 
some salt and pepper. Later more substantial foods were 
available; wild fowl were quite plentiful in season. 

Sickness was common, as it is today, but there were 
very few doctors available, and no telephones to call 
them. Doctors were therefore not soon called and many 
home remedies were used instead. Many home remedies 
were accompanied with superstitions, but the results were 
usually satisfactory. A mixture of garlic and warm milk 
served as a remedy for colds (people then apparently did 
not mind the offensive odor, for the salutation of the kiss 
was still in vogue). Other medicines were concocted by 
mixing onion juice and sugar, butter and honey, wine and 
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cinnamon, etc. Very often our forefathers resorted to 
draining some blood as a cure for numerous sicknesses. 
A worm was very often blamed for various ailments, If 
he molested the finger, the finger was to be dipped into 
hot water nine times, thus killing the instigator. If there 
was an itch or ache in some part of the body—the affected 
part was first pricked with needles, and then some oil was 
applied to draw out the impure blood. When babies were 
born—midwives usually attended. 


Farm implements were crude, drawn by oxen or 
horses, sometimes by both. Grain was seeded by hand, of- 
ten thrown in front of a harrow, the sower scattering the 
seed quite evenly every two or three steps. The grain 
was first cut with a scythe, later with a reaper. Thrashing 
machines were propelled by six or seven teams of horses 
hitched to a horsepower. One man sitting on a center 
platform with a whip in hand drove the horses. The straw 
was hauled away or stacked with a bull rake. 


Little livestock was raised because there was not 
enough grain for feed. We are told of a hog that learned 
to eat hay from the crib as did horses and cattle. Prairie 
fires destroyed much hay that was put up for the winter. 


Church services were first held in various homes. A 
few common meeting places were as follows: at the 
present homes of Rudolph Miller, Mrs. Anna Waltner, 
Waldo Graber, Jacob Gering, Elias Schrag, Spetzberg and 
others. Homemade benches were moved from place to 
place, but were not absolutely necessary for we are told 
of an instance where one person brought his milk 
stool to church and sat on it. During the summer time 
children attended barefooted. There was a sincere desire 
to attend church even though transportation was slow 
and cumbersome. 


Like the church services, the early schools were con- 
ducted in homes. Some of our relatives had Mr. Child 
(after whom Childstown Township was named) as 
teacher. The average age of pupils in attendance was 
considerably higher than at present. Teachers received 
low salaries, rooming and boarding at the home where 
school was conducted, or at the homes surrounding it. 


Our parents and grandparents generally married at a 
much younger age. Several reasons may account for this. 
First it was necessary for a family to live on homestead 
land; futhermore, the young people of the past had more 


help in finding a mate. The parents would put the candi- 
date on the back part of the buggy and drive to the home 
of the girl the parents had picked. Things were talked 
over and sometimes plans and arrangements for a wedding 
made. Another source of help were the “Matchmakers,”’ 
whose business it was to pair couples who eventually 
/married. 

Wedding dresses were black, sometimes a white shawl 
was worn. The ceremony took place in church, and then 
ithe congregation or community was invited to the home 
\for visiting, feasting, and merrymaking. Often more than 
one couple was married the same day, thus sharing ex- 
penses. After the wedding dinner, two married ladies 
would place a cap on the head of the bride which 
jinitiated her into the ranks of the married. This cap was 
to be worn to all church services. 


THE FOLLOWING WERE THE CHILDREN OF 
REV. JOHN SCHRAG 


Joseph was the oldest. He and his family came with 
ithe second migration. He and his family of five stayed at 

grandfather Miller’s (father of Peter Miller, Sr.) for the 
‘first winter. A shanty, which was partly dugout, was 
built the next spring at the present site of the Elias 
‘Schrag home. Missionary Jonathan J. Schrag was born 
in this shanty. 


'bedfast for ten weeks. Joseph lost his wife on January 25, 
}1896 which left him alone with eleven children. He re- 
}mained a widower till he died on June 13, 1909 at the age 
lof seventy. 

In 1908 his son Jonathan and wife left for China as 
/ missionaries. 


| After living at Gayville, South Dakota, near Yankton, 
|for three years he and his family made their home 
where Henry Wipking now lives (three fourths of a mile 
'west of the North Church). He had tempting offers to 


sing in noted choirs in Russia, only by urgent persuasion 
did he finally decide to migrate to America. Dissatisfied 
with conditions in South Dakota, he decided upon going to 
Oregon. There also he was disappointed. Finally Jacob 
Krehbiel persuaded him to come to Washington, where he 
resided till death. 


CHRIST— 

The third child in the family lived a little south of the 
Henry Wipking farm. Christ worked out the passport 
which permitted their migration out of Russia into 
America. 

Christ was the first of the Schrag family to leave 
South Dakota for Washington. Later he was followed by 
John and Jacob. 


JACOB— 

Jacob made his home north of the present Jonath 
Kaufman place, one mile northeast of the North Church. 
He was the bonesetter in the community and also mail 
carrier. The post office was located at the present Dave 
Mueller farm, two miles south of the South Church. Ja- 
cob would also hitch one horse to a small two-wheeled 
cart and take mail to and from Yankton, South Dakota. 

In later years he took up preaching. His sermons 
were well received and his speech fluent. He encouraged 
people to give personal testimonies. This work was 
eae a in Washington, where he spent the remainder 
of his life. 


ANNA— 

The one in the family that experienced the most 
hardships and sorrows was Anna, Mrs. John Kaufman. 
To her eleven children were born, four of which are still 
alive. A child, aged three, died in Russia, one died on the 
way to America, and a third died in America. The biggest 
tragedy befalling that family was during the blizzard of 
1888 when three of her sons froze to death. The children 
were found by Peter Goerz, a neighbor, three days later 
at a place between the. present farms of Chas. Schrag 
and Charley Waltner (Sec. 31 Marion Twp.). Her hus- 
band has the misfortune of cutting off Ben Kauffman’s 
leg with the grass mower, which added to the grief. 

Anna’s husband died in 1890. She later remarried and 
moved to Kansas where she resided till her death. Her 
son Julius died in Kansas. Ruptured appendix was the 
probable cause of his death. 


MARY— 

Mary, Mrs. Jacob Miller, and her husband homestead- 
ed at the present Waldo Graber farm one mile south of the 
North Church. Her husband died of typhoid fever in 1892 
after sixteen years of married life, her oldest son being 
fifteen. One and one-half years later a tornado destroyed 
nearly her entire farm. Soon thereafter she took sick 
with typhoid fever which kept her bedfast for nine weeks. 
Lightning struck her house, overturning a table, throwing 
dishes on the floor and damaging beds but leaving Henry, 
her son who was alone in the house, unharmed in a high 
chair. In 1915 her youngest son Jacob, then a young man, 
died rather suddenly. Her husband was elected pastor but 
died shortly afterwards; preaching only a few sermons 
in his life. 


KATHARINE— 

Katharine, Mrs. Jacob P. Kauffman, the youngest of 
the family and the only one still to be with us, lived on 
the original homestead of her father. She was about one 
and one-half years old when her mother died. 


While she was taking the children to the neighbors 
for haircuts, her son Ben’s leg was cut off with a grass 
mower, which caused her a great deal of concern. Her 
son John lost his hearing because of some sickness, and 
in 1918 two of her children, John and Laura, died within 
the span of five days, influenza being the cause of the 
deaths. 


We are greatly honored to have Katharine with us 
at this festival. 

We, of the later generation, have lost something that 
our forefathers had—namely, intimate home and social 
life, and genuine friendship which was proved to the 
uttermost in sacrifices to help some one in need. 


EXPERIENCES IN SOUTH DAKOTA AND KANSAS 
by Elias J. Schrag 


(This report was given in German at the 
reunion program) 


Dear family members of the late John and Anna 
(Graber) Schrag and their children, Joseph, John, 
Christian, Freni, Anna, Jacob, Marie, and Kathrine: 


On this happy occasion, I shall give some of the ex- 
periences of our ancestors, as I remember the impression 
of them, having either seen or heard them. 


I can only remember grandfather John, as an old 
white haired man of small stature. 


In the relating of these experiences of the following 
persons mentioned, we should not forget their helpmates. 


Joseph, my father, was the oldest in the family. One 
day, as father was watering a team of horses, which were 
hitched to a cultivator, at a dug well one-forth mile away 
from the yard, the horses became scared and started 
running. He caught himself on the neck yoke and was 
dragged along till the horses neared the yard. Exhausted, 
he let go his hold, and the cultivator went over him. 
When I came into the house from play, father had already 
been taken to bed. He had some deep wounds on the head 
which were caused by the shovels. 


I saw him at the side of the death bed of mother. 
For about two weeks he watched and cared for her in her 
last days of life. After mother’s death he had to take over 
the responsibility with three daughters, in the carrying 
out of household duties. 

In the year 1900 he had the pleasure, together with 
several others, to visit his sister in Kansas. 


During the time brother Jonathan was attending 
school, and helped in the city mission work in Cleveland, 
Ohio, we received a letter from him one day, an excerpt 
of which follows. “I am planning to marry Louise Stark 
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and leave for China as missionary in the near future.” 
Father sat speechless and deeply moved. After a while, 
he said, ‘Write back to him, if it is God’s will I can say 
no more than to wish you God’s blessing.” Father died 
eight months later, June 14, 1909. ; 

I can not report much about the experiences of the 
three uncles, John, Christain, and Jacob, because they left 
South Dakota for Oregon at an early date. But being that 
brothers and sisters were very much attached to each 
other, they spoke about uncles living in the west, and 
John had two daughters living in South Dakota. We soon 
felt the bond which united us all. 


Of the four aunts only three came to America, aunt 
Freni having died in Russia. Their hardships and trials 
here were many. 


Among the three, aunt Anna endured the most. Ten 
children were born in her first marriage, of which the 
three oldest died in their infancy. The next three oldest 
children met their death in a snowstorm. About a year 
later her husband died, and aunt Anna was left alone 
with four small children. Later she married again and 
moved to Kansas, and there another son was born. But 
once more she had to feel the sting of death, when her 
oldest son, a boy of about twenty years, was taken after a 
very short illness. 


Aunt Mary was our nearest neighbor, only one-fourth 
mile distant. Let me relate just a few of her experiences 
which are still very real to me. Thee first one is the death 
of her husband. One morning my mother sent my 
youngest sister and myself over to Aunt Mary on a cer- 
tain errand. While my sister was fulfilling her duty, I 
noticed that only, the small children were eating breakfast 
while the bigger children and Aunt Mary had tears in 
their eyes. Seemingly there was no appetite. Aunt Mary 
then asked if we would like to see our uncle. She took 
us into the next room where the departed one lay on 
boards. The coffin was not yet made. Here I received my 
first impression of a cold, lifeless corpse. I could not yet 
understand death. To her it meant the departure of a 
ee husband and a kind and loving father for the 
children. 


About a year later a tornado struck the home of the 
widow and her children. The day, (April 18) has im- 
pressed itself in my memory. Rain drops began to fall. 
Next we noticed a twister was forming in the southwest, 
coming closer all the while. It directed its path towards 
Aunt Mary’s home, and soon it struck. Father ushered us 
all into the cellar, then folded his hands and called to 
God for help. After some minutes of fierce roaring, the 
storm passed over, missing our house by 200 feet, and 
sparing all our lives and buildings. However, the storm 
left destruction at Aunt Mary’s. The big barn was wreck- 
ed, the small one crushed, the kitchen of the house torn 
away, some other buildings damaged, and some livestock 
killed. In spite of all this, their lives were all spared. 


As years rolled on and the children grew up, she 
faithfuly carried on the duties of a mother and also of a 
father. Once more she was led through the valley of 
sorrows, when her youngest son, a strong, healthy young 
prot became sick and passed away within about thirty 

ours. 


Aunt Katherine was the youngest in her family and is 
the only one living now to represent her brothers and 
sisters at this festival. It is indeed God’s grace. It is 
surely a privilege to be able to hear words from her lips 
telling of her experiences. She also had joy and sorrow 
mingled in her life. Her son Benjamin had the misfortune 
to lose his leg when a child. John was deaf and dumb 
from childhood on. This indeed is a burden on a mother’s 
heart. A very sad experience in her life was caused in 
the year when the influenza epidemic swept this country. 
Her son John and daughter Laura contacted the disease, 
and both died only a short period of time apart. Because 
so many died of the flu, the bodies were not taken to 
church for a funeral service, but taken directly to the 
cemetery. Both were buried on the same day. After all 
the children were married, a special privilege was grant- 
ed to Aunt Katherine in that she and her husband could 
live together for many years on their dear old home place. 
Death again called, taking the oldest daughter, Anna. 
Next her husband was taken from her. A short time 
later Benjamin joined them.

STATISTICAL REPORT OF THE REV. JOHN SCHRAG 
FAMILY

The historical facts of the Rev. John Schrag family 
have been covered in the preceding reports. I shall now 


‘} attempt to summarize certain of these historical data in 
|} a cursory statistical survey. 


Rev. John Schrag, the forefather of this family, was 


| born in Michelsdorf, Poland, in 1813, 128 years ago. He 


married Anna Graber and from this union eight children 


/ were born and it is with these that we must concern 
| ourselves mainly today. It will therefore be necessary for 
| me to take up each family of the eight members separately. 


The oldest one, and first to be considered, is Uncle 
Joseph, who was born in 1839 and died at the age of 70 


} years in 1909. He was married to Katharine Miller. Six 


of their children were born in Russia, of whom one died. 


| Seven were born in America, one of whom died in infan- 
| cy, and one, Jonathan, the well known missionary, who 
| died in Jerusalem in 1930 at the age of 54 years. Hence 
| three died and 10 are still living, namely: Mary, 
/ John, Freni, Katharine, Sarah, Lena, Regina, Elias, and 
) Joe. The decendents of these children now include 63 
| grand-children living, and 14 dead, 111 living great- 
| grandchildren and 8 dead; and even 34 great-great- 


na, 


grandchildren. The total living descendents today number 


| 222 and those dead, 24.

The second child, a son also, was born in 1840 and he 


| was named Johannes. He died in 1927 and reached an age 


of 86 years. He married Freni Schrag but she died rather 
‘ His second wife was 
Katharine Goering. From the first marriage there are only 


three children living and four dead. Three of these died 


as children and Andrew at the age of seventy-four years.

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Those living are Anna, Freni, and Joe. From the second 
marriage there are five children living and seven dead. 
Six of these seven died in infancy. The ones living at the 
present time are Elizabeth, Katie, Carrie, Henry, and 
Ewalt. It may be noted that this family, of two marriages 
rates highest in the number of deaths, of which there are 
eleven. 

The grandchildren from the entire family number 
forty-six living and seven dead. There are eighty-nine 
living great-grandchildren and six dead; and thirty-one 
living great-great-grandchildren, and two dead. The 
total number of living descendents are one hundred and 
seventy-four and those dead number twenty-six. 

The following fifty-nine names can be found among 
the descendents: Grenz, Ries, Gering, Graber, Kauffman, 
Henry, Gerber, Link, Aschliman, Schrag, Rhea, Waltner, 
Rist, Self, Bastron, Lorenz, Hanson, Wiese, Gill, Hart, 
Tyhart, Ortman, Preheim, Fridt, Senner, Albrecht, Miller, 
Amen, Raymond, Schwartz, Pfeiffer, Wilskie, Cozine, 
Schmidt, Luft, Hopf, Boese, Triedt, Goering, Hamilton, 
Griffen, Schillinger, Milke, Parke, Hoyt, Hobson, Nevitt, 
Steinhaur, Sherard, Kleinsasser, Mutchelknaus, Enders, 
Capshaw, Ruppelt, Jorgensen, Nuss, Witte, Theberge, and 
Timmerman. 

The third child was a boy again, named Christian. He 
was horn in 1843 and died in 1925, attaining the age of 82 
years. He married Katharine Schrag in 1862. Ten child- 
ren came into this home but all died in infancy except 
three, Andrew, Kate, and John. The grandchildren living 
number ten with two dead and thirteen great-grandchild- 
ren. This family has the distinction of having the smallest 
number of descendents of all the members that had fami- 
lies. The number of descendents are twenty-six living 
and nine dead. The names found in this family to date, as 
far as information has been secured, are: Krehbiel, 
Elmer, Jantz, Wagner, Smart, Ensley, Thomas and Morris. 

The fourth member in this family was a girl born in 
1847 and called Freni. She married an Andrew Schrag, 
but lived with him only about four years. She died of 
consumption at the age of 19 years, and left no children, 
thus bringing to an end that branch of the family. 

_ After her, Aunt Anna was born in the year 1849 and 
died at the age of 82 years. She married Johann Kauf- 
man, but he died at about the age of 45 years, leaving her 
with four children. One, Julius, died afterwards, but six 
children preceded their father; three died in infancy and 


three, John, Henry, and Elias, were victims of that great 
blizzard in 1888. The only three alive today are Jonathan, 
Emma, and Anna. However by a second marriage, we can 
name another son, Elias. Her second husband was Jacob 
Schrag. Today this family consists of twenty-three 
grandchildren, and twenty-two great grandchildren, a 
total of forty-seven descendents living and eleven dead. 
The following names are among the descendents: Stucky, 
Zerger, Graber, Schmidt, Schrag, Kaufman, Flickinger, 
Waltner, Regier, Unrau, and Krehbiel. 

The next and sixth member was Uncle Jacob, born in 
1852. He lived to be 70 years old. He married Freni Grab- 
er and the union was blest with ten children, but only 
four are living today, namely, August, Paul, Leona and 
Ida. Edward died recently, leaving a wife and five child- 
ren. These, with the children of the four living members 
of the family, make up a sum of fifteen grandchildren 
living and two dead, and twelve great grandchildren liv- 
ing and three dead. 

The total of all living would therefore be thirty-one, 
and eleven dead. The names in the family are not all re- 
ported but we know of the following: Gering, Graber, 
Wedel, Allert, Shindler, Filer, Jenks, Marshall, Brewster, 
Groenig, Hanna, McAnany, Caillouette, Hobert, and 
Klein. 

The seventh child of Grandpa’s family was Aunt 
Maria, born in 1857, and living to reach the age of 66 
years. She married Jacob Miller, but he died before the 
children were grown so the care of the family was left, 
to a large extent, to her. Her family consisted of nine 
children, named here in the order of their age: Andrew, 
Julius, Anna, Lydia, Katie, John, Henry, Jacob, and Mary. 
This family is distinguished in the fact that none of the 
children died in infancy. However, later Andrew died 
leaving a wife and family, and Jacob died unmarried. We 
find twenty-seven living grandchildren and two dead, 
and thirty-five living great-grandchildren at the present 
time. Two of these died. The total number of descendents 
therefore, are sixty-nine living and six dead. 


The following names enter into this family: Miller, 
Waltner, Graber, Schwartz, Preheim, Spomer, Kaufman, 
Osgood, Hieb, Oakes, Petersen, Ortman, Christensen, 
Alston, Dick, Lehmann, Goering, Williams, Schrag 
Plummer. 


The last child of this family of eight is our mother, 
named Katharine. She was born in 1863, and is the only 
one of her family, including parents, brothers, and sisters, 
who is living today. She married Jacob P. Kauffman and 
had a family of eleven children. Six of these are already 
dead. One died in infancy, Laura and John were laid to 
rest as a result of the flu epidemic of 1918, and Anna, Ben 
and Edward died in middle age, leaving families. The liv- 
ing ones are Charles, Mary, Fannie, Julia, and Alvina. In 
this family, there are twenty-eight living grandchildren 
and two dead, and thirty-two great-grandchildren and 
two dead, or a total of sixty-five living descendents and 
nine dead. Names that have come into this family by 
marriage are: Kaufman, Graber, Miller, Hanson, Walt- 
ner, Boese, Lorenz, Schmidt, Goering, Wedel, Krehbiel, 
Senner, Claassen, Schrag, Gullickson, Gering, Ford, Saw- 
telle, Ortman, Brothers, Camacho, Schuetzle, Kleinsasser, 
and Unruh. 


Now adding up all the totals of the members, we have 
the grand total of 712 direct descendents from Grand- 
father Johann Schrag, 616 living. The total number of 
different family names added by marriage is 121. The 
total number of descendents who have passed on and are 
not with us any more is 96. Let us remember these also 
today in a fitting way. 


EVENING PROGRAM 


The evening program was given at the Salem (South) 
Church and was open to the public. It consisted of 
musical numbers presented by the singers in the Schrag 
group. A short inspirational and timely talk was given 
by Dr. Ralph Kauffman.

THE BLIZZARD OF 1888 


The blizzard of January 12, 1888 was mentioned sev- 
eral times at the reunion program, because the tragedy 
so directly struck the Schrag family. 

The following account was published in the “Menno- 
nite Weekly Review”. It was written by one of the two 
survivors of seven pupils in attendance at a rural school 
near Marion, South Dakota. 


More About the Big Blizzard of 1888 
by Mr. A Graber 
Pretty Prairie, Kansas 


On January 12 we went to school like we always did. 
The weather was not very cold, but neither was it very 
pleasant since there was snow on the ground. That’s why 
there were only seven pupils in school that day. 

At about eleven o’clock the blizzard came suddenly 
with such an awful force and howling around the win- 
dows the teacher shook his head. 

After the school was closed the teacher and the big- 
ger boys talked about what to do; go or stay in school. So 
it was decided that the whole school was to go to our 
home, because my father lived less than a quarter mile 
straight north of the schoolhouse. We all started out to- 
gether, facing the big wind which was coming slightly 
from the northwest. 

It happened so quickly that five of the boys took the 
lead and went right on without paying any attention to 
the rest of us. In the meanwhile I got behind in the deep 
snow, neither could I see anybody. I called for my oldest 
brother to come to help me, but he did not hear. How- 
ever, the teacher and my second oldest brother heard me 
calling because they were behind those other boys. While 
coming back to help me they called after the others, but 
it was all in vain. So the three of us went on, thinking 
the others would be home first. 

Soon the teacher realized that we must have missed 
our house. We stopped, not knowing what to do or which 
way to go. Evidently we were lost. All at once we could 
see a little. We noticed we were not far from the east end 
of a row of trees which went west clear to the house. 
Hadn’t it been for that row of trees we would never have 
found the house. 

This blizzard took place on Thursday. The next 
morning (Friday) some neighbors got together to look 
for the five missing ones but failed to find them. On 
Saturday more neighbors looked all day, without avail. 

_ A widow by the name of Goertzen with her three 
big boys lived about three miles southeast of the school 
house. On the north side of her house were some trees. 
On Sunday morning before they left for church one of 
the boys for some reason walked around those trees and 
found the missing boys together on one place, not far from 
the house. The Goertzens didn’t know where they be- 
longed. But an announcement was made right in the 
afternoon and the parents went to take their missing 
children home. It took some time before all the bodies 
were thawed out and made ready for the funeral. 

All were put in one big grave, where they are now 
resting till that great Resurrection Day.

WEST FREEMAN AND WOLF CREEK 


1874 


LORENTZ TSCHETTER REV. PAUL TSCHETTER 


In July 1874 the first Hutterite people arrived in 
South Dakota and it’s providential guidance that brought 
them to South Dakota. The two Hutterites delegates, Rev. 
Paul Tschetter and his uncle Lorentz Tschetter who 
were sent to America from Russia in 1873, to find a new 
home, selected a location in the Red River Valley in 
North Dakota. When the first Hutterites arrived in New 
York the land agents got busy and directed them to 
Lincoln, Nebraska, where they stayed one month then 
moved to South Dakota. Had they located in the Red 
River Valley, No. Dak. there would be very little left 
of them as a people today, of those who settled down 
on private farms. The Swiss people in East Freeman 
and the Low Germans at Silver Lake protested them more 
or less against outside influence in church and social life. 
In the course of time these Hutterites on farms joined 
Mennonite conferences. 

Bon Homme Colony was established on their present 
location and Wolf Creek Colony was established east 
of Silver Lake. In West Freeman the Hutterdorf people 
settled on private farms. Rev. M. Waldner and Joseph 
Waldner were the leaders of Bon Homme Colony. 

In 1875 the New Hutterthal people arrived from 
Russia and settled south of Bridgewater, and some in the 
Jim River Valley. The Wolf Creek Colony at that time 
known as the Dariusleut settled at Silver Lake but in 
1875 left Silver Lake and bought the Wolf Creek Colony 
place for $750.00. Rev. Darius Walter was their leader. 
Paul L. Tschetter and Anna Hofer were married. 

Jacob Tschetter and Anna Mendel were married. 

Lorentz Tschetter who was one of the two delegates to 
America to find a location died that year at the age 
of 59 years. 

Rev. Michael Waldner and Joseph Waldner of the Bon 
Homme Colony went to Russia to induce the Hutter- 
ites still there to join the colony upon arriving here 
instead or locating on private farms. 


1877 
The Hutterites kept on arriving from Russia and in 1877 
Elmspring Colony was established with 17 families 
and the leaders were Rev. Jacob Wipf and Rev. Peter 
Hofer.

Paul Stahl and Barbara Tschetter were married.

By this time some grain was raised but the closest market 
was Yankton about 35 miles away.

This year all the Hutterites still in Russia in J ohannesruh 
and Hutterthal arrived from Russia and settled be- 
tween Bridgewater and Freeman. 

This year the railroad was built through here and Free- 
man was started on the homestead of Fred Waldner. 

David Kleinsasser died on his homestead on West side 
of Freeman. 

John J. Hofer and Anna Wurz were married. 

Mrs. (Rev.) Martin Waldner died at the age of 40 years.

Hutterian Mennonites 


In 1884, Mrs. Elias Wipf, age 21, daughter of the late 
Michael Hofer (Oberschultz) her father in law, Elias 
Wipf Sr., age 37, and her 5 year old step son got killed 
by a tornado. This cyclone shocked the whole community 
and caused the mental derangement of Jacob Knels Jr., 
who died in the Yankton State Hospital in 1942, age 79 
years, he remained home till his father died. 


Barbara Tschetter age 6, daughter of the late Rev. 
Elder Paul Tschetter got killed by a thresh-machine 
tumbling rod. Machine was driven by horsepower and 
her dress got caught by the rod and broke her body to 
pieces.

MEMORANDA 


by John P. Kleinsasser 


My parents came to this country from Russia in 1879. 
We originated in Switzerland, finally at the invitation of 
Catherine the Great our people went to Russia. People 
that don’t like me have called me a dumb Russian, until 
the time of the Sputnik. 

My parents came to Yankton, From there by oxen, 
my father bought lumber and settled on the SW% of 
Section 11-99-56. I still live on that place. 


Stories 


Father built a sod house, the floor was good S. Dak., 
dirt. Father often told me he shot prairie chickens from 
the door of the house. Antelope often came to eat some 
of the crops. The lakes and rivers were filled with fish, 
and nobody bothered you if you fished with a net. A 
group of farmers would go to the James River to fish 
often caught tons of fish. The fish were packed in snow 
on the north side of the house. Fish could be had any- 
time. As soon as the house was built and the family 
moved my parents started breaking some sod. My 
brother Jake told me how the parents would break the 
sod. Father staked out the land. Mother led the oxen. 
Father steered the plow. My brother Paul had a long 
stick to drive the oxen. My sisters Elizabeth and Anna 
planted Squaw corn, melons, and pumpkins. 


The town of Marion had a flour mill. The people from 
North Freeman would go there to have wheat ground. 
The story is told of a farmer who could not read or 
speak English went to Marion for flour. About a mile out 
of Marion he read a sign which said “Marion one mile,”— 
he read it “Marion onne Muela.” So he turned around 
and went back home. History did not record what his 
wife told him when he came home without the flour. 


My mother’s parents lived about 3 miles from our 
home as the crow flies. She wanted to visit her mother 
as many young married women do. Two oxen were 
hitched to the wagon, mother and the children were put 
into the wagon. Mother directed the oxen with a haw 
and gee — everything went well till they came to the 
lake on Johnny Gross’ land. The oxen were hot and 
thirsty so they went into the lake with the wagon, with 
mother and the children. The oxen could not be moved 
until they had cooled off. 
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Prairie Fires and the Grasshoppers 


Prairie fires were rather common. My parents had 
the cows staked out for pasture north of our home. 
Mother saw the smoke from the prairie fire, she ran out 
where the cows were, cut the rope and saved the cows. 

Another fire, our barn started burning, father had 
the livestock in the barn. He could not get the sheep out 
any other way except to bodily pick them up and throw 
them out. When the door was opened the sheep would 
come back in. He got badly burned in that fire.. 

Father said that there were so many grasshoppers 
that they clouded the sun and naturally ate all the 
crops, grass and all. 

Our farm has always been in a hail streak. Father was 
farming 5 quarters of land and he had made one or two 
rounds with the binder then the hail came and beat the 
whole crop into the ground. We usually had hail once or 
twice in three years. 


Snowstorms 


1888 was the year of the big snow storms. Father 
said that the well was covered with snow fourteen feet 
deep. He dug steps in the snow down to the mouth of 
the well then pulled up the water, then walked up the 
steps to water the livestock. The snow was so deep that 
if one got off the beaten track he would sink into the 
snow and had a hard time getting back. Father hauled 
straw from someone east of our place. He had four 
oxen hitched up. He would tie the straw with ropes to 
make a bundle out of it then dragged it home that way. 
If one of the oxen would get off the road he had to be 
pulled back with the other oxen team. 

During the winter he took mother home to her 
mother. Father said it was very cold but the windows 
of the house never froze. He had no fire in the house 
so it was nearly as cold inside as 1t was outside. 


Summer Time 


The grass was so tall that if a cow would lay down, 
or a horse they could not be seen or found until they 
would get up. The grass was used for fuel. The grass was 
twisted into rope and then the fire was fed, The women 
and men were busy making a living so they were happy. 
Later there was quite an advance made in fuel, they 
used cow chips. Another method was to make blocks 
out of well tramped sheep manure. It would be dried 
and used for fuel. A few acres of crops were planted. 
Father told me that there was a field of corn, but before 
it could be harvested the wild ducks ate it all. If he 
would shoot at them on one end of the field they would 
fly to the other end until the whole field of corn was 
devoured. ; 


Threshing 


The first threshing machine had a straw carrier 
and a man on the straw pile pushing the straw away. 
The strings had to be cut by hand and the machine fed 
by hand. The grain was all sacked and usually carried 
upstairs in the house or barn. The machine was driven 
by horse-power. Six pairs of horses were hitched to 
the power. Later the machines were driven by a station- 
ary gas engine. Some also used the steam engine. 
Threshing was always a community affair. If it rained 
that put a stop to threshing. One morning they looked 
out and the yard was covered with water so the threshers 
went back to sleep. When they woke up later they found 
out it had not rained at all, but somebody had drained 
the tank. The man on the straw pile often wanted water 
so he would yell “ho” and the horses would stop, then 
the man on the straw pile would get his drink. Then 
everything had to start over again. 


Education 


Education was rather meager. Many of the people 
could only speak German. Around the Bridgewater 
area a traveler stopped at the farm house and asked 
where Bridgewater was. The boy ran to the house and 
told his mother the man wants bread and water—brot 
and wasser. To poke fun at someone who had been in 
school and had not made good a few stories are told. 


Stories told about the farmer who had many cows. He 
had one son so he sent him to school. He did not do so 
well so he came home before the end of school. One day 
a neighbor was visiting and he noticed most of his cows 
were gone. The son was just then walking across the 
yard and the farmer said, that ox took all the cows. 


Another farmer sent his son to school when he came 
home he started a chicken ranch. A few days after the 
chicks were hatched he came ot one of the neighbors 
and said his chicks were dying. The neighbor asked him 
what he was feeding them. The young man said, why 
feed them don’t they suck??? 

Butchering was an event for celebrating. Several 
families would be invited to come and help butcher. 
Usually several hogs and a cow or steer would be butch- 
ered. I remember a butchering for one of my pbrother’s 
wedding. A few days before the wedding a big fat cow 
was butchered. In the Bridgewater area a hog was 
butchered then the men went for some refreshments. 
When they came back the hog was gone—one of the men 
rode to the neighbors and asked him if he had seen a 
dead hog running around. 


The weddings usually lasted three days. Saturday 
was preparation day, Sunday the wedding then Monday 
clean up day. If it was time for a young man to get 
married, the boy’s parents and some close friends would 
go to the girls home and ask for the bride. They called 
it “aufraden.” Usually it had been pretty well arranged 
before hand and the young couple were engaged, but 
sometimes it misfired and the young man had to go 
home without getting engaged. At the weddings there 
usually were refreshments other than water. The Eu- 
ropean custom of having beverages served had not been 
forgotten. The saloons were patronized by some. When 
someone went to town he would usually go with a wagon 
load of wheat, and come home with just a load on. 


One day a man living west of Freeman went to town 
with a load of wheat. He needed some dynamite to blast 
rocks. He bought the dynamite, put the box on the seat 
of the wagon. Got a few more refreshments then started 
for home. After a while he fell asleep. The horses knew 
the way home and everything went wel! until one horse 
got tired so they got to the side of the road. The wagon 
wheel hit a hole by the culvert and the farmer fell off. 
When he woke up he saw the box of dynamite coming 
down after him. It is said he was stark sober in a flash. 
The dynamite did not explode. A few personal experiences 
when I was 6 years old I started herding sheep. _We had 
several hundred so my sister Katherine and I were to 
watch the sheep. For nothing better to do we changed 
clothing and whenever the sheep would go astray I would 
run to get them to the right place again. That night I got 
a good licking because I did not do my share of herding. 
The folks had watched from at home and the one with 
the dress on had done most of the running after the sheep. 
I didn’t play that game anymore. 


When I was seven years old my father took me to a 
4th of July celebration. For spending money he gave me 
a dime. When I came home he asked me what I had done 
with all the money. I also remember that I could not 
speak enough english to converse with the other boys in 
town. The best fisherman in town and I went fishing one 
night in the James River. We set the seines but did not 
get a single fish. In the morning he said, “I never go home 
without fish.” While I did the watching for the game 
warden he took his hoop net and in a short time had a 
half a sack of fish. I went to country school. One 
morning the mirror showed me that I had the measels. I 
did not want to stay home from school so I didn’t tell my 
parents. I drove a horse to school hitched to an open sled. 
I faced a raw north wind, and when I got to school the 
measles were gone and so far have not returned. 


As a boy, I usually had something to sell. I remember 
selling socks and stockings for a firm in Penna. Then I 
went to selling bluing. When the package came I put it on 
the window sill. That night it rained and the bluing got 
wet and by morning the packages had become unusable. 
Things went on for awhile then I began to get threatning 
letters from the Bluing Co. The last one said that if I 
didn’t pay in 5 days they would give the case over to our 
own states attorney for collection. I didn’t have any 
money and I was sure I was going {o jail. My brother 
Ike was home that summer. He must have noticed that 
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my spirits were quite low .He asked me what was the 
matter? I told him my troubles. He said that if I 
work hard all summer he will take care of my case so 
I don’t have to go to jail. You never saw a more help- 
ful boy in your life than I was that summer. I later 
found out that the states attorney mentioned in the 
letter had been dead for many years. 

People ask me what my mother fed me. 
meat, potatoes and bread. 

Clearing Land 

Our land has always had many rocks. In order not 
to break up the machinery and in fact break the sod, 
the rocks had to be cleared. My mother was a pleasingly 
plump lady. Her weight was put to good use when the 
large boulders had to be dug out of the ground. She 
would sit on a timber or crow bar while father would 
loosen the rock. We had many little stone piles on the 
farm. 


It was 


Blizzard of 1888 
One of my uncle’s had had no water at home for his 
cattle so he had to take them to his brother for water. 
He took the cattle on that fateful morning but none ever 
came home alive. After the storm the cattle were found 
dead, spread over the prairie. Their nostrils were packed 
with snow, and they all soffocated. 


Threshing 

I remember one time we had hired someone to do 
our threshing. Father then was sickly. He did most of 
his supervising from the buggy. He drove up to the 
machine and he told the operator there was something 
wrong with his machine. Father suggested that he stop 
the machine and look at the shakers and sives. The 
operator said, “I’m running this machine.” In a few 
minutes many of his sives broke. He was repairing the 
machine for three days. Father had operated thresh- 
machines for many years and had a very keen ear to hear 
if the machine was operating smoothly. In place of 
using a jeep or pickup to drive to the field for an 
inspection father would use a buggy with one horse 
hitched to it. I usually did the driving for him. He told 
me many stories of things.that happened in Russia and 
the early days here but I paid little attention to them. 
When I would drive and hit a rock, he would say, “turn 
around and see whether you can hit it harder.” 


Story Telling 

Very few books were read. There were a few of our 
group who would read books. Some novels were read 
then, a group of men would come for a visit . The one 
that had read the story was the guest of honor. Some- 
times it would take a whole evening to tell a story. As 
a boy I would go along and listen to the stories. If the 
story teller would tell a ghost story I was very scared. 
In fact being scared of ghosts has never left me. Even 
today I am uneasy when I go past a cemetery. 


Schools 

Schools were started soon after the settlers came. 
A school house was built on our farm-stead. The teachers 
were sometimes men who had nothing else to do or 
who couldn’t do any other work. I remember the par- 
ents speaking of one who had only one leg. When the 
pupils had a new word that they could not pronounce, 
he would tell them to repeat it. 

The ministers were usually the most successful 
farmers. They did not get any pay so they had to be 
good farmers to make enough money and also to have 
the respect of the people. Most people measure the 
success by how much money you could make, and how 
much land you had. 

I remember attending the school on our place or 
rather going there in the morning. I was 4 years old 
and mother wanted to get some of her work done so she 
sent me to school. In a few hours I was hungry and I 
wanted to go home. I had learned to say, “May I go out”. 
As soon as I was outside I would crawl past the window 
and run home. For a joke the teacher would sometimes 
come out and call me back. Then I had to do it all over 
again. 

My father got 160 acres of land for a homestead and 
160 for a tree claim. Each farmer had to plant 10 acres 
of trees then he got the 160 acres of land. I don’t know 
if my father had a preemption claim. That was another 
way to get some land. Those claims cost some money. I 
think it was $2.00 an acre. 


My mother was a mid-wife and when a baby was 
due to arrive she was much in demand. Many of the 
babies born in that period were brought to the world 
with the help of my mother. 

Often gypsies would stop at the farm house and beg 
for something to eat. Mother would never let anybody 
leave our place hungry. The gypsies would pay for their 
food by playing some instruments so the children had 
entertainment and the gypsies had food. 

The men of the road would also stop for food, Often 
we found a stone on a post. That was a sign that here 
you could get food. Some people would call those men 
tramps or hobo’s. 

During the last Indian uprising the story got around 
that the Indians were coming to this part of the state. 
The doors were bolted over night and many people were 
sure they would be attacked and scalped. 


Blood Letting 

There seems to been a belief that blood letting would 
cure any disease. The blood letting was done by pricking 
the skin on the back with a sharp piercing instrument 
that made many small holes. Then a cup was put on 
which worked through sucking, Often a pint or more 
was taken from a person. Maybe that’s where our blood 
bank came from. Maybe the blood letters were as 
successful as doctors are now. You have to believe. 


Rev. and Mrs. J. W. Kleinsasser 


It was hard for old folks when the church services 
changed from German to English several years ago, and 
people appreciate the German services from — Huron 
every Sunday so much. After hearing Rev. Kleinsasser 
every Sunday we know a few words about Rev. and Mrs. 
J. W. Kleinsasser will be of interest. Rev. Kleinsasser 
was born at Freeman, S. Dak., on March 10th. 1885, his 
wife, Rebecca Hofer, was born at Emery, S. Dak., on 
March 9, 1884, and they were married by Rev. John L. 
Wipf on December 16, 1906. Rev. Kleinsasser and Jacob 
P. Maendl, Freeman, were the organizers of the first 
Sunday School among the Hutterites, at the Hutterthal 
Church northwest of Freeman. Kleinsasser was Supt., 
for 7 years. On February 28, 1916 he was cailed to the 
ministry of the Gospel. On June 21, 1921 he was ordained 
by the late Elder David J. Wipf, and he served the 
Hutterthal Church of Freeman, for a number of years. 


In 1919 the Kleinsasser family moved to Spink Co., 
and on March 15th and served at the Hutterthal Church 
near Hitchcock for almost three years. He was a charter 
member of the Immanuel Church at Doland, S. Dak., and 
served it from June 11, 1922 to 1934, then moved to 
Huron. In the year 1947, July 15, Rev. Kleinsasser began 
the Radio Ministry, which is a big mission work for the 
old folks, and they sure appreciated it. This is 1961 and 
Rev. Kleinsasser is still on the Radio in Huron every 
Sunday. 
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Rev. and Mrs. John Tschetter 


Rev. John Tschetter was born in Russia, October 30, 
1861 and came to America with his parents at the age of 
15 years. He lived on the old homestead near the Wolf 
Creek until 1908 when he moved with his family to 
Beadle County. 

Mrs. Susanna Mendel Tschetter was born in Russia 
May 8, 1863 and came to America when she was 13 years 
old. She settled with her mother and family near the 
Jim River. 

On November 13, 1881, John Tschetter was married 
to Susanna Mendel at the Hutterthal Church by Rev. 
Paul Tschetter. The Lord blessed them with 11 children. 
In 1886 father and mother found the Lord Jesus Christ 
as their personal Saviour, and on November 25 father 
and his two brothers, Dave and Jacob and 3 others were 
baptized in the Wolf Creek by Rev. Henry Wiebe. Mother 
was baptized the next year. That was the beginning of 
the Salem KMB Church among the Hutterites. Father 
felt the call to the ministry right after he was saved, 
and in 1889 he was ordained to the ministry. He served 
as minister in the Salem and Bethel Churches for over 
50 years. 

Rev. and Mrs. John Tschetter celebrated their gold- 
en wedding anniversary and also their 70th wedding 
Anniversary. They moved to Huron in 1948 where Rev. 
Tschetter died in November 29, 1951. Mrs. Tschetter 
was 97 years old on May 8, 1960. Special tribute is due a 
mother whose birthday happens to fall on Mother’s Day 
and when she has almost reached the century mark it is 
extra special. So it is with Mrs. Susanna Tschetter, who 
was 97 years old today, May 8, 1960. Mrs. Tschetter with 
her German Bible, a constant guide through her long 
life. Among Mrs. Tschetter’s 10 children and 33 grand- 
children are nine doctors, one grandson in his senior 
year at medical college and two candidates for doctor 
of philosophy in 1960.

; Marie Wollmann Lohrentz was born near Bridgewater, S. D. The fam- 
ily moved to Freeman early in her life where she started to school. She 
graduated from Freeman Academy in 1912 and from Bethel College in 1916. 
In 1917 she was granted a Master’s degree by the University of Chicago— 
the first Hutterite woman to be granted an A.B., and an A.M., degree. She 
taught in Freeman High School for 3 years. From 1920-1921 she was Dean 
of Women at Bethel College and also taught there. In July 1921 she was 
married to Dr. A. M. Lohrentz. 

Dr. A. M. Lohrentz was born near Moundridge, Kansas. They were 
granted A.B., degrees from Bethel College the same year. He studied medi- 
cine at Kansas University and received his M.D., degree from Washington 
University of St. Louis in 1920. After his year of internship at the City 
Hospital in St. Louis, they sailed for China in September, 1921 for a 5-year 
term. Dr. Lohrentz was the first medical missionary sent to the China field, 
whereas Mrs. Lohrentz was the first Hutterite Missionary sent to any 
foreign field. : 

There they worked almost six happy, busy years—he as a medical 
doctor in our field of over 2,000,000 people, and she as English teacher and 
later in charge of our Mission Girls’ school of over 60 girls from grade 1 to 
6, at K’ai Chow. Two children were born to them there, Walter Wollmann, 
now married, father of two children and teaching in High School in 
Wichita, Kansas; and Lois Hildegarde, also married, mother of three children 
and a medical doctor in Kansas City, Kansas. Harold Cathay, their youngest 
was born in Kansas after their return home from China, he is now married, 
father of one child and an architect in Kansas City, Mo. 

When internal trouble and civil war came to China in 1927, the American 
Counsel ordered all American citizens out of the Interior, and so after a 
short stay, to book passage home, in Tientsin, a coast city, they returned to 
the United States. The State Department for several years after that would 
not grant passports for missionary families to return to China, men alone, 
yes. Thereupon Dr. Lohrentz took a graduate residency in Eye, Ear, Nose and 
Throat at the University of Minnesota. Later they settled in McPherson, 
Kansas, where he carried on a wide and successful practice in his specialty 
up till the present time.

28 years he served as a Sunday school 
teacher. He taught in rural schools 
for 14 years in N. and S. Dak. On 
October 2, 1910 he was married to 
Sarah Miller of Freeman by Rev.

JOHN J. WIPF 


John J. Wipf was born in Russia 
on Nov. 18, 1870, although he was 
German by decent. At the age of 9, 
(15 June 1879) he with his family 
migrated 6,000 miles from Russia to 
establish a new home in the U.S.A. 
They embarked on an ocean vessel at 
Bremen, Germany, sailed for South 
Hampton, England and then on to 
New York. They then proceeded by 
train to Sioux City, Iowa and finally 
to Yankton, S. D.Here his father 
secured an oxen team and proceeed 
north some 37 miles on a unimproved 
road to the present site of Freeman, 
S. D. After selecting their homestead, 
they erected a sod house. 


He attended school for a total of 
5 years, each term consisting of 4 
months. His father being a teacher 
of German, Russian, and English, 
presented a continuing school of in- 
struction in his home. He was among 
the first of these migrating settlers 
to secure a Teacher’s Certificate, 
which provided an additional source 
of income during the severe winters, 
earning $29.00 monthly. 


At the age of 20 he married Kath- 
arina Hofer and for a period of 6 
years they attempted to earn a living 
by renting a farm. Because of the 
insecurity of farming because due to 
repeated crop losses by hail, dust 
storms, prairie fires, drought, and 
severe blizzards, he purchased a well 
drilling outfit, and traveled through 
several counties drilling wells. For 
a time he secured employment with 
the Milwaukee Railway Co., earning 
$1.50 per day. The winter months 
he spent teaching school, receiving 
the then highest salary in the com- 
munity of $40.00 per month. 


In order tc furnish a greater secu- 
rity for his family, he purchased a 
fiour mill at Marion, S. D., where 
they were able to produce 40 barrels 
of flour a day. Because of health 
problems, he was forced to sell his 
interest in the flour mill to Dewald 
and Walters. In 1901 he and his 
brother Joe L. Wipf purchased a 
hardware store in Freeman, S. Dak., 
from Guenther and Haar and in- 
corporated under the name of Wipf 
Bros. By 1910 he had prospered, 
owning his business, a home and a 
car. As his business increased, he 
purchased land and an interest in 
General Merchandise and Furniture 
Store, which was managed by his 
brother-in-law- John J. Kleinsasser. 


He was born in poverty and en- 
dured great hardships as an early 


settler in Dakota. He had a strong 
desire to acquire knowledge and 
wanted a college education but finan- 
cial circumstances prevented it .By 
self study and perseverance he be- 
came a teacher, and after teaching 
12 years, he was recognized as an 
educator and leader through out his 
county. By thrift and hard work he 
served his community in many civic 
programs. He was elected as Alder- 
man and Mayor of Freeman for a 
prolonged period, wherein his for- 
ward looking and energetic foresight 
resulted in many local improvements 
to include the present City Hall. He 
was a charter member of the South 
Dakota State Historical Society, 
where he served with distinction, he 
was elected to the S. D., State Legi- 
slature in 1903, 1909, 1916, 1925, 
1927, and 1931, totaling a period of 
14 years over a span of about 30 
years. He served in the capacity of 
pie Representative and State Sena- 
or. 


In later life, ill health forced his 
retirement from business and civic 
1941 at the age of 70, after having 
lived an active, strenuous, and fruit- 
ful life in a new and challenging 
nation. 


REV. JOHN L. WIPF 


Rev. John L. Wipf, of German 
descent, was born on Sept. 2, 1847 in 
Melitopal, Taurien, Russia. At the 
age of 5 years he lost his father 
(Johannes) Wipf. At the age of 9 
he lost his mother. Having no im- 
mediate relatives he and the other 
children were reared and cared for 
by the various families of the com- 
munity who elected to accept them. 
He was fortunate in attending school, 
because of a compulsory school law, 
requiring children to attend until the 
age of 13 years. After the pre- 
requisite schooling he worked 
for Samuel Kleinsasser for his room, 
board and clothing. He finally 
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elected to become a blacksmith and 
served a 3 year apprenticeship. After 
becoming of age, he was able to earn 
a small salary and eventually opened 
his own blacksmith shop. In those 
days, black-smithing was an essential 
occupation in a community. They 
were required to build wagons, plows 
and many other item, items essential 
to the community. 


At the age of 21, he was married 
to a Kleinsasser in Johannesruh, 
Russia, and built himself a home. His 
income was very small, but he studied 
long hours, reading such books and 
papers as became available. The 
Bible and song books were their 
principal source of reading material. 
In time, the village school board, 
recognized his ability and offered 
him the position as school teacher, 
which he gladly accepted. His salary 
was adequate for a frugal life. He 
continued to teach High German until 
his departure for the U. S. A., in 1879. 
During the winter evenings, he also 
taught Russian to those who wished 
to learn it. He gained the confidence 
of the village, and the respect of the 
community to such an extent that 
they called him to the ministry, which 
honor he accepted. 


This community of Germans were 
followers of Menno Simons, the 
founder of the Mennonites. They 
never found much rest in any land 
they inhabited because of their non- 
belief in military service. They had 
remained unmolested and prospered 
for a period of about 100 years under 
a special Charter granted them by 
the Russian government. Under this 
Charter, among other things, they 
were not required to pay taxes nor 
bear arms in the Russian Army. 
When this Charter expired it was 
not renewed This resulted in their 
migration to the U.S.A., to avoid 
military service in the Russian Army. 


Upon their arrival in Dakota, he 
established his home one mile north 
of the present site of Freeman. Like 
all other early settlers he succeeded, 
through preseverance and hardship, 
in continually improving his home 
and community. The early pioneers 
of Freeman greatly valued education. 
Before a public school was erected, 
provisions were made for the edu- 
cation of their children. Among the 
first men to serve as a teacher in the 
public school of Freeman was Rev. 
John L. Wipf. This school was 
erected in the vicinity presently 
known as our city park. Because of 
the many years which he devoted to 
teaching and preaching among his 
people both in Russia and Dakota, he 
was commonly spoken of as “der 
Lehrer” meaning “The Teacher’. It 
should also be noted that he served 
his community as a minister for 30 
years without pay, and discontinued 
only after he had developed chest 
trouble and lost his voice. 


He died on May 6, 1922 at the age 
of 75 and was buried in the cemetery 
besides the church he founded and 
served. As one of the first educators 
and leader and as their first minister, 
he indelibily left his influence upon 
his community.

DRUGGIST J. W. HOFER 


Jacob W. Hofer was born May 17, 
1882 near Emery, S. Dak., son of 
Rev. John D. Hofer and Anna Gross 
Wollmann Hofer. Druggist Hofer 
died Feb. 26, 1958 at the age of 75 
years. He attended State Normal at 
Madison, and Brookings. On April 
16, 1907 he was married to Sarah 
Scott. In 1901 he left for Wishek, N. 
Dak., he was a school teacher for 
several years. He operated and 
owned the Wishek Drug Store Co., 
1905 to 1950, when they made their 
home with their daughter Mrs. Chas. 
Mikes. His wife Sarah preceded him

SILVER LAKE M.B. CHURCH DEDICATED MAY 14 
1961 


An overflow crowd of about 550 persons attended 
the dedication services held Sunday, May 14, at the new 
Silver Lake Mennonite Brethren Church. 


Rev. C. F. Plett Doland, S. Dak., presented the 
dedicatory address. Former pastors, Rev. M. A. Kroe- 
ker, Hillsboro, Kansas, Rev. G. S. Warkentin, Delft, 
Minn., and Rev. John Regehr, Winnipeg, Canada gave 
short talks at the afternoon service. Also on the program 
was the Rev. Franklyn Jost, pastor of the Salem M.B. 
a near by sister church. Rev. M. A. Schellenberg, pastor 
of the church presided at the services. Rev. Robert Vogt, 
Lincoln, Nebraska was the guest speaker at the evening 
service. A lunch was served by the ladies of the 
church to nearly 500 following the afternoon program. 


The newly constructed, Gothic style edifice measures 
36x80 feet with a wing 24x42 feet and has a full base- 
ment. It has a seating capacity of 235 on the main floor 
with an overflow of an additional 125. 


The cost of the structure, complete with individual 
class rooms, baptistry, modern kitchen and dining facili- 
ties amounts to $53,422.78. Various organizations of the 
church—The Ladies Mission Circle, Junior Sunday 
School Department and Home Builders assisted in sup- 
pying numerous needed furnishings. The Youth Fellow- 
ship group has undertaken the purchase of a new Bald- 
win piano. 


6,000 voluntary man hours from the church body of 
125 members greatly reduced the cost of constructing the 
sanctuary. 


Building plans were designed by Max J. Farrell, 
Sioux Falls, and C. A. Unruh, Marion, S. Dak., was the 
general contractor in charge. The building committee 
consisted of chairman, Abe Olfert; secretery, Ben Ratz- 
laff; treasurer, Ferd Thomas; Isaac Unruh, Marvin Buller, 
Leo Deckert and Ed Deckert and Henry Ratzlaff. 


The history of the church dates back to 1881 when 
the first building was constructed at Silver Lake. The 
cost was approximately $400.00 and the size about 18x24. 
This building was removed in 1920, and in its place a new 
larger house of worship was erected. Construction of 
this second church building was started in spring of 
1920, with Peter Fast, Peter L. Thomas and John Kun- 
kel serving as the building committee. The cost of this 
building amounted to about $8,000.00. About $1,000.00 
was contributing in free-will gifts and the remaining 
$7,000.00 were paid by eleven family heads. Completed 
by the fall of 1920 the new structure was dedicated on 
September 4, with Missionary Pankratz of India as the 
dedication speaker.

History 
Mennonite Brethren Church, at Silver Lake 


During the nineteeth century our fore-fathers came 
to South Dakota from Russia. They came mostly for 
religious reasons. As a low German group, they settled 
in the Marion and Parker community in Turner County. 
Seeing the need for organizing a church, a Mennonite 
Brethren Church north of Parker was organized in 1877. 
In 1886 the Silver Lake Church was organized with 40 
members. The Silver Lake Church is a branch from the 
Parker Church, and is located north of Freeman, on U.S. 
Highway 81 opposite the Silver Lake. Since there were 
no church buildings as yet, the first services were held 
in the homes, until 1891 when the first Church at Silver 
Lake was built, and replaced in 1920 by the second 
Church. At present in 1960 a new modern church building 
is being erected. The church at present has a member- 
ship of 140, with 13 Sunday school classes for all ages. 
Six missionaries on foreign fields, and seven out going 
active Pastors have come from this church. There are 
different activities in the church, such as Christian 
Endeavor, Young People’s Meetings, Youth Rallys, Mis- 
sion Circle, Mid-week Prayer Meeting and Bible Study 
for all ages. Daily vacation Bible School, Youth Camp 
Meetings and different Choruses, and projects for Mis- 
sion support. 

The church has had many different Pastors. The 
first pastor was Rev. Henry P. Unruh who came with the 
group from Russia. He was a sincere and faithful pastor 
for many years. Rev. Peter Fast was a Pastor for a 
number of years. Rev. William Bestvater who originally 
came from Russia, he not only served as Pastor but was 
very active in Sunday school, Chorus director, Music 
teacher leader for our young folks. He was the leader 
and organizer of the Dolton Union Church. Rev. Best- 
vater always had a loving word for his Master, and was 
not ashamed to tell others whom he was living for. 

Rev. J. J. Adrian was a faithful Pastor for 35 years, 
until he resigned, due to ill health. Other Pastors were 
Rev. M. A. Kroeker who also came from Russia. Then 
there was Rev. G. S. Warkentine, Rev. Eldo Ratzlaff, 
Rev. John Regehr, Rev. M. A. Schellenberg. 

These faithfull servants of God, were all concerned 
for the welfare of the church, and to help build God’s 
iy eras Rev. M. A. Schellenberg is the present Pastor 
in : 

Ground breaking for a new church building was 
held on Sept 18, 1960, to be built just a little west of the 
present building.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE HURON MISSION 
CHURCH INTERDENOMINATIONAL 


In the year of 1929 we, Rev. and Mrs. Joe E. Wipf 
left Onida, S. Dak., for St. Paul, Minn., to study and 
prepare for the ministry, and in the year of 1933 i 
graduated from the St. Paul Bible School. 


For about two years I did some Mission work in the 
down town area of Minneapolis. For over a year I was 
in charge of a Mission in Minneapolis. Many souls have 
been prayed for and we believe that His word will not 
return void, 
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In the year of 1935 after much prayer where the 
Lord would want us to go and serve Him, it was Huron, 
S. Dak. It was the time when the dust storms were very 
bad in Beadle County, the people had no crop for nearly 
seven years, the only job that was available was a 
Government job, W.P.A. 


We have been trusting in the Lord for a job, and got 
work at the K&K Store in Huron. The following year 
1936, in the month of March we opened a Mission 
and Church work, on main street. Our congregation was 
small to begin with, but the Lord blessed, and our con- 
gregation started to grow, and we had to look around 
for a larger place of worship. In 1942 and 43 we bought 
a lot where we are located at the present time, on which 
we finished the basement part, it was 36x60 feet, where 
we worshiped till 1951. 


Since we were not able to accomodate the people 
down stairs we had to finish the upstairs, which was 
completed in 1951. 


Serving the Lord in one congregation for over 22 
years and our congregation was growing, we felt the 
need of help. As a church we prayed that the Lord 
would direct us to some one that would be able to serve 
us in full time ministry. The Lord answered our prayers 
and we were very fortunate to get the Rev. and Mrs. 
Paul H. Glanzer for our minister, during their serving 
the congregation increased nearly the two-hundred goal, 
the Glanzers are hard workers, they are very good 
workers with the young people and older folks. The Lord 
has been blessing his ministry, many souls have been 
saved and added unto our church. What is my job? I 
am an assistant to Rev. Glanzer, and also teach a large 
Sundhay School class, and taking care of the church, 
much more could be said but the Lord knows. In his 
service we are the Rev. and Mrs. Joe E. Wipf and the 
Rev. and Mrs. Paul H. Glanzer.

BETHESDA CHURCH, HURON S. DAK. 


Various attempts were made to organize the Bethesda 
KMB Church of Huron, S. Dak. One of the earliest meet- 
ings of KMB members was on Feb. 21, 1943 On that 
day, about ten KMB members, met at the home of the 
Rev. Jacob M. Tschetter, to discuss the possibility of 
having their own church in Huron. At that meeting a 
board was elected. Serving on that board were: Jacob 
A. Tschetter, Jacob J. D. Hofer and Paul S. Hofer. It 
was agreed that the group would meet at the home of the 
Rev. Jacob M. Tschetter, the first Sunday of every 
quarter. 


In Sept., of 1943, plans were made to purchase lots 
in North Huron, on which the church could be placed. 
It was discovered that the Conference would be willing 
to assist with finances. On Jan. 2, 1944, it was agreed 
that the Rev. J. M. Tschetter, should purchase the lots. 


At a meeting of the interested people on Sept. 1, 1944, 
it was moved that regular Sunday services be held every 
Sunday, with the worship Service to begin at 10:30 a.m. 
It was also agreed that the Rev. Jacob M. Tschetter serve 
as leader of the group for the time being. Thus far the 
meetings were still held in private homes. 
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REV. RUEBEN DIRKS 


The Rev. D. J. S. Mendel, was delegated by the 
group, at a meeting held Oct. 10, 1944, to represent the 
group at the KMB Convention that fall. He was to 
present their desire to be recognized as a Conference 
Church 

The Bethesda Sunday School had its beginning at a 
meeting on Sept. 1, 1945. It was decided that the Sunday 
School should begin at 10:00 a.m., and last untii 11:00 a.m. 
Mr. John S. Waldner was elected to serve as the first 
Superintendent. Vacation Bible School was the next 
step. On April 28, 1946, it was agreed that Mr. John 8. 
Waldner, the Superintendant, would arrange for VBS 
that year. The first pastor to serve the Bethesda 
Church, was the Rev. Albert M. Schmidt, who took over 
the leadership of the Church on Sept. 1, 1946. 

Bethesda was not formally organized until February 15, 
1947, when 24 members signed the church record. 


Rev. Albert M. Schmidt served the church until the 
fall of 1949, when Rev. Peter G. Hofer was called upon 
to serve. Rev. Hofer served as pastor until the fall of 
1954. The present pastor, Rueben Dirks assumed the 
leadership of the church in October of 1954, and is still 
serving in that capacity in 1960.

HISTORY OF THE HUTTERDORF CHURCH 


In the year 1874 our people migrated from Russia 
to America. The church, Hutterdorf, derived it’s name 
from a village in Russia. The people moved out of 
villages or “Dorfs” as they called them in Russia. So all 
the churches received their name from the village from 
which they moved. 


Among the people who came were two ministers, 
Rev. William Tschetter and Rev. David Waldner, who 
were preaching at that time. At first when they came 
here there were no churches, so the services were held 
in the various homes. The number of families that were 
represented were about eleven. : 


Rev. William Tschetter was born cn November 30, 
1830 and died on May 30, 1913 near Freeman at the age 
of 83. He served as minister for 32 years indulging his 
ministry in Russia. Rev. David Waldner’s record of 
ministry, served at the same time, was not available. 
These two ministers were therefore the first ministers 
of the Hutterdorf Church. They conducted services in 
the homes for nearly six or seven years. 


In the year 1880 the first school house was built. 
From then on the services were held in the school house. 
Here they worshipped for about twenty years, 


The present church was erected in the year 1901. 
The building committee consisted of David J. Mendel, 
George D. Hofer, and Paul Stahl Sr. The sum of money 
needed to build it was about $1700.00. This sum was 
collected by volunteer offering. 


The church has followed the principal of choosing 
the ministers from their own ranks. In the year of 1879 
Rev. John Hofer and Rev. Elias Wipf were elected as 
ministers. They served together for a long time. Rev. 
John Hofer was born December 18, 1844 and died October 
31, 1916. He served the Hutterdorf Church thirty-seven

years. After Elias Wipf died, Rev. Hofer served for six 
years alone. Rev. Elias Wipf was born January 1, 1852 
end died July 27, 1910. His grandmother was Anna 
Sehrag Waldner. He was ordained to the ministry by 
Rev. Joseph Kaufman. He served the Hutterdorf con- 
gregation for twenty-three years. 


Inquiry revealed the following story as to who 
Anna Schrag was. Three Swiss sisters—namely Anna, 
Kathryn, and Mary Schrag married young men of the 
Hutter group. They were sisters to Professor Benj. P. 
Waltner’s grandmother. Kathryn Schrag was married to 
Joe Waldner, Anna to George Waldner, and Mary to 
Rev. John L. Wipf’s grandfather. 


After their husbands died Kathryn Schrag went 
back to the Swiss people again, put Mary and Anna 
didn’t. Anna Schrag was J. J. Mendel’s wifes great- 
grandmother. 


The Hutterdorf Sunday School was organized in 1912 
by David J. Mendel. He was instrumental in starting 
the Sunday School, and also was the first teacher. John 
J. Gross also was one of the teachers. “Biblische Gesh- 
cite” were used the first few years. Later on the Sunday 
School quarterlys were adopted. The following persons 
served as Sunday School superintendents, John J. Gross, 
Jacob G. Hofer, Jacob E. Wipf, George G .Hofer, Mike 
J. Stahl, and Edna Stahl. 


Our church is a member of the Northern District 
Conference but not of the General Conference. Our 
mission offerings are divided 4% for home missions and 
°4 for foreign missions. We have two offerings every 
Sunday. One offering in our Sunday School, and one in 
the worship hour. The last year (1958) offering in our 
Sunday School amounted to $410.06 and was sent to 
“World Vision” to Dr. Bob Pierce in Korea for orphan 
support. Some is sent to “Pioneer Gospel Mission”, Rev. 
Erwin Wedel director. “Go Ye Mission” Rev. Homer 
Moutlet director. “Sudon Interior Mission” and many 
others. Also to Northern District evangelization com- 
mittee and to India, China, Africa, through the General 
Conference Treasury, and Prisoners Bible Broadcast, Don 
Gilbert, Evangelist. 


Besides our weekly Sunday offerings, we have a 
Mission and Harvest Festival every fall. As often as the 
meat canning for the hungry across the sea is canning, 
our church always takes part in donations. Our church 
has furnished two rooms in our local “Home for Aged”, 
and also one room in our Community Hospital. 


Many Sunday School teachers, and church workers, 
two nurses, and one preacher of the Gospel have gone out 
from our church. 


Since 1917 Rev. Peter J. Stahhl is serving the Hut- 
terdorf Church. The ministers before Rev. Stahl had 
received no salaries. Rev. Stahl is only receiving a small 
salary, thereby had to work out all these years to support 
himself. He has served the Hutterderf Church over 42 
years. 


BETHEL MENNONITE CHURCH 
Marion, South Dakota 


CHURCH BUILT IN 1920 


The Bethel Mennonite Church of Marion, S. Dak., 
is located four miles west and one half miles north of the 
city of Marion, S. Dak. 

This congregation had its beginning when a number 
of families living northeast of Dolton, gathered in the 
home of Karl Ortmann for their worship services. 

Then after the West Vermillion District 71 school 
was built in 1883, located three miles east of the town of 
Dolton, this school served as their place of worship until 
the first church building was built in 1892. 

Various ministers from neighboring churches con- 
ducted the services in the school house. Names of mini- 
sters such as Christian Kaufman, Peter Becker, Jacob 
Schultz and Benjamin Becker and also others could be 
mentioned. I presume it could also be stated that even 
David Goerz of Newton, Kansas spoke in the above 
mentioned school house in behalf of Bethel College, 
Newton, Kansas.

The first church was dedicated in December 4, 1892. 
Elder H. H. Regier of Mt. Lake, Minn., was the officiating 
minister at this occasion. 

The group attending the Bethel Church were mem- 
bers of the Salem-Zion Church located 10 mlies south of 
the Bethel Church. At that time this driving distance 
made it impossible for these people to attend church 
services hence this Bethel Church was built. 

_ Various preachers other than those from the Salem- 
Zion Church served this notherly group. Here again 
names of preachers can be listed such as Christian Kauf- 
man, Christian Mueller, Joseph Kaufman and later Al- 
fred P. Waltner, John J. A. Schrag from the Salem-Zion 
Church. Derk P. Tieszen, H. H. Berg Sr., Abraham 
Willems, Dietrich Engbrecht, David P. Tieszen from the 
Bethesda Church. Peter Becker, Benjamin Becker, Karl 
Schartner, Friedrich Schartner and Jacob F. Schartner

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from the Becker Church. Should possibly state that these 
ministers preached here on an arranged schedule. As the 
years went on the surviving ministers of the Salem-Zion 
Church, Rev. Alfred Waltner and Rev. John J. A. Schrag 
submitted their resignation in the spring of 1917. The 
Bethel Church then organized itself into an independent 
body with Rev. Jacob A. Tieszen as their pastor. 


The second church was built in 1919-1920, dedicated 
August 1, 1920 with Elder H. H. Regier from Mt. Lake, 
Minnesota again having charge of the dedicatory ser- 
ices. Rev. Jacob A. Tieszen was ordained as elder at 
this time and continued to serve this church until the 
close of the year 1949. 


Those who served this church since then were: Glenn 
Epp, Henderson, Nebr.; Rev. Henry J. Brown, Freeman; 
Harris Waltner, Marion; Rev. Harold D. Thieszen, Hen- 
derson, Nebr. Those above mentioned ministers only 
served short periods of time until our present minister 
Rev. Ralph Graber, Marion, S. Dak., began his term of 
service June 1, 1956. Present membership is 66. 


The Bethel Church was accepted into the Northern 
District Conference in 1917 and into the General Con- 
ference Mennonite Church in 1950. 


In matter concerning the Sunday School it can be 
said that attempts were made to organize one in the 
school house previously mentioned but due to the small- 
ness of the building and other circumstances it did not 
work satisfactorily so it was discontinued. Friedrich 
Ortman had been elected superintendent. After the first 
church was built the Sunday School began to function 
with John Schroeder as the leader. 

A Women’s Mission Society was organized in Nov. 
of 1950 and is an active organization of the church. 

There were several who received the call to prepare 
for Christian service, among them we might mention 
the following persons; August Ewert, Albert Ewert, 
Arthur Ortman, Marvin H. Ewert, Milton H. Ewert, also 
Josephine Ewert Norton and Adolphine Ewert. Four of 
the young women finished nurses training namely 
Verna Ewert Hellman, Othielia Ewert Fransen, Amanda 
Ewert Nickel, and Wilma Epp. Several others took the 
vocation of public school teaching. 


Anna and Adeline Ortmann with the aid of their 


father now deceased, turned their home into a nursing 
home for the Aged and Needy. 


Our prayer is that God will continue to bless the 
work of this Church, that it may grow and souls be won 
for Christ. 


UNITED MISSIONARY CHURCH 
Bridgewater, South Dakota 


UNITED MISSIONARY CHURCH, BRIDGEWATER, S. DAK. 


Since the church was very missionary minded it was 
decided to drop the word Mennonite and change it to the 
name it now bears, namely “United Missionary Church” and 
this way save much confusion even for our Missionaries that 
we send to foreign countries. 


For thirty years this congregation worshipped in the 


“Union Church” in Dolten, South Dakota. 


In 1956 God in a miraculous way led the congregation to 
purchase their own building located on main street in Bridge- 
water, S. Dak. April 22, 1956 the church had its “Grand 
Opening” with Rev. J. T. Hoskins, the District Superintendent 
as the main speaker. 


During the 33 years of its existence, the following preachers 
have ministered: Rev. Ed S. Tschetter, Rev. P. E. Compton, 
Rev. Wm. J. Wiens, Rev. Eunice Manning, Rev. Julia Ronne, 
Rev. Kenneth Robinson, Rev. Loyal Thorton, Rev. Solomon 
Walter, Rev. Marvin Engbrecht, Rev. Erivin A. Pollman, Rev. 
Raymond Butterfield the pastor at the present time. 


In the community of Dolton, S. Dak., there was a small 
group of people that heard and accepted the light on “Holiness” 
and with an urgent desire that the full Gospel should be 
preached in this vicinity the group met on May 26, 1926 with 
Rev. A. W. Barbezet in charge to organize the “Mennonite 
Brethren in Christ” Church, Rev. Ed S. Tschetter being the 
first pastor. 


Some of the charter members are as follows: Leonard 
Schroeder, Leonard Unruh, Katie Adrian, Marie Dick, Ruth 
Feuerhelm, J. T. Schroeder, Albert Schimkat, Ed S. Tschetter, 
Maude Feuerhelm, John H. Dirks, Ella Groenewald, Arthur 
Groenewald. 


Later they found that there were so many different Menno- 
nite groups that we were being continually confused. Con- 
sequently at a Conference held in Potsdam, Ohio, on November 
10, 1947 it was deemed wise to change the name.

The Neu Hutterthal Mennonite Church located some ten miles South- 
west of Bridgewater, S. Dak., whose original members migrated from Russia 
in the years of 1870 to 1880. Their worship services in the years of 1874 to 
1880 were conducted in the homes. Then during the years of 1880 to 1888 
they met in country school houses for worship. The first Church building 


was built in 1888 which served the purpose until it was remodeled in 1952- E 

1953. The Sunday School had its beginning in the year of 1908 when they REV. ALBERT EWERT 
met in the afternoon and in the year of 1912 changed the time to the fore- Pastor 

noon. Christian Endeavor was organized in 1923. As time went on and e 


the church developed Daily Vacation Bible School was added in the year 
of 1946. The Willing Workers Mission Society had its beginning in the year 
of 1955. The leaders that served the Church during these years are: Paul 
Tschetter, 1874-1919; John D. Hofer, 1884-1914; David J. Wipf, 1910-1937; 
Paul J. Tschetter, 1910-1945; Albert Ewert, 1947-1961 and present pastor. 


In 1947 the church bought a residence in 
Bridgewater for a parsonage and then in 
1958 it was sold and a new parsonage was 
built, located in the city limits of Bridge- 
water. At the present time the church 
membership is 150.

The beginning of Bethel Church dates back to Sept. 
of 1902, when five families moved from Hutchinson Coun- 
ty to Milford Township in Beadle County. These families 
included those of the Rev. John Z. Kleinsasser, John A. 
Kleinsasser, Andrew A. Kleinsasser, Paul Stahl, Sr., and 
John L. Hofer. Several of these had been members of the 
Salem Church in Hutchinson County. Of these, only Mr. 
and Mrs. John A. Kleinsasser still attend Bethel church. 
Even they have not lived in the community continuosly 
since 1902. 


During the winter and spring of 1902-1903, several 
more families moved into the neighborhood. These in- 
cluded Isaac Tschetter, Sr.. Andrew A. Decker, and 
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REY. AND MRS. LAVERNE HOFER AND FAMILY

Joshua Stahl, Sr. Although the group had Sunday meet- 
ings in various homes almost from the start, it was not 
until 1904 that the church was organizing a church and 
Sunday School. The organization was very simple. Rev. 
John Z. Kleinsasser was the minister and John A. Klein- 
sasser the Sunday School teacher. No trustees or other 
officers were necessary. 

It is significant that the Rev. Peter A. Wiebe stressed 
the importance of keeping records of all tne proceedings 
in the early church. This advice was not well followed; 
it is difficult to get complete information about many of 
the events that took place. 

The first building was erected in 1904 and dedicated 
in October of that year. The site was two and one-half

miles north of the present church. There were no 
donations of labor and money. It seems that the 
pastor built and paid for the church himself. 

The first baptism service was observed In May of 
1904. Six persons joined the church. These were baptized 
by Rev. Wiebe. It is evident that Rev. Peter Wiebe had 
quite an influence on the development of the young 
comunity. He early exerted his influence in the field of 
education. In 1906 a two-story building with full base- 
ment was erected on the church ground for use as a 
community boarding school. It costs about $4,000 and 
money was donated by people of the community. The 
pupils and teacher lived in the school. A one-room grade 
school was maintained for three years. Peter Wiebe, Jr., 
taught during the first term, and John S. Tschetter, pre- 
sently a medical doctor in Huron taught the second year. 

In 1908 Mr. and Mrs. Ludwig Hohm and Mr. and 
Mrs. Jake T. Hofer moved on farms in Liberty township 
where a “Tschetter” community developed during the 
next few years. 


In 1910 the Kleinsasser families and others sold a 
large block of land to a Hutterian colony and under the 
leadership of Rev. Kleinsasser moved to California where 
subsequently Zion Church was organized. The church 
and school buildings were included in the sale of the 
land and the donors to the school building fund were 
repaid the amounts of tne suscriptions. Later the church 
building was resold to the Ebenezer Church of Doland and 
was moved there. During the winter and spring of 1910, 
Jake Z. Kleinsasser, son of the first pastor, was hired 
to erect a church building where Bethel now stands. This 
building is presently known as the west annex to the 
present structure. 

Bethel Church has not had many pastors during the 
54 years of its existence. Those who served from the 
pulpit must be placed in various categories. The present 
pastor, Rev. George L. Classen, has resigned effective in 
the summer of 1960. The church has called the Rev. 
LaVerne W. Hofer, Omaha, Nebraska, to continue the 
pastoral leadership of the church. 


FAIRFIELD BETHEL CHURCH 
Hitchcock, South Dakota 


In the year of 1921 the congregation of the Hutter- 
thal Church, Beadie County, S. Dak., decided to con- 
centrate their efforts in three areas, rather than to 
remain a single church serving Mennonites over a vast 
area. One churen was to be built in Spink County, one 
close to the Fairfield school in Beadle County, and those 
remaining as the Hutterthal Church were to relocate east 
of the old church building. Before the basement church 
va built, the Fairfield No. 4 school served as a meeting 
place. 


On July 13, 1927, the following brethren met for the 
purpose of organizing: Peter W. Tschetter, Mike P. Woll- 
man, John T. Hofer, Jacob M. Wipf Jr., Sam K. Wipf, 
Peter S. Tschetter, John J. B. Hofer, John J. C. Gross, 
Paul K. Kleinsasser, and Joseph M. Welter. 


Brother P. P. Tschetter was appointed chairman, and 
Brother P. W. Tschetter as secretary. The following 
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trustees were elected: Sam K. Wipf, Peter S. Tschetter, 
John J. B. Hofer,. Rev. P. P. Tschetter was the upholding 
minister. 


We are grateful for the supply ministers who assisted 
our church during the absences of regular pastors. 
Ministers who have served the church include: Rev. 
Frank Harder 1942 to 1946, Rev. Isaac Derksen 1947 to 
a, and Rev. Wm. H. Dahlenburg 1952 to the present 
ime. 


In 1956 a church building was constructed at the 
basement site. Dedication services were held in October 
of that year.

CHURCH OF GOD 
Marion, South Dakota 


Dedication services for the new church building of the First Church Of 
God was Sunday, November 24, 1958 with three special services. 


Speaker at the morning service, at 10:00 o’clock was the Rev. L. D. 
Beach of Sioux Falls. Dedicatory services were held in the afternoon at 
2:15 at which the Rev. Ralph V. Hatch, Brookings-was the speaker. 


Evening service started at 7:30. This program was musical with special 
numbers presented by the different churches of the community. Rev. Hatch 
was also the speaker at this service. A noon dinner was served by the 
ladies of the church 


Ground breaking ceremonies for this fine church were held last March 
17th and after months of work this new building is being dedicated as a 
house of worship for the congregation. The brick structure located on the 
north end of the main street is 40x90 ft. with a side wing enterence of 12x32, 
was built at a cost of approximately $58,500.00. 


The Church had its beginning in 1896 when worship service were held in 
homes. In 1905 land was donated one mile north and one mile west of 
Marion where the first building for worship was erected. The church was 
enlarged and remodeled in 1940 and again in 1946 but the growing congrega- 
tion necessitated a larger place and it was decided to build the new church 
in Marion. The first building served as a house of worship for 52 years. 


Here are the names of the ministers who have served this church over 
the years: Peter Goerz 1900 to 1913, Henry J. K. Goerz 1913 to 1915, Gotlieb 
Arbeiter 1915 to 1927, Karl Gieser 11 months, M. B. Brown, George Krocker 
1927 to 1929, Karl Arbeiter 1934 to 1939 and 1941 to 1943, R. E. Reeder 1939 
to 1941, William Ayotte 1943 to 1950, Walter M. Dotty 1950 to 1955, and the 
present minister is Rev. W. S. Tellinguisen in the year of 1961. 
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EMMANUEL MENNONITE CHURCH 
Onida, South Dakota 


The new Emmanuel Mennonite 
church was publicly dedicated at a 
special service at 2:30 p.m., June 26, 
in the new building. Norman Lewis, 
missionary to South America, gave 
the dedication address and he spoke 
at the morning and evening services 
also. 


The ground breaking ceremony 
was held August 22, 1959. On May 
22, 1960 nine months later, a church 
family Dedication service was held. 
This was the first service held in the 
new church building. 


The new structure is 80x40 feet 
with a 32x40-foot Sunday school 
wing in which there are 15 possible 
Sunday school rooms on the first 
floor and basement. The worship 
area has a seating capacity of over 
300. . 


The sanctuary has a color scheme 
of blue and white with blond wood- 
work. At the head of the sanctuary | 
there is a cross made of glass blocks 

: which extend through the wall to 
Rev. and Mrs. Robert Radke let light pass through. The pulpit | 
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was given in memory of Mrs. John 
J. Hofer, and the communion table 
in memory of Martin McGuire. 


A nursery is located at the rear of 
the sanctuary. It is equipped with 
cribs and chairs for the convenience 
of mothers and children. Speakers 
have been installed so that mothers 
will not miss any of the services. 


A basement, extending under the 
Sunday school wing as well as the 
church proper, has a capacity of over 
200 diners. The basement kitchen 
has been equipped with modern faci- 
lities. 


Construction costs of the building, 
equipment and furnishings ran over 
$70,000.00. This figure does not in- 
clude the many hours of voluntary 


labor by members of the congrega- 
tion and friends of the church. 


The church was designed to be 
beautiful, yet simple. The congre- 
gation strived to create a building 
ae adequate facilities at minimum 
cost. 


The local Emmanuel Mennonite 
Church was begun in the years 
prior to 1920 when a group of 
German farmers and their families 
moved from Hutchinson and Beadle 
Counties to Sully County. Since they 
had no church building, they started 
regular worship in the Buffalo Town- 
ship schoolhouse in 1919. 


In the fall of 1920 the congregation 
decided to build their own church 
building. With the help of church

members, the frame structure was 
built six miles east of Onida. This 
building served the congregation un- 
til the new building was completed. 


The first regular pastor to serve 
the church was the Rev. D. J. S. 
Mendel of Kansas who served until 
1935. A five year period in which 
there was no regular pastor followed. 
The Rev. Edwin F. Walter was pastor 
from 1940 to 1953. During these 13 
years church membership rose from 
44 to 113. The Rev. Eli L. Hofer 
served the church from 1953 to 1958. 
The Rev. Robert W. Radke, the pre- 
sent pastor, was installed August 29, 
1959. During the intervals in which 
there was no regular pastor, guest 
speakers and local laymen conducted 
the services. 


MOUNT OLIVET MENNONITE CHURCH, HURON 


The Mount Olivet Mennonite Church has now passed 


its tenth year since the date of organization. These have 
been years of blessing, years of spiritual victories won. 
They have been years of progress augmented by the 
deepening effects of occasional shadows. In them all can 
be seen the sovern hand of God, guiding, molding and 
shaping a vessel of His own choosing. 


We want to step aside this evening and recall again 
to our minds some of the events of these years. 


The Mount Olivet Mennonite Church was organized 
on July 17, 1945 after several years of planning prayer 
and hard work. Interest for a church in Huron was 
aroused by Rev. Jacob W. Kleinsasser in 1942 when he 
presented the need for such a church to the Northern 
District Conference. The Evangelization Board of the 
Conference then designated Rev. Alfred P. Waltner, Rev. 
Jacob A. Friesen and Rev. Jacob Tieszen to investigate 
the advisability of establishing a church in the city of 
Huron. After investigation the Evangelization Board 
asked Rev. Jacob A. Friesen to start the work. 


A suitable building was found at Frankfort, S. Dak., 
that had at one time been a Congregational Church but

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now belonged to the Wesleyan Methodist Church. The 
church building was then purchased with Conference 
funds. In the summer and fall of 1944 the basement and 
foundation for the church were completed, but the mov- 
ing of the church was delayed until March 1945. After 
its location on the basement and foundation, much work 
was done by interested friends to ready the church for 
use. Pews for the church were donated by the Bethel 
Mennonite Church of Mountain Lake, Minn. 


On June 17, 1945 the Mt. Olivet Mennonite Church 
was dedicated to the Lord. For many people this was a 
happy accasion. They could now worship in a church 
building of their own. Rev. John Esau, was the speaker 
for the morning service. There was a afternoon and 
evening service also. 


The following people signed the paper signifying 
their desire to become charter members: Mr. and Mrs. 
Joe S. M. Hofer, Mr. and Mrs. John J. C. Gross, Mr. and 
Mrs. Eli Tschetter, Mr. and Mrs. Joe I. Tschetter, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jacob E. Walter, Mr. and Mrs. John J. A. Hofer, 
Mr. and Mrs. David P. Wipf, Mr. and Mrs. Jacob A. 
Friesen, Miss Dorothy Tschetter. 


Rev. Jacob A. Friesen, who later was installed as 
pastor presided at the meeting. The passage of Scripture 
read by Rev. Friesen to open the meeting was Colossians 
3:1-10. Dorothy Tschettter served as secretary. The 
first officers were John J. C. Gross, deacon; Eli Tschetter, 
Joe I. Tschetter and Jake Walters, trustees. Another 
meeting was held on July 24 when further details of 
organization were taken up. 


On August 28, 1945 the constitution, which had been 
drawn up by the board, was presented to the church 
members for their approval. This constitution was ac- 
cepted and remained in force until January of 1948, when 
it was changed somewhat and improvements were made. 


Rev. Jacob A. Friesen served the church from June 
16, 1945 to January 1946, when he was forced to leave 
because of illness. Rev. Alfred Regier then accepted the 
position as pastor from September 1, 1946 to August 29, 
1949, when he accepted another pastorate at Los Angeles, 
California. He was replaced by Rev. B. J. Nickel, a form- 
er missionary to South America. He served the church 
until May, 1954 when he left to take up work at the 
Minfield Children’s Home in Auke Bay, Alaska. Rev. 
Vernon Buller, the present pastor served since July, 1954. 


During the short histery of the church several mile 
stones have been reached which have marked the pro- 
gress of the church. On July 1947 the church discontinued 
the financial help received from the Evangelization 
board of the Northern District Conference and thus 
became self-supporting. This was a step of faith which 
God has honored in supplying abundantly the material 
needs of the church. 


In August, 1946 the church purchased a house for 
a parsonage. In June, 1947 a cemetery plot was pur- 
chased. During the past few years several projects of 
church improvements have been carried out. The in- 
terior of the church has been refinished and redecorated, 
a tile floor was laid, a nursery room was also added, new 
pews were purchased. These improvements have marked 
a steady forward movement of the church. All of these 
steps of faith have led to a greater project which is now 
in progress. At the annual Business meeting of this year 
the church adopted the beginning of a building program. 
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As problems and challenges were met the project grew 
from plans to remodel, to plans for a new church struc- 
ture. The present building and grounds have been sold 
and a new location is being purchased. If everything 
goes according to schedule the new building should be 
ready for use within a year’s time. 


On the Spiritual side the church has also experienced 
substantial progress. Church membership and attendance 
has steadily increased. At present 80 members are en- 
rolled. Sunday school enrollment has reached the 179 
mark. Average yearly attendance since 1950 is as fol- 
lows: 1950 — 84, 1951 — 101, 1952 — 118, 1953 — 131, 
1954 — 144. The first six months of 155 showed a 
Sunday school average attendance of 160. This average 
has dropped a bit during the summer months. 


On January 1, 1955, the Church voted to begin a 
building program. A basement addition 43’ by 36’ was 
proposed, On January 14, a building committee was ap- 
pointed: Joe S. M. Hofer, Eli Tschetter and Jacob Wal- 
ters. On June 27 the Church voted to give up the plan 
to enlarge the old structure and to build a new church. 
New lots on the corner of 6th and Lincoln were purchased 
on October 6. 


Then in 1956 a ground breaking service was held 
on April lst. On August 8 the old church was vacated. 
August 19, first service in the new church basement. The 
parsonage was nearly completed and occupied in Sep- 
tember. On June 14, 1959 the Dedication of the com- 
pleted building was observed. 


Dedication services of the Mount Olivet Church were 
on June 14, 1959. The morning speaker was Rev. A. C. 
Schultz, pastor of the Gospel Mennonite Church of Mt. 
Lake, Minn. He also brought the afternoon Dedication 
Message, and again the evening service worship hour. 


Another indication of spiritual growth is a greater 
interest in missions. The church now carries partial sup- 
port of five missionaries. A Ladies Missionary Fellow- 
ship was also organized in March of this year with Mrs. 
Anna T. Tschetter as its president. This organization is 
making a real contribution to the spiritual growth of the 
church. 


Spiritual fruit is also evident in the fact that one of 
our members, Don Tschetter, has now completed college 
and seminary training and has entered full time Christian 
peEvics as teacher in the Berean Bible Academy of Elbing, 

ansas. 


Many spiritual victories have been won during these 
years. God has spoken in various ways. Revival bless- 
ing has repeatedly visited the church. During the last 
year God has also spoken in the “Homegoing” of two 
faithful workers in the church, Mrs. Otto Schnieder and 
Mrs. Joe P. Tschetter. 


Certainly we must say with Samuel—‘“Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped us” and with the Psalmist—“The 
Lord hath done great things for us; whereof we are 
glad.” But let us also be reminded that in the same 
chapter the Psalmist throws out this challenge to those 
for whom the Lord hath done great things: “He hath 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing precious seed, shall 
Se come again with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
wi im.” 


Present membership in 1960 is 105 with an enrell- 
ment of 179 in the Sunday School Department.

History of the Emanuel Church, Doland, South Dakota 


In the year 1921 the congregation of the Hutterthal 
Church, Beadle County, S. Dak., decided to concentrate 
their efforts in three areas, rather than to remain a single 
Church serving Mennonites over a vast area. One church 
was to be built in Spink County, one close to the Fairfield 
School in Beadle County and those remaining as the 
Hutterthal Church were to relocate east of the old church 
building. The Emmanuel Mennonite Church, Spink 
County was organized in the spring of 1921 with 36 mem- 
bers, under the leadership of Rev. J. W. Kleinsasser. 


A committee was elected to plan a new building and 
to bring it to completion. The following served on this 
committee: Rev. J. W. Kleinsasser, President; David D. 
Waldner, Vice President; Joe T. Tschetter, Treasurer; 
John A. Hofer, Sam J. Tschetter and Paul B. Mendel, 
Property; including land for a cemetery, was purchased. 

The building was constructed and dedication service 
held on June 11, 1922. 


During the year 1946 one of the young couples Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward Tschetter (Angeline Hofer) were ac- 
cepted by the Gospel Missionary Union to do mission- 
ary work in Africa. They were ordained January 5, 1947 
by Rev. Frank Lowen. The congregation realizing that 
God had called them, held a farewell service and sent 
forth with prayer and full financial support. They sailed 
for Africa on January 21, 1947. They are serving their 
third term, have three children of school age now and 
are still fully supported by their church. 


The churches interest in mission grew since then. 
The church has part support in Mexican work along the 
Mexican border by Rev. Leonard Hanes. In Jackson, 
Mississippi among the negros the work is carried on by 
a negro worker, Mrs. Oline White. 


Rev. Aron Jnett has part support for the work in 
Panama. Rev. Delmar Stevens supported by the S. S. 
works in Eithopia in Africa. $25.00 per month goes for 
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REV. WILBUR SCHMIDT 


Jewish work. $35.00 per month goes to Leprosy mission. 
A substantial amount goes for Christian literature to 
Africa, India, South Rhodesia. At present the church 
has a building project for a new parsonage for the church. 


The church was host to the 54th Session of the 
Northern District Conference, during the summer of 


1947.

Ministers that have served this congregation are; 
Rev. J. W. Kleinsasser 1922 to 1936, Rev. Jacob A. Friesen 
1936 to 1945, Missionary Elmer Dick, who served as in- 
terim pastor during the months of June and July 1945; 
Rev. Frank Loewen 1945 to 1949, Rev. Lymon Sprunger 
1949 to 1953, Rev. Paul Quenzer 1954 to 1958, Rev. Elbert 
P. Wipf served during the summer of 1957 during the 
illness of Rev. Paul Quenzer. Rev. Wilbur Schmidt 1958 
began his ministry here and is now the present pastor 
in 1960. There are 90 members of the church today.

Salem K. M. B. Church was organized in 1884. Meet- 
ings were held at Silver Lake November 12, 1886, with 
Dieterich Goosen and John Tschetter elected as ministers 
of the group. The meetings were held in a school house 
near the present site. In 1888 a Sunday School was 
organized by Jacob A. Wiebe. These Sunday Schools 
were held in the afternoon, divided into two classes, 
adult and junior class.

It was in the year of 1902 that several families, most of them members 
of the Hutterthal (named after their village in Russia) Mennonite Church 
from north-west of Freeman, moved to Beadle County, South Dakota to 
establish new homes. To begin with their worship services were held in 
various homes and later on in school houses. However, the people soon 
realized the necessity of organizing a church of their own faith. 


In 1906 a church building was purchased from a Presbyterian group of 
believers. (This congregation dissolved because a drought had caused most 
of the members to move to different localities.) It was in this same year that 
the Hutterthal Mennonite Church was incorporated, located in Lake Byron 
Township, in Beadle County, South Dakota, with the following named per- 
sons as the trustees: Joseph M. Hofer, Isaac Tschetter, Zacharias Klein- 
sasser, and George Gross. This church building (with some remodeling) 
served the congregation until 1949. 


With more “-nd more families coming into the community. the need for 
a Sunday School was soon realized. A Sunday School was then organized 
with Brother Matt J. Hofer as superintendent. Brother Hofer served in that 
capacity until about 1950. 


In 1926, a Christian Endeavor Society was organized. Members of that 
society render a program to the church once every month. With the church 
becoming more and more mission minded the ladies of the church organized 
a Women’s Mission Society known as the “Christian Helping Hands”. That 
group meets once a month and contributes much to the missionary aspect cf 
the church. 


Due to the increase in church membership, the construction of a new 
church building was begun in 1948. A year later this new structure with a 
seating capacity of about 300 people was completed and dedicated to the 
Lord on May 9, 1949. Most of the labor had been donated by the members 
of the church. 


The church is a member of the Northen District Conference Mennonite 
Church. 


The following ministers have served the Hutterthal Mennonite Church; 
Joseph Hofer Sr., Elias Wipf, Jacob W. Kleinsasser, Joseph Hofer Jr., Paul 
J. R. Hofer and Edward Duerksen. The present pastor, Paul F. Goosen has 
been serving since December 1, 1959.

History of the Ebenezer M.B. Church, Doland, South Dakota 
I Samuel 7:12—Ebenezer, saying, Hitherto hath the Lord helped us. 


It was on October 26th 1919, when the Rev. Jacob J. 
Hofer bade farewell to his many brethren and sisters in 
Christ at the Salem Church near Bridgewater and moved 
to a farm near Doland, S. Dak. No doubt it was rather 
a sad departure because Rev. Hofer had served this 
church as minister for at least twenty years and had a 
large circle of friends who loved him dearly. 


First Church Service Held 


The first church service held was on November 23, 
1919, the first services were held in what is known as 
the Irving Church. This was a community church and 
permission to use it without pay was granted. The church 
was located just two miles from the present church. At 
this first service seven families were in attendance. 

The Rev. John Tschetter from the Bethel Church 
near Yale was the first visitor at these services and spent 
the Christmas holidays in the community. He preached 
several inspiring sermons. Rev. Peter Nickel from Okla., 
was the first evangelist who stopped to visit this new 
group. 

On January 4, 1920, the first Sunday School lessons 
were discussed. 


The Church Organized 


The following March several more families from 
Freeman moved into the community and attend church. 
It was found necessary to organize. The first business 
meeting was held March 14, 1920. The following were 
elected to office: Deacon Joseph Wurz Sr., Secretary 
John D. Waldner. The Sunday School was also organi- 


zed with Jacob A. Hofer as Superintendent. Joe D. Gross 
was teacher for the men, John B. Wipf for the women, 
and Joe H. Wurz for the children. 


Name Selected 


The name Ebenezer was given to this newly organi- 
zed church. This portion of Scripture is taken from I 
Samuel 7:12 “Hitherto Hath the Lord helped us.” The 
group felt that this was the very appropriate name for 
this church, meaning that God had helped so faithfully 
thus far and without their trust in Him this newly organi- 
zed church could never thrive. 

The first revival meetings were held by Rev. David 
J.S. Mendel and Rev. Sam J. R. Hofer in December 1920. 

It was at revival meetings conducted by Rev. Frank 
V. Wiebe in February 1921, that a large revival took 
place. Many took their stand for Christ and the following 
June nineteen souls were baptized and received into 
membership. I would also like to mention at this time 
that Jake H. Mendel from Freeman gave instruction in 
music for two winters. This added much to the blessings 
for those who were instructed. The people of Ebenezer 
were drawn closer to God through music. 

The Rev. Mathias Kleinsasser of Frankfort, who had 
lived in the comunity prior to this time, joined the group 
and ably assisted in the ministry. Brother Kleinsasser 
died in December 1926, and was the first member to be 
buried from this church. 

_ Much credit must be given to a Lutheran family who 

lived in the community. Mrs. Fred Albrecht and her 
danghter Mamie helped in the church as serving as 
organists. 


NOTE:— In 1961 the K.M.B. Conference merged with 
the Mennonite Brethren, so the name of this church was 
changed to Ebenezer Mennonite Brethren Church. 
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Church Building Purchased 
_ On October 8, 1922, a church building was bought. 
This church was located near Yale, S. Dak., at that time. 
It was known as the Kleinsasser Church. The father of 
Rev. J. J. Kleinsasser who is pastor of the Salem church 
now, used this building for preaching and teaching. 
After considerable remodeling the church was ready 
for occupancy, and was dedicated on June 17, 1923. The 
remodeling included a basement. The basement was 
used and still is, for Sunday School classes and a lunch 
room. For a number of years church services were held 
Sunday mornings and after a light lunch at noon the 
Sunday School sessions were held. Turns were taken by 
the different families to provide for the lunch. 


The Sunday school and church membership continued 
to grow. The Rev. J. J. Hofer served faithfully for ten 
and a half years. His health failed and he passed away 
on May 25, 1929. We are reminded of Matthew 25:21, 
“Well done, thou good and faithful Servant.’ The church 
had their own cemetery by this time close by and his 
body was the first grown person to be laid to rest. 


Cther Ministers Have Faithfully Served 


Now it seems like the shepherd had gone on before 
and left his flock of sheep to carry on alone. The church 
services were continued by visiting pastors and mission- 
aries. Much credit must be given to the ministers of the 
Bethel Church; Rev. J. M. Tschetter; Rev. John Tschetter 
and Rev. Samuel J. R. Hofer who stood by in the darkest 
hours. The first deacon of the church was Joseph Wurz 
Sr. He resigned this position in 1923 due to his ill 
health. John D. Waldner took over the deaconship at that 
time and held it until his death on Feb. 3, 1943. Since that 
time Edwin Wollman has served in that capacity. 

Again in the fall of 1929 we were supplied with a 
residential minister when Rev. J. J. Glanzer and his 
family moved into the community. He served in this 
capacity until 1933 when the family moved to California. 


Again the church was without a minister for about 
a year and a half. However, visiting ministers took over. 
The Sunday School work and Christian Endeavor con- 


tinued. In the spring of 1935 the Rev. D. J. S. Mendel 
came from the Emmanuel Church near Onida to serve 
this congregation. He served for eleven years. 


During the time the three ministers, who served the 
church thus far, continued with their farming operations. 
So we see that their work as ministers was not an easy 
job. But the Lord was good to them and their labors 
were not in vain. Many, many blessings were received. 


Rev. Paul H. Glanzer took charge of this congrega- 
tion in the fall of 1946 to 1950. It was during his ministry 
that the church was enlarged and several new improve- 
ments were made. The congregation bought a parsonage 
in Doland in 1946 and the Glanzer family were its first 
residents. 

Rev. Franklin Wiebe began his ministry to this 
congregation in the fall of 1950 and he served until May 
of 1954. He was ordained as a minister in Feb., 1951. 


During the summer of 1954, Duwane Decker served 
as interim pastor. 

Brother Menno Pullman served this congregation 
from the fall of 1954 until September 1957. Two years 
of his service he was a licensed minister. 


Our present pastor, the Rev. C. F, Plett came from 
the Zion Church in California to begin his ministry here 
- September 1, 1957. The present membership of our 
church now is 124 and the Sunday School enrollment is 
138. There are 17 classes. We have an active Women’s 
Missionary Society, The Christian Home Builders con- 
sisting of the young married couples were organized in 
January 1958, the Young Adult Folks are organized and 
are called the Christian Comrades, the Juniors are called 
the Christian Soldiers. 

One missionary, Elizabeth Hofer, daughter of the 
founder of this church, has served in the foreign mission 
field in Mongolia. At the present she is doing mission- 
ary work in Arkansas. Another missionary, Arden Wipf, 
received his early religious training in this church, but 
later moved to Huron .In 1956 he was taken seriously 
ill and went to be with the Lord while on the field in 
Africa. He was also buried there.

LIFE OF REV. JACOB J. HOFER 


Rev. Jacob J. Hofer was born in 
South Russia on August 12, 1862. As 
a lad of 12 years he came with his 
parents to this country. Their first 
home was made on a farm near 
Menno, 8S. Dak. He was married to 
Miss Anna Wollman on February 4, 
1882. Their union was blessed with 
10 children, 6 of whom preceded him 
in death. 


After several years of residence at 
Menno, Mr. Hofer moved to a farm 
near Freeman, S. Dak. While living 
here in his farming enterprise, he 
entered into that beautiful and pro- 
found Christian experience of which 
he was always so glad to speak and 
which contributed so to the great 
influence which went forth from his 
life. He was baptized and became a 
member of the Krimmer Mennonite 
Brethren Church.In 1903 he was 
elected to the pastorate of the Salem 
Church of his denomination. A few 
years later, he was given the title 
of elder of that church. 


In the fall of 1919 he moved to 
Spink County to a farm 9 miles south 
west of Doland where he lived since. 


His concern for the success of the 
faith which he professed led him 
to take the leadership in securing the 
hours of worship of which he has 
been the pastor. While farming has 
been his ‘livelihood of Mr. Hofer 
throughout his life in his later years 
it has been his supremely beloved 
task to labor in the kingdom of his 
Lord and Master. The influence 
which he has come to exert in all 
his connections and_ relationships 
the people of his own nationality and 
faith has been that of a very sincere 
and upright Christian man. He died 
in May 25, 1929. God bless him!

Olin A. Krehbiel, son of Dr. C. E. 
Krehbiel and Mary Wirkler Krehbiel 
was born at Newton, Kansas on 
December 23, 1904. He married 
Dorothy Kaufman of Porterville, 
California on June 24, 1927. They 
have two children. Beverly, Mrs. 
Glen Grandlinard, Bluffton, Indiana, 
and Rev. Ronald Krehbiel, pastor of 
Community Menn. Church, Markham, 
Illinois. Rev. Olin A. Krehbiel has 
served Mennonite Churches. at Wi- 
chita, Kansas; Lansdale, Pa.; and 
Berne, Indiana before coming to 
Freeman. He was president of the 
General Conf. Mennonite Church 
for six years and at present is a mem- 
ker of the Mennonite Biblical Semi- 
nary Board. Mrs. Krehbiel is presi- 
dent of the General Conf. Women’s 
Missionary Association. Rev. Kreh- 
biel began his pastorate at the Salem 
Zion Mennonite Church in December 
of 1957. 


SALEM-ZION MENNONITE CHURCH 


In 1874, 2 groups, Horcdischer and Waldheimer, came 
to East Freeman. Leaders of the Horodischer group was 
Aelt. Peter Kaufman and Pred. Jos. Graber. There were 
34 families in this group. 


The Waldhiemer group, under the leadership of 
Aelt. Johann Schrag and Pred. Chr. Graber, had 24 
families. Lone families from the villages of Schorez and 
Kotosofko settled here also. 


Both groups worshipped together the first two years 
in the homes of Jacob Miller and Rev. Jos. Graber. In 
1876 they divided and their former leaders took charge 
again. 


On May 12, 1878, the Horodischer group had a “predi- 
guwhal” in the presence of Aelt. Jakob Stucky from 
Kansas. Chr. Kaufman and Chr. Miller were elected. 
Chr. Kaufman was elected Aelteste on March 30, 1879 and 
ordained by Jakob Stucky. This year it was resolved to 
build a church building. Funds for buildiing were bor- 
rowed from B. Kaufman of Pa. He loaned $1,350.00 at 
4% interest. The building was 34x54 ft, was built on the 
present site of the Salem-Zion Church, in the year 1880. 
It was dedicated by S. F. Sprunger and named “Salem 
Geninde.” 


In 1879 the Waldhiemer group had a “Prediuwhal” 
Jac. R. Schrag and Jos. Kaufman were elected. Later 
both were ordained as Aelteste. Sometime in the 1880’s 
probably 1886-1887, this group built a church 2 miles 
west and 1% north of the present South Church. It was 
known-as the “Zion Gemeinde” and commonly called 
the “Schpitzige Kirche” because of the spire. 


At a meeting on the 5th of November, 1894 a special 
meeting of both churches was calied with the intent to 
merge. As a_ result of the meeting they did combine 
and took up the name “Salem-Zion Gerinde” Services 
were held in both buildings and the preachers changed 
off. 


On June 26, 1902, a cyclone completely demolished 
the Zion-Church building. It was never rebuilt. All the 
members met in one church until 1907. 


In 1907 a southern portion of the Salem-Zion church 
decided to build a building further south. As a result the 
Salem Church was built on its present site. 


On January 4, 1908, it was decided to have an 
“Evangelistwhal” 5 were elected, among those A. P. 
Waltner and John J. A. Schrag. Both were ordained as 
“Evangelist”, preached on trial form Apyil to June 1908. 
On June 28, it was resolved that they should be ordained 
into the “Prediuant”. This was done on July 26, 1908 by 
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Aelt. Jos. Kaufman and assisted by Aelt. Derk Tieszen. 
“Aeltestewhal” was held on May 29 and on May 28 there 
was a special day of prayer to ask God’s blessings on the 
election. A. P. Waltner was chosen by lot and was or- 
dained as “Aelteste” on July 19, 1909 by Aelt. Jos. Kautf- 
man and was assisted by H. H. Regier and Derk Tiesezen. 


In 1912 the building was rebuilt for a cost of $8356.00 
and was dedicated the 15th of December by “Reisepudi- 
ger” J. B. Bair. 


In 1924, the Church adopted its first constitution. 
Aelt, A. P. Waltner and John J. A. Schrag resigned in 
1934 after serving 26 years of leaders in the church. 


UNITED MISSIONARY CHURCH 


Huron, South Dakota 


The work here in Huron was opened in March of 
1956. This was preceded by much work in building the 
church and parsonage. The work was supervised by the 


pastor Marvin Engbrecht. Much of the labor was do- 
nated and as a result we have a $30,000 structure for the 
cost of $18,000.00. A Sunday School was started in March 
of 1956 with only a few in attendance. It was organized 
in November of the same year with 8 members. The work 
is growing with a Sunday School near 50 and 2 member- 
ship of 26 with more to join in the near future. 


The annual budget has grown to where it is near 
$5,000.00. The pastor was working to make his living, 
and was able to leave full time work on November 1, 
1959 and assume full time work as pastor. The church is 
setting as a goal a consistent 10% gain annually. This 
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A call was given to Rev. Albert Classen. He took 
over the leadership on August 25, 1935. He was the first 
preacher outside the congregation. He served until 
March 1, 1942. Missionary P. A .Penner served for 3 
months. Rev. J. J. Regier began serving in June 1943, and 
served until May 31, 1949. Rev. R. Mast began his serv- 
ices on September 1, 1949 and served until June 1957. 


In the years 1956 and 1957 a new building was built. 
It was dedicated July 6, 1958. In December 1957 Rev. 
Olin A. Krehbiel became pastor of the church. The 
present membership is 421.

EVANGELICAL MENNONITE BRETHREN CHURCH 
Marion, South Dakota 


The Evangelical Mennonite Brethren Church at 
Marion, South Dakota, located in Turner County was 
formerly known as the“Bruderthaler Church.” 


The congregation was organized with 11 members in 
1893, one, namely Mrs. Helena Unruh, age 90, presently 
residing at the ‘‘SSalem Mennonite Home for aged” in 
Freeman, S. Dak., the only charter member left, is en- 
joying fine health. 


The first church building was erected in 1901, was 
replaced by the present structure in 1922. The families 
of this early fellowship were: the Benjamin Becker 
family, the Benjamin Jantz family, the Andrew Becker 
family, the John C. Unruh family, the Jacob J. B. Becker 
family and grandfather Jacob Becker. 


The present membership is 150. Brother Isaac 
Becker of Dolton, S. Dak., age 77, is our senior male 
member. 


After the completion of the present building the 
earlier existing building was moved several rods north 
and converted into a parsonage, enjoying complete mod- 
ernized conveniences. The church at present has four 
missionaries on foreign soil, namely, Rev. and Mrs. David 


Boyes, Miss Verna Becker, all in Africa, and Miss Martha 
Becker serving in Ecuador, South America. 


Rev. and Mrs. Walter Berg, and Rev. and Mrs. Lloyd 
Ensz are presently serving a church at Floodwater, Minn., 
and Salix, Iowa respectively. Rev. Alex Jantzen has 
given full time service under the American Sunday 
School Union, presently residing at Watertown, S. Dak. 


The church during world War II had most of its 
young men in Civilian Public Service Camps (CPS). 
Most of the young men to date have taken the I-O or 
commonly known as the I-W position. More recently 
Harold Becker has served three years in Formosa in lieu 
of military service under the M.C.C. Relief Section. 
Orville and Allen Schmidt have given their service in 
Europe also in lieu of military service under the M.C.C. 
Pax Program. Others have served in mental institutions 
and children’s homes and hospitals. 


Ministers who have also served the church are: 
Rev. Benjamin Becker, Rev. Henry C. Unruh, Rev. D. P. 
Schultz, Rev. Abraham T. Duerksen, Rev. J. J. Gerbrandt, 
Rev. John R. Duerksen, Rev. C. A. Classen, and Rev. H. 
P. Fast. Mr. Curtiss Haas from Sioux Falls served as 
supply pastor until the coming of Rev. Johnny Reimer in 
1961.

Rev. Johnny Reimer was born on 
October 1, 1928, at Dalmeny, Sask., 
Canada. The parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank E. Reimer, are at present re- 
siding in Steinbach, Manitoba, Can- 
ada. 

His high school training was re- 
ceived in Steinbach, Manitoba. He 
engaged in permit teaching for one 
year in a rural area south of Stein- 
bach. Three years of Bible School 
training were taken at the Miller 
Memorial Bible Institute in Pambrun, 
Sask., graduating in April of 1951. 
An additional one and a half years 
were taken at the Grace Bible In- 
stitute in Omaha, Nebraska. He was 
graduated from there in May 1954 
with a A.B. degree in Bible. 


He was married to the former

Rev. Reimer writes as follows re- 
garding his call and service: 


Call to the ministry—I was born 
again at the age of 14 during revival 
services held in Steinbach, Manitoba. 
The call to the ministry came about 
three years later at the Annual E.M. 
B. Convention held in Canada. The 
call to foreign missionary service 
seemed clear and was pursued but 
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had to be abandoned because of 
health reasons in the winter of 1954. 
The door to the work at home opened 
and was thus entered. 


Avenues and places of service— 
Through high school opportunities 
were presented to teach Sunday 
School, preach at times in the sur- 
rounding districts, and help in the 
program of the local church. This 
included camp work during the 
summer which aspect was entered 
more fully in other parts later on. 
During the first three years of Bible 
School training we had opportunity 
to go out with a team from the In- 
stitute for services over the week 
end. During the sumer months we 
entered Canadian Sunday School 
Mission Work. From September 1953 
to August 1954 we served an Ameri- 
can Sunday School Union post south 
of Omaha, Nebraska. In September 
1954 we entered American Indian 
Mission work under the E.M.B. Con- 
ference in Poplar, Montana, where 
we served for nearly two years. 
Ordination came in July of 1956 and 
in August the pastorate at the Evan- 
gelical Mennonite Brethren Church 
at Lustre, Montana, was entered.

HUTTERTHAL CHURCH, FREEMAN, SOUTH DAKOTA 


When this church was organized in Hutchinson 
County of Dakota Territory in 1877 it was served by 
three church members, which were selected in the old 
homeland of Russia namely: John Waldner, Paul Hofer, 
and John L. Wipf. ; 


The first church was a very small building approxi- 
mately 1 mile southeast of the present site. This structure 
was then replaced with a new building at the present 
site in 1899. It might be of interest that the total 
material cost was $380.00. This building outlived its 
usefulness and was replaced with a new brick structure 
in 1952 with a total cost of approximately $80,000.00. 
Plans are now under consideration to add an “Educational 
Wing” to this present structure (1960). The location of 
this site is 1 mile west and 31%4 miles north of Freeman. 


In 1956 a very fine parsonage was built in Freeman. 
The cost was approximately $18,000.00. Most of the 
labor was donated by church members both in the build- 
ing of the church and the parsonage. 


The membership of Hutterthal now is 217. 


Pastors who served the Hutterthal Church since 
its existence are: John Waldner 1877 - ?, Paul Hofer ?, 
John L. Wipf ?, P. P. Kleinsasser 1909 - 1914, John P. 
Hofer 1908 - 1925, J. W. Kleinsasser 1917 - 1919, Joseph 
Hofer ?, P. P. Tschetter 1921 - 1937, Jacob B. Hofer 1926 - 
1954, Ronald van Riesen 1955 - 1956, Abe M. Wiebe 1956- 
and is the present pastor at the time of this writing 1961.

The church was built in the year of 1913. “A Sunday 
school or Bible School was organized the following year 
by Michael J. Hofer. It was a branch of the Neu Hutter- 
thal Church and served by one of the two ministers every 
other Sunday. After seven years of Bible School by M. 
J. Hofer, he was elected minister of this church He 
started to preach before he was ordained for a few years. 
In the meantime the Methodist Church of Bridgewater 
was bought and Peter P. Tschetter preached in this 
church for a number of years and after he quit he moved 
from this small country church into town in a larger one. 
He was then ordained by Rev. Peter P. Tschetter. On 
Feb. 18, 1940 Rev. Michael J. Hofer organized the church 
with 22 charter members, and named it the Zion 
Mennonite Church. He served the church until 1949 and

resigned on Christmas Day after which Paul Quenzer 
took over. Rev. Paul Quenzer became the second mini- 
ster and took up the work in the Zion Church Julyl, 
1950. Rev. Quenzer served the church until Feb. 1954, 
serving the church for 3 years and 8 months. 


Rev. Paul Dahlenberg accepted the charge as minister 
of the Zion Church in May of 1954, and is the present 
pastor, having served here the past five years 1960. 


The Zion Church owns a house of Worship with a 
seating capacity of 150, a parsonage located in the city of 
Bridgewater. Its membership at the present is 46 and 
the enrollment in the Sunday School is 80. 


Later in 1960, Rev. Abraham Friesen and family of 
Wolf Point, Montana. arrived. at Bridgewater on Aug. 28 
and preached his first sermon as pastor of the Zion 
Mennonite Church. On Aug. 30 the church congregation 
honored him and his family at a lawn supper and pantry 
shower. The Rev. Mr. Friesen is a_ graduate of 
Grace Bible School, Omaha, in 1957 and was pastor of 
the Bethel Mennonite Church at Wolf Point until coming 
here. The Friesens have three children, and are still here 


in 1961.

Rev. van der Smissen had received 
his training in the General Confer- 
ence schools: Bluffton College, Bethel 
College and Witmarsum Seminary. 
He had served as a high school tea- 
cher in Kansas for 14 years and as 
a pastor of Kansas Mennonite 
churches for 15 years. There has 
been a steady increase in member- 
ship and attendance in Sunday 
School. Many of the older members 
have passed into eternity and the 
future is in the hands of the younger 
generation. Confidently we look to 
our heavenly Father to guide and 
lead us in the future. Rev. van der 
Smissen is still pastor of the church 
in 1961.

In 1883, a group of 88 baptized members decided to 
give up the old church and build a new one four miles 
west of Marion. A decisicn prompted by their desire for 
peace and their love for the Prince of Peace. This group 
became known as the Bethesda Congregation. Though 
money was scarce at that time, the church was built 
without debt. All labor was done by church members. 
The Lord blessed them, and sometime in November 1883 
the church was finished. All were very happy and 
thankful. 


The minister’s room (Ohm’s Krammer) was on the 
west side of the building. The benches had no backs. 
The building was heated with a pot bellied stove. The

men sat to the minister’s right and the women to the left. 
At the close of the service, the men went out first, re- 
portedly to get the horses and buggy ready for the trip 
home. Being concerned about the comfort of the horses 
during the time of the service, barns were built to the 
south of the church, which with the coming of the auto- 
mobile were not needed and eventually torn down. 


God blessed the congregation and it soon outgrew its 
place of worship. In 1909 they built a larger church 
which was dedicated to the service of the Lord, May 15, 
1910. The cost of the church and furnishings was about 
$4,161.58. 


Ben L. Deckert reports, “If I am correct this money, 
all but $150.00 came in as voluntary contributions. The 
old church was sold for $160.00. Therefore it was not 
necessary to make any assessments. Much of the work 
was done by voluntary labor. 


In 1917 carbide lights were installed and in 1927 
electric lights replaced the carbide lights. 


The growing needs of the congregation made it 
necessary to put a basement under the entire church 
which was done in 1931 at a cost of $1,254.35. Much of 
the work in the basement was done by voluntary labor. 


For almost 50 years this building served the congre- 
gation. Many pleasant memories are connected with the 
services that took place. The Sunday School, the Church 
Worship, the Christian Endeavor, the Choir, the Ladies 
Mission Society and the Junior Choir as well as the 
Bethesda Youth Fellowship took place here. There was 
also Vacation Bible School. There were wedding and 
funerals and consecration of children. How many bless- 
ings were received here! 


Sunday morning, August 26, 1956, the congregation 
had a farewell communion Service. Sunday evening an 
impressive Farewell Service concluded all activities in 
the second church. Part of the final prayer was, “And 
now Father, though we have reached the end of our 
worship at this place may it be the beginning of a more 
consecrated and devoted service at the new house of 
worship.” 


Then the pastor, T. A. van der Smissen with the 
Pulpit Bible, followed by Rev. Joseph Hofer and the three 
members of the church board carrying the pulpit, led the 
congregation to the new edifice. Here the pulpit was 
placed on the platform and the Bible on the pulpit, prayer 


was offered followed by the Doxology and the Bene- 
diction. Thus ended seventy-three years of worship on 
the “Church Road” four miles west of Marion. 


We feel that we can truthfully say, “This church is 
a house that prayer built.” The decision to build was 
March 10, 1954. Together with the help of God, the 
congregation built its new house of worship. The installa- 
tion of the furnace and the laying of the brick were the 
only items that required outside help. Then on Septem- 
ber 2, 1956 the building was formally dedicated to the 
service of God. Our prayers is that it may continue to 
be a house of prayer and a house of our God. 


Friday, October 24, 1958 the last payment was made 
on the building. This was followed, on October 26, by 
a service of prayer and thanksgiving to our Heavenly 
Father for His help thus far. 


The first song leaders of the Bethesda Church were 
John Regehr and Henry Berg. Later others were elected, 
among them was C. H. Berg, who gave a report at the 
50th anniversary in 1933. He names nine men who had 
been chosen to lead the singing. At that time there were 
no instruments in church and the song leader actually 
led the singing, line by line. 


For many years the congregation did not have a 
choir, but in 1948 a choir was organized and Benj. V. 
Tieszen was chosen director. He has a very ably directed 
the choir, also undertaking the direction of a Men’s 
Octette, (later Men’s Chorus) and the Ladies Octette and 
the Double Octette and other groups. In 1950 Alvin Nic- 
kel started a Junior Choir, which is now directed by Mrs. 
Junior Engbrecht. 


“The first musical instrument used in the church 
was an organ purchased in 1920 at a cost of $125.00. The 
piano was purchased in 1927 at a cost of $275.00. In 1950 
several members, interested in the music of the con- 
gregation, gave the church a Hammond Electric Organ 
costing $2,400.00. The organ was dedicated in a special 
service worship the evening of June 25, 1950. This instru- 
ment has added much to the worship of the congregation.” 
Twice new Mennonite Hymnaries were donated to the 
congregation and in 1957 new Tabernacle Hymns. Octo- 
ber 21, 1956 a new piano was dedicated to the service of 
the Lord. This also was a gift in the music of the 
congregation. May we continue to sing songs of praise 
and adoration unto our God.

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From the beginning to 1939 the congregation was 
served by lay ministers who were chosen by the congre- 
gation from its membership.

Rev. and Mrs. Alfred P. Waltner 


Rev. Waltner received his educa- 
tion in Freeman Jr. College and had 
served as pastor in the Salem-Zion 
Church 1908 - 1935. He also did 
much for his community as a mem- 
ber of the College Beard of Directors. 
His service on the General Confer- 
ence Mission Board helped much to 
develop a spirit of missions in the 
Bethesda Mennonite Church. The 
church was progressing under the 
leadership of Rev. and Mrs. Waltner; 
but in March of 1947 he was com- 
pelled to resign because of a heart 
condition. In June of that year the 
congregation extended a call to T. 
A. van der Smissen, who entered on 
his service to the congregation Aug. 
1, 1947. Rev. Waltner passed away 
in January 1960, Mrs. Waltner is 
still living. 
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Rev. Derk P. Tieszen 


Rev. P. Tieszen was the shepherd 
of tne flock for 48 years. Years mark- 
ed by sacrificial, self-denying service 
to God and congregation. 

Rev. Tieszen was born in Russia 
and received his education in the 
schools there. During his service the 
congregation grew and jeined the 
Northern District Conference in 1896 
and the General Conference in 1897. 
Few realize the efforts Rev. Tieszen 
made to bring his flock closer to the 
Lord. Even after he lost his sight, in 
1920, he continued to serve as leader 
of the flock. Due to this handicap and 
his age of 80 years, he felt the con- 
gregation needed a new shepherd. 
It was prayerfully considered, and 
after some consultation a call was 
extended to Rev. Alfred P. Waltner, 
of the Salem-Zion Church, in the 
fall of 1938. He accepted the call and 
began serving January 1, 1939. 

January 1, 1939 was the beginning 
of a new era for the Bethesda congre- 
gation. Up to this time ministers had 
been chosen from their own members 
and the congregation never took any 
interest in making any renumeration 
to their ministers. All service had 
been free-gratis. Now began a time 
of calling ministers from outside 
their membership and paying them 
for their services. 

He died April 7, 1946, and his wife 
died January 12, 1948. 


BETHANY MENNONITE CHURCH 


Freeman, South Dakota 


The Bethany Mennonite Church was started by East 


Freeman, West Freeman and Silver Lake people. At 
first they had no minister and a minister from one of 
these three groups was expected to bring the Sunday 
message in the church and also had Sunday School in the 
school house located on the present City Park grounds. 
Seeing the need of a permanent meeting house the 
following met to discuss the question of a church 
building: George Gross, A. Gering, Paul R. M. Hofer, 
A. D. Schmidt, John Borman, John W. Tschetter, Sam 
Walter, Jake M. Wollman, Joe C. Graber, Joe A. Miller, 
Joe L. Wipf, and Jake J. Graber. They elected a committee 
of 5 trustees, namely: A. Gering, Chr.; Jacob M. Wollman, 
Sec.; Sam Walter, Treas.; and George Gross and John 
Borman. 


The present site was bought from A. Gering at 
$15.00 and a building was erected in 1898. The three 
carpenters were: Joseph C. Gross, Peter C. and Zacharias 
Kleinsasser donated labor. The amount of $2,000 had 
been accumulated and it was decided to build. The size 
was 28 feet wide, 48 feet long. John Schroeder of Dolton 
was the contractor to take charge of construction with 
the brethren donating their labor. The building was 
completed the same summer and dedicated with Rev. 
Christian Kaufman and Rev. Christian Mueller in charge. 
These two ministers with Joseph Kaufman and John L. 
Wipf occupied its pulpit until joined in 1902 by Rev. 
H. A. Bachman, who came to Freeman to assume his 
duties at the new college. 


In 1920 a parsonage was purchased at a cost of $6,500. 


By 1924, because of increased attendance in both 
church and Sunday School, it became obvious that the 
congregation had outgrown its original building. Work 


at a cost of $4,000. 
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REV. WILLIAM UNRAU 


Present minister of Bethany Men- 
nonite Church in Freeman, came 
January 1, 1958. 


On Sunday morning, November 4, 1945 the church 
was destroyed by fire, a total loss with only 4 benches 
and several books saved. 


In 1946 the planning committee made plans for 
a new church structure. Construction began in spring 
of 1948, was dedicated Sunday, May 11, 1952. The church 
and contents as it stands, cost $69,000. It measures 102 
feet 5 inches in length; is 38 feet wide at the nave, 55 feet 
wide at the rear, and features a bell tower rising 40 feet. 


The construction of a new parsonage was begun 
in 1952. The membership of Bethany is now 367.

REY. J. HERBERT FRETZ 1953- 


J. Herbert Fretz was born January 
10, 1921 at Lansdale, Penna., the son 
of Jacob R. Fretz and Mary Richert 
Fretz, and the youngest of three 
brothers. His schooling includes 
graduation from Lansdale High 
School; an A.B. from Bluffton Col- 
lege, Bluffton, Ohio; and a Th.B. from 
Westminister Theological Seminary, 
Penna. He was ordained to the Gos- 
pel Ministry in 1946, and has served 
as pastor of the Deep Run Mennonite 
Church, Bedminster, Penna., from 
1945 to 1953, and now pastor of the 
Salem Mennonite Church, Freeman, 
South Dakota since 1953. In 1945 he 
was married to Helen Habegger, 
daughter of Alfred and Barbara Ha- 
begger, missionaries to the Cheyenne 
Indians at Busby, Montana. They 
have four children, Barbara, Susan, 
James and Joseph. 


PRESENT SALEM MENNONITE CHURCH 


In 1907, there arose in the Salem-Zion church a 
question of rebuilding, moving or dividing because there 
wasn’t enough room in the old church. The south portion 
of the congregation wanted to move the building further 
south. As a result there was a division in the church. 
The southern people decided to build a building further 
south. They set up a committee to buy land for the 
building. Land was bought from the late Peter J. P. 
Graber. 

The actual building began on October 1, 1907. The 
building, a very simple and plain one, was finished before 
New Year’s, 1908. At a meeting in January 1908, it was 
decided to have the first worship services on January 12, 
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1908, with Preacher Christian Mueller serving. The 
building was dedicated on the 24th of May, 1908, by 
Preacher John C. Gering of Moundridge, Kansas. 


Christian Mueller served as the leader with Rev. 
H. A. Bachmann of Freeman officiating at the Sacraments. 


A call was given to Bro. Christian Hege in 1909. He 
first accepted in 1911 when he took up the church. This 
ended Bro. Christian Mueller’s service of 32 years in the 
Salem-Zion and Salem Churches. 


In 1917 the church was remodeled and made bigger. 


On February 9, 1919, Bro. Christian Hege handed in 
his resignation because of the health of his wife. In 1920, 
the church built a parsonage on its present site. Bro., 
ER. J. Neuenschwander accepted a call and began in May 
1920. He and his family were the first to live in the new 
parsonage. He resigned in March of i924. 


On February 28, Bro. Christian Mueller passed away, 
and was laid to rest in the church cemetery. 


General Conference was held on the campus of 
Freeman Jr. College on August 29 to September: 2, 1923. 


In 1924, Bro. Gottschall, from Bluffton, Ohio came 
to serve. He left in 1930. After Bro. Gottschall left the 
Church gave a part time call to Bro. P. R. Schroeder 
who was on the faculty of Freeman Jr. College. He 
served as part time pastor until 1932 when he resigned 
ible the faculty and took over the church work full 
ime. 


The Choir loft was built in 1930. 


In 1936, Brother Schroeder was sent to Amsterdam, 
Holland as a delegate to the World Conference. 


Bro. Schroeder resigned due to illness. 


During 1940 and 1941 John Towes brought the Ger- 
man services aiid Dr. Harold Gross brought the English 
services. They were equally divided. 


Willard Cléssen began his service on August 1, 1941. 


__ In 1947 the Young People bought an Electric Organ 
with the help of the congregation. Willard Classen left 
in June of 1952. 


Rev. J. Herbert Fretz came in May of 1953. He went 
to the World Conference in Karlsruke, Germany in 1957.

REV. AND MRS. MERLE BLOOM AND FAMILY 


MR. AND MRS. MERLE BLOOM, served in Southern 
Rhodesia, Africa for five years. First six months studied 
the Shona language, then my husband and I pioneered 
a new mission station where I did the medical work. We 
now have a doctor on this station with a lovely new large 
hospital being built at the present time. 


Our next assignment was the European farm work. 
We again did pioneer missionary work in starting this 
mission. We lived in a tent and grass shelter for over 
three months while my husband supervised the natives 
in building our home which was a beautiful burnt brick 
L-shaped house. We lived here for two and a half years 
where I again did the medical work except for the pulling 

f teeth, which my husband did for me. I also had a 

sewing class among the African girls and women and 
Bible memory work besides teaching a Sunday School 
class part time and a cooking class for the European 
farm women. 


Six months before coming home for furlough we 
were stationed in Salisbury the Capitol City of Southern 
Rhodesia where we worked in the African location. My 
husband had a Bible class and our son Mark (5 years old 
then) started school in their English Government school 
svstem. He received his kindergarten work there. Our 
daughter Marcia Kay was born in Salisbury. 
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Some brief high lights of term: 1. Our first Christian 

funeral. We had the privilege of leading an African wom- 
an to the Lord a few weeks before she died. Instead of 
the customary wailing, drinking, and dancing of the 
heathen at a funeral we sang Christian Choruses and 
hymns. There was no wailing which was a real Christian 
testimony in the community for the first time. 
2. Burning of heathen fettishes. One woman by the name 
of Rebecca came forward after my husband preached one 
Sunday morning with her heathen fettishes. She had 
earlier made a profession of faith, but now wanted to 
leave all to follow Jesus with all her heart. She was 
persecuted by her husband for not cooking beer for him, 
but she remained faithful to her Lord even though it did 
mean severe persecution. 


3. Leading an European farmer to the Lord. After we 
left the farm to live in Salisbury 70 miles away, one of 
these European farmers was so burdened he came to the 
city to find us and accept Christ. We have just recently 
had word from him that he is waiting for us to come back. 
He needs to grow in the Lord. These Eurepean farmers 
have much of this world’s goods, many of them have as 
high as 200 or 300 native servants working for them. 

Our plans are to return in the fall of 1960 for another 
5 year term in Southern Rhodesia, Africa under the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission supported by the Krimmer 
Mennonite churches. 


REV. AND MRS. J. M. TSCHETTEH AND FAMILY 


REV. AND MRS. JACOB M. TSCHETTER were the 
two first missionaries of the KMB churches from South 
Dakota from the Salem church of Bridgewater, South 
Dakota. They went to Elk Park, N. C. in the year of 1902 
to take over the mission station there which was minister- 
ing to the negroes in the mountains in western North Car- 
olina. They wholeheartedly and devotedly served there 
for 10 years. 


Jacob M. Tschetter was born near the Black Sea of 
southern Europe on August 19, 1873 to Mr. and Mrs. Jacob 
J. Tschetter. In 1875 his parents migrated to America and 
settled 45 miles northwest of Yankton. Here the Salem 
KMB church was founded by these rugged pioneers before 
the turn of the century. It was a church ruled and con- 
trolled by older people but was fervent in its zeal for 
righteousness and conservative living. 


It was a bit of surprise to the elder brethren when 
young Jacob M., soon after his conversion while still in 
his teens, announced his desire to the church to be a 
missionary. But so sincere was his request and so up- 
right his life, that the church as well as the then young 
conference approved the venture. The decision was to go 
to No. Carolina. 


To make this missionary desire possible as well as 
successful, God directed to his life as helpmate and wife 
one most suited and helpful. In 1896 he was married to 
Katherine Decker, daughter of Mr. and Mrs, John Decker 
of Parkston, S. Dak. She had been born on a boat on the 
high seas of the Atlantic while her parents were enroute 
to America. She belonged to a family of 11 children who 
were reared on a pioneer farm east of Parkston, S. Dak. 
She, too, found her Saviour in her youth, and became a 
member of the KMB church. 


Educational opportunities for both Rev. and Mrs. 
Tschetter were most meager and inadequate during those 
pioneer days. Even an elementary education of eight 
grades was denied them, a fact which they regretted to 
the end of their lives. 


However, after his decision to be a missionary, the 
young Jacob attended Sioux Falls Gollege and a Bible 
school in Cleveland, Ohio for two short terms, both ex- 
periences being helpful and inspirational to him, but 
wholly inadequate. Hence, his total formal education 
consisted of these two short terms and a few months of 
rural school for a few years. 


The Tschetter home was blessed with ten children, 
seven of whom are still living in various parts of the 
United States. Their names and places of residence are 
as follows: 
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Emmanuel—died at birth. 

Sam—Carpenter, S. Dak. 

Amos—Arlington, S. Dak. 

Elizabeth—died at the age of 12. 

Martha—now Mrs. Albert Boyd, Neward Ohio. 
Emma—now Mrs. John R. Hofer, Brookings, S. Dak. 
Rebecca—Columbus, Ohio 

Marie—burned to death at the age of 4. 
Adena—now Mrs. Don Moffatt, Arkadelphia, Ark. 
Naomi—now Mrs. Egon Hofer, Dinuba, Calif. 


As indicated above, Rev. and Mrs. Jacob M. Tschetter 
left for North Carolina in 1903 to take over the negro 
orphanage there started by his church. They left their son 
Amos with the Tschetter grandparents. After two years 
they returned for a short furlough, and then leaving 
their son Sam with the Decker grandparents. Four of 
the children were born while on the mission field, where 
they served with complete devotion and self-sacrifice 
till 1912. Orphan children were served, taught, and in- 
structed in the Christian faith, and outlying churches 
were established. This work was the most satisfying and 
meaningful in the life of Rev. Tschetter. He never ceased 
to talk about his many experiences there, and except for 
the disadvantage of a scattered and growing family, he 
would have devoted his whole life to missionary work of 
that nature. 


However, Rev. Tschetter continues this work in God’s 
vineyard, coming back to South Dakota where he served 
as minister and leader of the Bethel church near Car- 
penter, S. Dak. for nearly 30 years. After that he was 
instrumental in the founding of the Bethesda Church in 
Huron, S. Dak., and an interest in missions to the end of 
his life. Mrs. Katharina Tschetter died July 11, 1930. 
Rev. J. M. Tschetter died January 21, 1956. 


MISS VERNA BECKER 


MISS VERNA BECKER R. N., a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jonas Becker of Marion, South Dakota has gone 
back to Nigeria in Africa for the fourth term. She is 
located at Jos in Nigeria and works with the Sudan In- 
terior Mission which at this place has the Bingham 
Memorial Hospital in which Miss Becker works as head 
nurse. Miss Becker carries heavy responsibilities in the 
hospital at Jos, but enjoys her work tremendously. 

Miss Becker is a member of the Evangelical Menno- 
nite Brethren Church near Marion and received her Bible 
training at the St. Paul Bible Institute and took her 
nurses training also in the cities. The Sudan Interior 
Mission is a Faith Mission and does a mighty work in the 
land of Nigeria in Africa. She is still there in 1960. 


REV. AND MRS. LAVERNE HOFER AND FAMILY 


REV. LAVERNE W. HOFER, born December 6, 1929, 
Freeman, South Dakota, is the son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
R. Hofer. He was saved in fall, 1940, and baptized July, 
1944 at Salem Church, Bridgewater, South Dakota. On 
June 26, 1952 he and Josephine Kleinsasser were married. 
Brother Hofer graduated from Freeman Junior College, 
1949, A.A.; Tabor College, 1951, A.B.; attended North 
American Baptist Seminary, Sioux Falls, South Dakota, 
one year; and graduated with a B.D. degree from Talbot 


Theological Seminary, Los Angeles, California. Some 
graduate work was done at Omaha University. 
In Brother Hofer’s testimony he states: “When a 


young boy I realized that salvation was a personal matter. 
I responded to the invitation and accepted Christ as my 
personal Saviour. While in Freeman Junior College I was 
confronted with the decision as to whether I would enter 
the Gospel ministry. I began to make excuses; however, 
I had no peace until I said to the Lord, ‘I will.’ That 
brought real peace to my heart.” 


MRS. JOSEPHINE KLEINSASSER HOFER was born 
August 17, 1929, Dinuba, California, to Rev. and Mrs. John 
J. Kleinsasser. Upon her marriage to LaVerne she joined 
the Salem Church. Mrs. Hofer attended Bible Institute

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of Los Angeles, graduating from a two-year Course, 1954, 
and attended Huron College, one year. 

In her testimony Mrs. Hofer writes: “At an early age 
I realized my need of a Saviour. When I was eight years 
old my mother led me to the Lord. While in high school 
I yielded to the call of consecration. From then on I 
realized the Lord was calling me to Christian work. Now 
I am happy in the service of the Lord.” 

The Hofers have two children: Gayle Janelle born 
December 17, 1954 and Richard LaVerne born November 
14, 1957. 

For five years the Hofers have served under the City 
Mission Board at Fontenelle Chapel at 20th and Clark 
Streets in Omaha, Nebraska. Their responsibilities 
involved pastoral and Sunday School work, and general 
maintenace of the chapel. The Chapel is located at the 
corner of a government housing project in which live, as 
a rule, low-income families. Because of the mobility of 
the families the Chapel in time, experiences somewhat of 
a turnover. 

Their service at the Chapel terminated August, 1960. 
At present the Hofers are pastoring the Bethel K.M.B. 
Church, Yale, South Dakota. 


Joseph W. Tschetter was born and raised on the fam- 
ily farm 12 miles southwest of Bridgewater, S. Dak. In 
1903 he established his own farm, which he operated till 
1911. He entered the missionary field and was stationed 
at Elk Park, North Carolina where he together with his 
faithful wife labored till 1915. In 1915 he together with 
Rev. D. M. Hofer started the Lincoln Gospel Mission and 
Wahrhautsfreund the K.M.B. Conference paper. He lived 
an active life in the mission work the rest of his life. 


MRS. JOE W. TSCHETTER, was born and raised on 
the family farm southwest of Bridgewater. Married Joe 
W. Tschetter in 1901 and shared life’s sorrows and bless- 
ings till 1955.

MRS. ALICE WIPF ONTJES, was graduated from 
the Junior College Course, and the two year teacher- 
training course of Freeman Junior College, in May, 1940. 


After teaching rural school for two years, she con- 
tinued her education at Bethel College, Newton, Kansas.

Most of the children are saved but there is the 
great need of leading them on in their Christian experi- 
ence to prepare them for the work the Lord has purposed 
for their lives.” 


In the spring of 1956 Mary returned home on furlough 
and returned for a second term of service on May 21, 1957 
and has resumed her responsibilities at Bingham 
Academy. . 


In one of her recent testimonies Mary says: “Fear 
thou not; for I am with thee: be not dismayed: for I am 
thy God: I will strengthen thee: yea, I will help thee; yea 
I will uphold thee with the right hand of righteousness.’ 
Isaiah 41:10. 


“Prior to coming to the field, I had not realized that 
my ministry would be among missionaries’ children on 
the mission field. However, the Lord instructs us and 
teaches us the way which we should go. The Lord again 
has made me realize that His thoughts and ways are so 
much higher than ours. He has given real peace and joy 
in this ministry. The responsibility, task, and Challenge 
comfort and strength.”

So through all the years we 
felt that it was by God’s grace that we could bring to 
China this wonderful salvation in Christ Jesus. 


It was not always easy, but what a joy and blessing 
when you see lost souls come out of darkness into light, 
from death into life. 


In 1917 when we came back home for our furlough I 
was very seasick, and I thought I wouldn’t make it. Then 
my dear husband comforted me, and together we prayed 
that the Lord would permit us to go back to China. Then 
God in His goodness permitted us to return to China not 
only once, but four times. We spent forty years, less three 
months in China, including our furloughs. We crossed 
the ocean ten times. A few times we had bad weather, 
but God watched over us. Also in China through danger- 
ous experiences. My husband was threatened to be shot 
by soldiers and robbers who treated him roughly. One 
night when robbers came they wanted to kill him if they 
didn’t get all the money they asked for. I hid in the attic. 
and when they came in the attic to look for me I prayed 
“Lord blind their eyes and cover me with your wings,” 
and God did blind their eyes for they passed by me so 
near, but did not see me. 


I’d like to close with my husbands favorite poem 
which he often repeated and tried to live by. 
I have made my choice to follow Christ each day, 
I am Thine for service, Lord. 
Though I sometimes falter on the way, 
Iam Thine for service Lord. 
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Thine for service when the days are drear, 
Thine for service when the skies are clear, 

Yes, Thine for service through the coming year, 
Iam Thine for service, Lord. 

Let me idle not the precious hours away, 

As Thy voice shall bid me, I shall go or stay, 

I am Thine for service till the last glad hour, 
Shall have passed on earth from me, 

And I awake to service of a greater power, 
With a “Welcome Home” for me. 


On Sept. 18, 1959 my husband left me when he an- 
swered the call, “Welcome Home, My Child.” Oh, how I 
miss him but I do grant him the joy and rest, knowing I 
shall join him before too long. My prayer is that I (and 
all children of God) may work and pray as long as He 
grants me breath.

which Miss Hofer was a teacher. In October 1935 she 
left for Chotzeshan Suiyuan Province, China, where she 
helped along in mission work till 1941. Then she served for 
five years as public school teacher, when the Lord opened 
the door to China for another year, 1947-48, after which 
she returned with other missionaries on account of the 
civil unrest. 


At present Miss Hofer serves at Kingston, Arkansas, 
in D.V.B.S., visitation and camp work. This winter Miss 
Hofer, as well as Miss Klassen, will teach Bible in the 
Kingston School to about 450 children. She says, “we 
are bought with a price, the precious Blood of Jesus, that 
is why I am in the Ozarks.” 


Her home church is the Ebenezer K.M.B. Church, 
Doland, South Dakota. 


Virgil H. Kleinsasser was born November 12, 1924 
near Dinuba, California to Mry and Mrs. John J. Klein- 
sasser. Early in life he gave his heart to the Lord. He 
was baptized and jomed the Zioin K.M.B. Church in 
Dinuba, California. After the second year of College, he 
was drafted as a conscientious objector serving three 
years in the Medical Department in North Africa, Italy 
and Southern France. Released from the Army in Sep- 
tember of 1945 he married Edna Voth of Reedley Calif- 
ornia. Soon after their marriage they entered the Bible 
Institute of Los Angeles, where Virgil earned the degree 
of B.TH. A further year of study gave him valuable 
training in missionary medicine. He accepted a mission- 
ary assignment under the Sudan Interior Mission in 
Nigeria, supported by the K.M.B. Conference in 1952. He 
is now serving the second term in the city of Keffi, 
Nigeria West Africa. The Kleinsassers have three 
daughters.

MISS REBECCA GLANZER, daughter of Rev. and 
Mrs. Joseph J. Glanzer of Bridgewater, South Dakota was 
born near Bridgewater, on October 23, 1916. She was con- 
verted when a junior in high school at the age of sixteen. 
On August 21, 1932 she was baptized and received into 
the Salem K.M.B. Church. 


After graduating from Bridgewater High School in 
1934, Miss Glanzer entered nurses training at the Sioux 
Valley School of Nursing, Sioux Falls, South Dakota in 
1935, and graduated with an R.N. in 1937. For one year 
she attended evening school at Moody Bible Institute in 
Chicago, Illinois. The influences of this school and the 
ministry of the Moody Memorial Church encouraged her 
to further her Christian training and prepare for full time 
Christian service.

To get an idea what fathers and mothers went 
through, read about Mrs. Dave Kleinasser. Dave filed on 
the 160 acres that is now part of Freeman. The northeast 
quarter of that section. He died in 1879 and Mrs. Klein- 
sasser, was the mother of Mrs. John K. Hofer, then 
homesteaded on that quarter. She planted 3 acres of flax 
which was sown by hand. The yield was 8 bushels per 
acre and when ripe was pulled out and threshed with a 
hand flail. The yield was 8 bushel per acre and the whole 
crop was sold for $20.00. Today this would barely pay 
for an auto license, but at that time many little neces- 
sities for life were bought. We might also mention that 
Mrs. Kleinsasser was later married to George Gross in 
1881, but he died in 1894 and her third husband was Rev. 
John L. Wipf and he died in 1922.

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THINGS WORTH KNOWING 

Its amusing looking back to your childhood days and 
hear the sound of the coffee grinder in the kitchen early 
in the morning. In the early days they always bought 
green coffee. Another thing to think about is the burn- 
ing of hay and straw for heating. When bed time came 
the stove was filled up with hay or straw but the next 
morning when the fire was started there was ice in the 
water pail. Those lucky enough to have flax straw were 
on easy street, because it gave more heat. In those days 
they had no rugs, and the ashes on the floor did not 
bother so much. Seeding was done by hand and when 
harvest time came, grain was cut, you grabbed a handful 
of grain, made your straw band tied it around the grain 
and dropped it to the ground. The harvester machine did 
the cutting and it took 3 men to do the binding. Today the 
combine goes over and the grain and its ready for the 
market.

We hear so much these days about cyclones. The 
first cyclone seen here on August 28, 1884 when a cyclone 
moved from the Clayton vicinity towards the Neu Hutter- 
thal Church vicinity in the afternoon and killed Elias 
Wipf, 74 years old, his daughter in law Mary and her 
8 year old son, and made much damage at different farms.

CHANGES SINCE 1875 

This settlement is 80 years old and nearly everything 
has changed except the beautiful sunshine. We have 
today the same beautiful sunshine the pioneers had 80 
years ago and the same climate. These two things man 
cannot change. They remain the way the Creator made 
them. The best way to realize the many changes is by 
enumerating them, and we shall try to mention at least 
some, 


The ironing was done by heating the flat iron on the 
stove, now the electric power is used. 


Buffalo chips were gathered for fuel. 


: Nobody talked about garages or airports, filling sta- 
tions, etc. 


__ Eggs were brought in from the farm in a pail filled 
with oats. If they didn’t like the eggs you could always 
sell the oats. 


Young men went to the city to learn the English 
language. Jacob Hieb of Marion, and John Schamber went 
to Sioux City to learn the English language. 


There was no wrist watch or alarm clock. The farmer 
unloaded his corn with a small shovel, had no elevator. 


There were no farm organizations. Today a farmer 
spends much time at his writing desk to fill out all kinds 
of papers. 


Lime stones were gathered on the farm river hills 
and converted into lime after being placed on the fire in 
an oven for some 10 days and nights, and used for build- 
ing. 


Women and girls were doing considerable field work. 
The spinning wheel was also kept busy, so the girls have 
warm stockings when winter comes. 


Twisted hay was used for the stove. 


Compare the plowing with an oxteam and a walking 
plow in the early days to the plowing with a tractor. The 
man sitting under an umbrella steering the tractor and 
sometimes even listening to his radio while plowing. 


Vacations and 8 hour days were unknown in the early 
days, and how could they go out and travel by oxteam? 
Today it’s an annual affair with most of the people. 


In the early days when milking was done, the milk 
had to be placed where it was cool, then skimmed, churned 
and taken to the market. Today we have the milking 
machine, the electric button is pressed to start the sepa- 
rator, and the creamery man calls daily to take the cream. 


In the early days farmers raised broom corn and made 
their own brooms. Many of the early settlers had no 
wooden floor for years. The mud floor was strewn with 
sand to keep it smooth and easier for sweeping. Today 
their children use the electric carpet Sweeper. 


The used twisted hay and straw when they had no 
wood to fill up the stove. Today they turn on the electric 
switch or the bottle gas stove. 


Yeast was made at home. Today if the store has no 
yeast the only substitute is bread from the bakery. 


The girls never dreamed of an artificial complexion 
in pioneer days, there were just as many pretty girls as 
now, and maybe more. Girls used to have braids. Now 
they have bobbed hair and permanents. 


Farmers started to work at 5 in the morning and 
worked till dark. Lunch was brought out between meals. 
Now they don’t quit even at dark some days but run the 
tractor all night to make up time to go on vacation. 
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12 teams and a large force of men were needed to 
operate a threshing machine. Now the combine cuts, 
shocks, threshes and one man operates the machine, 


Tallow dipped candles were used for light. Now you 
press a button and you have light. 


Water was pulled from the well in buckets. Now you 
turn on the faucet and you have the water. 


Men in business had to add long columns of figures. 
Now the adding machines do it. 


Compare the washday with the washboard to the 
present—electric washer is turned on. 


The simple life was preached by Teddy Roosevelt and 
to find pleasure in work, but it was actually practiced by 
the pioneers long before him, 


; When the supply of molasses was low mother took a 
jug to the store and it was filled up from the big barrel. 
Some had their homemade molasses. Sugar cane was 
planted and hauled to the syrup press where the syrup 
was prepared. One press was located in Wittenberg and 
one at the Wolf Creek Colony. These two served the 
vicinity. 

Meat was salted and smoked to prepare it for keep- 
ing. Now they take it to the locker and put it in the 
deep freeze. 


Sidewalks were made from planks and the cracks 
were big enough for a high heeled shoe to get stuck in the 
crack, but at that time shoes had big heels and nobody was 
bothered. If by accident a man dropped a piece of silver 
money and it rolled into the crack the plank was raised 
and the money was not lost. Weeds grew up through the 
cracks on Main Street. How much different now. 


Stores trusted everybody, never took an inventory, 
placed orders almost a year ahead and made money. With 
the changing styles today you cannot do it that way. Now 
orders are phoned in in the morning to be sure to get the 
article in the afternoon. 


Swan Lake was a very important place for people 
here. They had a branch land office. Rev. Paul F. Gross 
served on the star route between Freeman and Swan Lake. 


Women folks had to sew, knit and run the spinning 
wheel besides cooking. Today with a sewing machine and 
all conveniences now they get more time to attend society 
clubs. 


The first few years no interest was taken in politics. 
Now you can meet a little pin-headed politician almost on 
every street corner before election. 


Money was very scarce in the early days and the rate 
of interest high. The highest interest on record that was 
charged was 60 percent. 


As an optimist and a hustler, never forget the early 
merchant. He had long hours from early till late in the 
night every day. 


With poor transportation some articles got very scarce 
at times. In 1876 kerosene sold in Deadwood at $10.00 a 
gallon. They had a pony express from St. Joseph, Mo., to 
San Francisco, Calif. 


In the early days farmers raised many wagon loads 
of watermelons. Every spring much sod was turned and 
the seed was planted in the sod, and no more cultivation 
was needed. Today it’s not so easy to raise watermelons. 
Even county agents cannot stop weeds from growing. 


The menu was simple in the early days. Sauerkraut, 
borst, homemade bacon, homemade cookies, etc., and no- 
body was operated on, or had high blood pressure so 
people must have lived right. They ate to live and now 
live to eat. A prominent hospital physician teld us not 
long ago that he is wondering that there is not more sick- 
ness as liltle attention as people pay to their diet. Any- 
thing that tickles the palate is swallowed regardless of 
consequences. 


In the early days every man in town had a cow for 
the milk supply, and the boy had to feed and water the 
cow after school and mornings, and also keep the barn 
clean. It was also his job to see that the wood box is filled. 
Once in a while you heasd Mama say, “This is the last 
time I tell you Sonny, to have that wood box filled.” This 
training of the boy to work was worth much more than 
the milk. Not long ago a disease among cows was reported 
in a large city and people began to worry. A city boy 
said, “We don’t need to worry, we get our milk from the 
bottle.’ But our boys know the milk in the bottle comes 
from the cow. In the early days in many cases the boy 
went on the farm when school closed and learned to work 
on the farm during the summer. No doubt he got just as 
much good out of that training as any boy scout today, 

The stockyards were always a busy place. Kids are 
always anxious to see something and all of us remember 
how a gang of kids were sitting on the high wooden fences 
and watching the buyers and farmers unload stock. 


BANKING BUSINESS 

It took many years before Freeman had a substantial 
banking institution. C. Buechler had started the first bank 
in 1883. Reif of Marion opened a bank here. Frank Buck 
opened a bank here but all these banks were in business 
for only a short time. In the later 90’s Buechler established 
the Freeman State Bank but he discontinued the business 
after a few years. In 1899 Gotthelf of Parker and John 
Schamber of Freeman established the Merchants State 
Bank. The First National Bank of Freeman was estab- 
lished in 1902 and we have two strong banking institu- 
tions. 

The first board of directors for the Merchants State 
Bank in August 1899 were John Schamber, L. K. Lord, 
M. J. Gotthelf and Christ Guenthner. The construction of 
the new brick building was in 1913-14. Present officers 
are Jacob J. Wollmann, President; Henry L. Gross, Vice 
President; . J. Tschetter, Cashier; Harris L. Hofer, Assist- 
ant Cashier. Present directors are Henry L. Gross, Fred 
J. Stolp, J. J. Tschetter, Jacob J. Wollmann, Michael J. 
Wollmann. 

The First National Bank charter is dated March 29, 
1902. (No. 6181). Operaticn began March 14, 1902 in 
rented quarters owned by Benj. Waltner, now the Huber 
Motor Service building. Articles of incorporation were 
drawn January 17, 1902, with Joseph P. Graber, Benj. 
Waltner, Jacob J. Waltner and John J. Waltner. Plans 
were drawn in 1906 by Boyer & Boyer Contractors and 
Builders of Yankton, South Dakota, and construction of 
the new bank building started in the spring of 1907. The 
first officers were Jacob J. Waltner, President; John C. 
Mueller, Vice President; Benj. Waltner, Second Vice 
President; Andr. J. Waltner, Cashier; and Emil J. Waltner, 
Assistant Cashier. Officers in (1958) were J. J. Waltner, 
President; Adolph J. Waltner, Vice President; Glenn H. 
Waltner, Vice President; Milton T. Mehlhaf, Cashier; 
Ralph Korn, Bookkeeper; and Robert Tschetter, Book- 
keeper. Present Directors are J. J. Waltner, Adolph J. 
Waltner, G. H. Waltner, John Waltner Jr., and David J. 
Mueller.

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This picture is no different from a typical western 
town, but to us it is Freeman before the days of oiled 
streets, concrete sidewalks, and electric lights. Note the 
grass growing in the Main Street. Then the people did 
not talk about dust storms and depressions. 


The first building on the East side was George Gross 
store. Later, John J. Kleinsasser had a general store and 
furniture store on that corner. Now Alvin Huber runs a 
filling station. The next building North is the site where 
Guenthner & Haar first ventured into business in 1882. 
Later, Fred Haar bought out Guenthner and continued 
in Business. In 1913 Mr. Haar moved to his present 
location where they heve continuously been engaged in 
the farm implement business to this day. The former 
corner was then sold to Wipf Bros. who occupied a 
hardware store till 1960, after being in the busines for 
50 years Robert Wipf owner retired from business and 


sold the store to W. F. Fensel for a warehouse for his 
electrical supply. 


On the West side of Main Street, the building furthest 
North is the depot which is still there. The next building 
south was the residence of John Dubs who at one time 
was a business man of Freeman, but spent most of his 
life on the farm southwest of Freeman. The building 
with the porch on the second story is where the Schamber 
Bros. General Mercantile Business received its start in 
1882. The first floor was used for the store, the second 
floor constituted the living quarters for the George 
Schamber family. That building was later moved to 
the site now occupied by Wm. Morfeld as a butchershop. 
In 1900 Schamber Bros. built the present fine brick 
building. The next building was erected by John Gross 
and used as a hotel and saloon. This building, later torn 
down, was one of the oldest landmarks in Freeman. The 
next building was the Mike Wollmann store. 
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This is a picture of Main Street of the City of 
Freeman as it was fifty years ago. The center of at- 
traction in this picture is the bicycle, the first one to 
make its appearance in Freeman. The owner is John 
Gering who later went back to Russia. The youngsters 
in the picture insisted on being photographed with the 


bicycle. Among them were the Nuss boys, the Gering 
boys, the Buechlers, the Guenthners and Haars. We 
understand that this bicycle was later raffled off and 
Christ Baer won it. A bicycle was a distinct luxury 
fifty years ago. 


The above cut shows Freeman's Main Street after the 
cement pavement and vapor street lights were put in the 
year 1953. This was a big improvement, and the business- 
men of Freeman feel justly proud about their Main 
Street. All the streets of Freeman are now oil and dust 
proofed. In 1958, Freeman changed its water system 
from the out-dated and out-moded underground pressure 
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system to the modern elevated tower, and erected a 
75,000 gallon water tank. This will assure sufficient water 
and pressure at all times and to all parts of the city. 
With so many new modern homes and fine lawn these 
improvements became a necessity. We now have 
two wells and two filtering plants.

John Gross was born June 1, 1860, 
to Henry and Christina (nee) Sch- 
moll Gross, in South Russia and was 
baptized in the name of the Triune 
God, June 5th of that year. 


He lost both parents at the age of 
6 years. In 1874 accompanied by 
two older brothers Henry and Philp 
he arrived in Yankton Territory. On 
February 13, 1876 was confirmed in

In 1879 he settled in Freeman and 
in 1888 he was married to Lydia 
Jans, who preceded him in death in 
February 1918. In 1920 he was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Regina Huber who pre- 
ceded him in death in 1941. Mr. 
Gross passed away December 21, 
1959, at the age of 99 years. 


FREEMAN RESIDENT GIVES EYEWITNESS REPORT 
OF TORNADO OF AUGUST 28, 1884 


Recollections from August 28, 1884 


I was about 7% years old at that time. My sistsr. Eliza- 
beth was about 9 years. On that day the sun was shinning, 
or rather burning hot. It was depressing hot. The air was 
thick and hard to breathe. It was hard to be outside for 
man and beast. 

It so happened that father and mother drove up to my 
grandfather Isaak Tschetter, the present Joe L. Hofer farm. 


They must have started shortly after dinner. They dove’ 


overland about 3 miles northwest from our home. They left 
us children at home saying they would not stay long, 
Elizabeth must have been a courageous girl that our parents 
trusted us to stay alene. At about two o’clock it started 
clouding up in the northwest. It came fast, getting blacker 
and darker from time to time. It did not take long and the 
black cloud seemed to cover the whole sky. It seemed like 
sky and earth was meeting below. In the beginning we 
children were outside, but it got so dark that we went in 
the house. The cloud covered the whole sky it seemed. It 
was so dark in the house that Elizabeth suggested to light 
a lamp. There we sat by the table, waiting for father and 
mother to come home. We were really afraid what would 
happen. In our fear my sister said, “Let us pray.” This we 
did—as children we were taught to pray. It helped, I 
am sure. 

At about 3 o’clock it started lightning and a deep noise 
was coming over the heavens. We were only hoping our 
parents would come home. They came home after the 
storm abated. 

We did not hear what all happened that day, but the 
next day we heard about the destruction the tornado had 
done. 

About the tornado I remember only what our parents 
told us. It must have been about four o’clock when the 
storm struck, about 15 miles northwest of our place. Accord- 
ing to what the people said it formed a funnel-like affair. 
It was snake-like, going north and then south, going it 
seemed in all directions. It seemed as if neaven and earth 


were meeting on earth to destroy whatever came in its 
path. In seconds lightning and noise set the Tornado on 
the ground. It started from the north going south, lifting 
itself up and coming down. The most damage and destruc- 
tion was on the Elias Wipf farm in the Wolf Creek area. 
People who saw the destruction said it was not possible to 
describe what it all was. 

Elias Wipf’s father, 74 years old, was out hauling hay 
with his daughter-in-law Maria Hofer Wipf and a son 7 
years old. When the tornado struck that home Elias Wipf 
pulled his mother with three small children into the cellar. 
They stayed in the cellar till the storm let down. 


When Mr. Wipf came out of the cellar he saw what 
happened. The barn was torn away from the house, the 
roof torn away from the kitchen and other buildings 
demolished. Machinery was destroyed. The sheep barn 
was destroyed. The two barns of a nearby neighbor were 
destroyed.But what was to be found of Grandfather Wipf 
out in the field? The people from nearby came together 
and what did they find? Father Wipf, Maria and the boy. 
They were all dead. It was a horrible sight to see. It was 
beyond description. The bodies were stripped of all 
clothing, mutilated beyond description. They were put 
together and arranged for burial the next day in one grave. 


The grain stacks and hay were not tc found—all was 
swept away. One of the oxen’s heads was torn from the 
body. The oxen were killed. The wagon demolished. The 
spokes were torn from the hub and the iron tires ripped 
from the wheels. 


The tornado raised up again and moved south. It came 
down again on the Andrew Decker farm. It picked up 
et Decker off the ground and let him down again without 

arm. 


_It_then moved southeast towards Freeman. It side- 
swiped Freeman on the east. It came down again, destroy- 
ing a flax field, raised up and dispersed.

LOCAL NEWS 


The city of Freeman has been more fortunate than 
most towns of its size in the field of professional service. 
Many towns in the State of South Dakota of equal 
population are without a physician, a dentist or a lawyer. 
At one particular period in the first half of the twentieth 
century there were four physicians, four lawyers and four 
dentists practicing in Freeman at the same time. In this 
combination of professions, men of Russian—German 
(Hutterisch) descent are in the lead in numbers. In that 
catagory, born and raised near Freeman are; Dr: Ay A’ 
Wipf, Dr. M. M. Hofer, (both deceased) and Dr. E. J. 
Hofer, who is still practicing in Freeman. Outsiders 
were Dr. J. P. Isaac, a Low German from Canada, Dr. L. 
C. Benesh of Bohemian ancestors from Tyndall and Dr. 
Payne, who came from Bridgewater. Since the end of the 
half century, also born and raised in the Freeman proxi- 
mity, the Kaufman Brothers, Irvin and Leroy (Leroy 
deceased) came back to practice in Freeman. Outsiders 
Dr. Jose Villa, who was born in the Phillipines, and Dr. 
Dennis Epp, a Low German from Mt. Lake have started 
practice in Freeman, so again there are four physicians 
serving Freeman and a wide radius around it. One must 
not forget to mention the youngest generation of M.D.’s 
bearing Hutterish names, who were born and raised in 
Freeman. They are Dr. Glen Kleinsasser, who is prac- 
tising in Scotland and Dr. Dennis Walter, who is prac- 
tising in Iowa. 

Of the four attorneys, three were born and raised in 
or near Freeman. One of Russian—German extraction, 
namely, William Tschetter, with John C. Graber, a Swiss, 
and the senior in terms of length of time practising, 
Henry Gross, a German, are the home town men. The 
outsider, Ailen Stanley, married a Freeman girl, Lena 
Kaufman. 


In the dental field all six dentists were born and 
raised in the Freeman Community. All were Hutterish 
except Dr. Henry Kaufman (deceased) a Swiss, who 
moved to California before the 1920’s. Dr. J. H .Wipf 
(deceased) served the community for more than 50 years. 
Dr. A. A. Wollmann practiced in Freeman one year and 
moved to Huron. Dr. Albert Wipf moved to Menno after 
a few years in Freeman. Dr. Michael Wollmann and Dr. 
A. A. Walters have been serving the Freeman community 
for 41 years and 29 years respectively. 


DR. MICHAEL J. WOLLMAN 


DR. MICHAEL J. WOLLMANN, after a term of rural 
school teaching and a year in Yankton College, graduated 
from the Northwestern University College of Dentistry 
in 1919. Having been born and raised in Freeman, he 
took advantage of an opportunity to open up a practice 
in the home town immediately upon his return from 
college. In the intervening years Dr. Wollmann has 
had added activities. He served on the school board for 
six years. He was Past President of the original Lions 
Club of Freeman. He was Commander of the Freeman 
American Legion. In church affairs he has served for 
thirty years as trustee or deacon, and in the actual 
building of the church he put in many hours of labor as 
any other layman. He married Estelle Lugibill of Bluff- 
ton, Ohio, a former music teacher in Freeman High 
School and Freeman Academy. He has three daughters. 
Marilyn, (Mrs. Richard Scalan) living in Paris, France, 
a teacher-librarian for high school students of Army 
personel; Thelma (Mrs. Neil Alford II) of Hopedale, Ill, 
former Superintedent of Freeman Community Hospital 
and present Superintendent of Hopedale Hospital; Theda, 
a commercial teacher and librarian now in Mt. Lake, 
Minn., high school.

DR. J. H. WIPF, in the year 1907 opened his office 
for the practice of his profession, in the Guethner Drug 
Store, later located above Schamber’s Store. Dr. Wipf 
has been in active practice for 47 years in Freeman, with 
the exception of a short period of 8 months during which 
time he practcied in Marion, S. Dak. He died in 1955.

All their children, brothers and sisters 
were present for the family dinner. Mrs. Joseph I. Walter 
was born in Marion, S$. Dak., on January 7, 1882. Mr. Joseph 
I. Walter was born in Russia on July 16, 1874. At the age 
of one year he migrated to America and settled on a farm 
north west of Freeman with his parents Mr. and Mrs. Isaac 
Walter. Mrs. Isaac Walter, his mother was Anna Gross. 
Joseph I attended school in Wayne, Nebr., in 1896 and later 
at Valpariso, Indiana where after he taught school for 
several years. He started in business with his father-in-law 
Michael Wollman and was with him until he started out 
on his own in 1911, and continued in business until the 
time of his death on October 10, 1950. 

He had three sons and four daughters, one preceded 
him in death in infancy. His sons are: Arthur, Michael, 
Alfred, and daughters are; Lydia (Mrs. John T. Decker of 
Parkston), Edna (Mrs. J. D. Hofer of Parkston), Alice who 
is teaching in Sioux Falls, S. Dak. He served unendingly 
in the Bethany Mennonite Church in the capacity of officers 
of the church and Sunday School Teacher. 
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Rev. Joseph Kaufman 


During the last few weeks the people of Freeman and 
surrounding communities have witnessed a change in one of 
Freeman’s old landmarks, namely the building on main street 
now occupied by Huber Motor Co. The entire building is soon 
to be removed. 


As far as can be ascertained this building was erected in 
the year 1898 by the late Rev. Joseph Kaufman (also known 
to some of our older people as “Kaufman Sep” and “Sep Fetter”). 
Besides being one of the early ministers of the Salem-Zion 
Mennonite Church, Rev. Kaufman was a farmer in East Freeman. 
He was also a watch repairman by trade, which he pursued 
while still on the farm. Before this building was erected the 
place was occupied by a grocery store and rooming house owned 
and operated by a Mr. Peters. When Rev. Kaufman purchased 
this property from Mr. Peters he had the former building moved 
to the site of the Old People’s Home and it later became the 
original Salem Home for the Aged. 


When Rev. Kaufman had completed his building he moved 
to Freeman to make his home here. As mentioned before, being 
a watch repairman by trade he opened up a jewelry and watch 
repairing business in the north-west room of the building, while 
the east part of the building was used for living quarters. 
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After a few years he was joined by his son George in the business, 
which then became known as the “Kaufman and Son Jewelry Store.” 
Besides setting up his jewelry store, Rev. Kaufman also started a 
small grocery store in the southwest room of this building. 


When the stockholders and organizers of the First National Bank 
received their charter on March 29, 1902 to operate a banking business, 
Rev. Kaufman discontinued his grocery store business. The First 
National Bank with Andrew J. Waltner as cashier and Emil J. Waltner 
as assistant cashier soon thereafter moved into these quarters and 
started operation of the bank. After some time Emil J. Waltner 
left the employ of the bank and entered the teaching profession. Mr. 
Ben. Waltner (also known to our older people as “Mehle Ben”), who 
was farming in Spring Valley took over Mr. Emil J. Waltner’s vacant 
position. Benj. Waltner married Rev. Kaufman’s step daughter (Katy 
Graber—Mrs. Kaufman’s daughter by a previous marriage) and moved 
to town. They also made their living quarters in the east part of the 
building. A few years later Mr. Jonath J. Waltner joined the bank’s

staff and has continuously served in its business 
up to the present day. 


As the town grew and business increased 
the bank quarters soon became crowded and 
plans were made for a new building across the 
street. In 1907 the bank moved into their new 
quarters which they still occupy today. 


When the bank moved into their new 
quarters Mr. Benj. Waltner left the employ of 
the bank and started a flour and feed store in 
the room left vacant by the bank. He continued 
in this business until he passed away. Mr. 
Waltner’s slogan always was “If you can’t bake 
good bread with my flour, bring it back and 
my Katy will try it, and if she can’t bake good 
bread, I'll give you a bag free.” 


Being quite a large building part of it 
was also used as a rooming house and many a 
weary traveler and guest found a good night’s 
lodging here. The west part of the upstairs 
was also used for office rooms. In the earlier 
years Dr. Payne (Dr. Payne passed away re- 
cently in Bridgewater) set up a dentist’s office 
in the northwest rooms, but after a short time 
vacated and Dr. Henry Kaufman (a son of 
Rev. Kaufman) set up his dentistry practice 
in these rooms. In the southwest rooms Dr. 
J. P. Isaac practiced his profession as physician 
and surgeon for many years until 1919 when 
he moved his office to the First National Bank. 
It was at about this time that Dr. Henry Kaut- 
man vacated and moved away from Freeman. 
When these rooms were vacated by Dr. Kauf- 
man and Dr. Isaac they were then rented out 
to Academy students for lodging. 


Rev. Kaufman continued in his business 
until 1925. Being left alone after the death 
of his wife, and his.son George leaving the 
business and moving to California, he sold his 
merchandise to Henry Gering who also was 
operating a Jewelry store at this time. The 
building was sold to Benj. Waltner. 


After the sale of the business and building 
Rev. Kaufman moved out to his son Peter and 
family in East Freeman where he spent the 
remaining days of his life. He passed away the 
following year (1926). 


In 1930 Mr. Benj. Waltner was married for 
the second time to Miss Anna Jantz from Kan- 
sas, his first wife having passed away shortly 
before. Mr. and Mrs. Waltner continued their 
flour and feed business until Mr. Waltner passed 
away May 6, 1941. Mrs. Waltner remained 
here for about two and one-half years after 
Mr. Waltner’s death when she decided to dis- 
pose of her property here and move back to 
her native state of Kansas. 


On December 5, 1943 this building and lots 
were put up for public auction. Mr. Alvin Huber 
was the successful bidder and became the new 
owner of this property. Having acquired the 
dealership for Ford cars and trucks Mr. Huber 
has done a tremendous business since acquiring 
this property, not only in the sale of new cars 
and trucks but also in the sale of parts and 
repair service. 


Realizing for some time that the present 
building was inadequate to give his customers 
the service to which Mr. Huber feels they are 
entitled, he decided to dsmantle the old 
building end replace it with a new, modern, 
up-to-date structure. Plans are to remove the 
portion of the building still standing to mako 
space for new facilities. Though we regret 
losing a landmark with so rich a history, we 
certainly want to congratulate Mr. Huber fer 
this undertaking. When this project will be 
completed, it will not only be a credit to Mr. 
Huber but also to the city of Freeman.

Through 
the police he located the worst slum 
area in Wichita and devoted extra 
time in helping those in need. For 
two years they carried on independ- 
ently with a few members of our 
church. Conference churches and 
many churches in Wichita would sup- 
ply us with clothing, food and other 
necessities. After two years the 
Western District Conference support- 
ed the work by paying the rent of a 
building used for these services and 
also sent students from Bethel Col- 
lege to help with this work. When 
the War started jobs opened up and 
there was plenty employment and 
this relief work closed the following 
year.

ST. PAUL’S LUTHERAN SCHOOL 


St Paul’s Lutheran Congregation realized the necessity and value of 
having a Christian Day School, in which the children would be instructed 
daily in the Word of God and therefore, heeding the Saviour’s command: 
“Feed my lambs,” erected a school house in 1888. Here their children would 
learn to know and believe in Jesus their only Saviour. The first floor served 
as school room while the second floor was used as a teacherage. Later the 
school was moved into the church, so that this building served the double 
purpose of church and school. When the present church was built and dedi- 
cated in 1899 the old church continued to serve as a school. In the course 
of the years an addition of 24x24 was built to provide a second class room. 
When this enlarged school proved to be inadequate the congregation resolved 
to build the presen school and dedicated it in the name of the Triune God 
early in 1925.

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Public High School 


The public school building, shown above, 
was erected in 1925. At the time of its 
construction it was adequate to meet the 
needs of the Freeman community. However, 
with the continued growth of the city during 
the next thirty years, crowded conditions 
developed, and it was found necessary to build 
an auditorium-gymnasium,. The new building 
was completed in 1957. It was used for the 


first time on May 20 when the commence- 
ment exercises for the Class of ’57 were held 
in it. Currently it is being used in the 
school lunch program, by the athletic and 
music departments, and, on occasion, by the 
churches and other local organizations. The 
old gymnasium, in the main building, is now 
completed to be used for class rooms also. 


High School Auditorium

Freeman Junior College was formally organized 
and granted a charter of incorporation December 1900. 
The offer of Mr. John Gross to give the Corporation three 
acres of land and to sell them such additional space 
as was needed at a price of $100 an acre was accepted 
and 9.63 acres were acquired in an area which was 
then said to be south of Freeman. 


Money was solicited and the “College” Building 
was erected. Excavation of the basement started on May 
11, 1903. The building program went so fast that the 
first term of school was opened the middle of October 
and the “College” was dedicated October 25, 1903. 


H. A. Bachman was offered the principalship at $600 
a year and free housing. In addition he received $13 
per month for heating and cleaning the school. 


In 1906 a boys’ dormitory was built and in 1915 a 
girls’ dormitory. A tile gymnasium constructed in 1923 
served in that capacity for 27 years when it was converted 
into a shop building. It is the present Thieszen Industrial 
Arts Building and ranks as one of the best equipped in 
the whole state. Memorial Hall, built in the twenties, was 
dedicated in 1926 and has served as administration build- 
ing ever since. In 1948 a Boy’s Dormitory was completed 
at the same time that work on a large new auditorium- 
gymnasium was in progress. Named Pioneer Hall and 
dedicated in 1950 it has become a veritable community 
center. Much used as a gymnasium, its auditorium serves

man religious cultural, and civic groups. Its basement 
dining hall and kitchen, spacious enough to serve 550, is 
in great demand. In 1952 the Wollman Home was pur- 
chased and converted into apartments to supply needed 
staff housing. Several years ago the Preheim family 
donated a modern home to be used as the president’s 
residence as a memorial to their parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter J. Preheim. Recently several major plant improve- 
ments have been made. The Women’s Auxiliary was 
organized in December 1948 to help the college serve its 
constituency effectively.

In the year of 1944 at a ministerial conference, Rev. A. P. Waltner and 
Rev. Martin Kroeker presented the possibilities of erecting a Home for the 
Aged. The community’s ministers were very pleased with this idea and no 
time was lost in the undertaking of this project. Jake T. Gross, Jake W. 
Gross, Henry Ewert, A. V. Tieszen, C. B. Lehman, A. R. Wollman, Sam Jie 
Schmidt, Peter Ratslaff and John P. Kleinsasser were elected board members 
for the home, with John C. Mueller, Ben P. Miller, Pete Goertz and Rev. 
Louis Linschied acting as advisory committee. This group proceeded to lay 
the plans for the home with nothing to go on but faith. ; 


In April 1945, they purchased the Peter C. Graber home for $2200.00. 
Rev. Louis Linschied and Professor Albert Schwartz (appointed architects) 
drew up plans to remodel the house into a usable home for the aged. 


The entire Mennonite community was canvassed for funds to carry out 
this work. The canvassing was so successful that a $20,000.00 Home was 
established by 1949, at which time the doors of the home for the aged were 
officially opened. The home was successfully operated under the management 
of Mrs. Frances Hahneman, now Mrs. C. B. Lehman, later Mr. and Mrs. 
Abe Fast, and presently by Mr. and Mrs. Joe M. Walter. 


Soon additional rooms were needed, so again the board proceeded with 
faith to raise the necessary building furids. By 1958 a $70,000.00 addition was 
completed. At this time 27 aged people are spending peaceful years in the 
zood care of the home.

to 30 beds. The original structure was completed in 1952. This hospital serves patients from Freeman, 
Parker, Hurley, Marion, Canistota, Salem, Emery, Bridgewater, Olivet, Menno and other areas. 


The completion of the New Wing in February, 1960, 
marked the second milestone in the short history of the 
Freeman Community Hospital, increasing the capacity 
to 30 beds. The orginal structure was completed in 
August, 1952. 


Freeman Community Hospital serves patients from 
a large area; namely, Freeman, Parker, Hurley, Marion, 
Canistota, Salem, Emery, Bridgewater, Olivet, Menno, 
and other outlying areas. At the beginning of April, 1960, 
3,000 in-patients and over 1,700 out-patients have been 
served in the field of surgery, obstetrics, radiology, 
laboratory, medical, and bedside nursing. In addition, 
830 babies have been delivered at the Hospital. 


The medical staff are from the Freeman and Bridge- 
water Clinics—Dr. I. I. Kaufman, Dr. J. P. Villa, Dr. D. 
L. Epp; and from a private office Dr. E. J. Hofer, Freeman 
and Dr, A. S. Glanzer of Menno, 


The present administrator is Mrs. R. McMahon. Her 
predecessors were Mrs. Emma Ella Hofer, Miss Mary 
Freese, Miss Marcene Graber, Mrs. Henry Buller, Mrs. 
Thelma Alford, Mrs. Rita Graber, Mrs. Ruby Harkcom 
and Mrs. Betty Johnson.

Typical Scene at the Pool on a Hot Afternoon 


Manager Bob Uecker reports that there has been 
a marked increase in the use of swimming pool facili- 
ties this summer over last year. The swimming classes 
have been very popular and have large enrollments. 
Don Diede and Darrel Wieland, who also serve as 
lifeguards, are the swimming instructors. There are 
always more swimmers when the weather is hot. 117 
family season tickets and 57 singles have been sold. 

It is very evident that swimmers enjoy them- 
selves in the refreshingly cool water. The safety 
record at the Freeman Pool is excellent. Lifeguards 
report that there have been no near drownings or 
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pullouts this entire season. Contributing to the safety 
record is the practice of requiring a rest period of 10 
minutes each hour for all swimmers. A water sample 
is sent to the State Department of Health every week 
for a purity test. There has never been a rejection of 
the water in the Freeman pool. When the state inspec- 
tor visited here in July he said that our water is as 
clear as any he had seen anywhere. Safety of swim- 
mers is assured by the vigilance of one or both life- 
guards whenever the pool is open. A resuscitator is 
always kept on the premises for emergency use.
